Appeals to German-American Citizens. 


I do not appeal to my German fellow-citizens 
as such. I do not appeal to their passions or their 
prejudices, but I appeal to them as American cit- 
izens. I appeal to their love of liberty and justice 
and fair play. When these questions were first 
raised in the campaign some of my friends stated 
to me that they feared the German Lutherans 
would be against us. I told them I did not think 
so, and in my travels over the State I find that as 
a general thing Republican Germans will vote 
the Republican ticket and Democratic Germans 
will vote the Democratic ticket. I believe that 
the Democratic teaders have underestimated the 
character and intelligence of the German Luther- 
ans, and I believe also that that large and respect- 
able body of our fellow-citizens. will resent this 
effort to use them at the polls in November as it 
deserves to be resented.

SHREWD DEALERS BUY UP THE 
STOCK OF STARS AND STRIPES, 


In Consequence a Decorative Famine 
Spreads Over the Country Just When 
Chicago and New York Are Preparing 
for Celumbian Celebrations—The Price 
Hasn’t Stopped Jumping Yet—Heavy 
Purchases of Bunting Last Fourth of 
July Add tothe Scarcity. 


For the tirsttime in its history the Star- 


Spangled Banner is cornered. Not the in- 
signia which proudly floats above Fort Sheri- 


dan, for instance, to defend which the 
boys in blue who daily drill beneath it would 
wade in gore, but other flags just like 
it. Lots of them, too. In fact, about all 
there are in the manufacturers’ hands have 
been put in this predicament by cold, calcu- 
lating men, who do not disdain to turn a 
penny out of patriotism. A select number of 
them are in a position to control the flag out- 
put. They will be in a yet stronger one a 
week or so hence, when the demand for flags 
will be tremendous, 

So say joSbers of dry goods and manufact- 
urers, and they ought to know. One of the 
possible results is that Chicago may not be 
decorated as generally for the Worid's Fair 
dedicatury ceremonies as planned, and even 
then ‘in place of handsome, soft bunting 
cheap, tawdry, printed muslin draperies may 
have to be used. 

It all comes about because of an extraordli- 
nary demand for and a great scarcity of bunt- 
ing, out of which flags and streamers are 
made, The mills of the United States Bunt- 
ing company, which are owned by Gen. B. F. 
Butler, and those of the New England Bunt- 
ing company at Lowell, Mass., the two heav- 
iest manufacturing plants in the country, 
are running day and night to supply 
an abnormal demand. They are refus-

One of the largest jobbers said the retail 
prices for flags had been advanced 50 percent 
and more in instances. The demand hasn’t 
really begun and won't for two weeks, Then 
it will come with a rush, The flag manufact- 
urers have boasted what they were going to 
make in this celebration. One of them, the 
boys figure out, proposes to make $20,000. 

„It's 4 serious question how the city is to 
be decorated next month,” said a dealer. 
“There certainly isn’ bunting enough avail- 
able. New York wants as much as we do. 
My opinion is that in many parts 
of town where othe bunting would be 
used will have to be covered with print muslin.

FRAUD IS CHARGED. 


WILLARD E. WINNER OF ST, LOUIS 
UNDER INDICTMENT. 


It Appears That the Bill Against Him 
Was Found Some Time Ago, but Gov. 
Francis of Missouri Held the Case 
Open Awaiting the Carrying Out of 
Certain Promises—A Pennsylvania Mill- 
jonaire Is the Complainant—Some Re- 
markable Schemes of the Man.

Another sensation has been added to the long 


string of happenings in local financial circles 


by the announcement of the indictment at the 
January quarterly sessions of Philadelphia of 
Willard E. Winner, formerly of this city, now 
of St. Louis, on a charge of obtaining money 
under false pretenses. Winner was for a long 
time President and General Manager of the 
Winner Investment company of this city, 
which controlled many enterprises here ag- 
gregating several millions of dollars. 

The concern started the splendid two million 
dollar bridge, the eight-story Winner Build- 
ing, the Chicago. Kansas City and Texas rail- 
road, and many other schemes, several of 
which were matured. 

Extradition papers have been served on 
Gov. Francis for the delivery of Willard E. 
Winner to the-Pennsylvania authorities, and 
the Governor has the matter under advise- 
ment. 

Winner is indicted in the Philadelphia courts 
on the testimony of James B. McCamant, a 
multi-millionaire of Pottstown, Pa., who says 
that Winner’s representations to him were 
false, and that he invested many thousands of 
dollars in his scheme without getting so much 
as a dividend. The investments were made 
three years ago, when the Winner company 
was in its glory.

form. The seats on the stage were occupied 
by members of the Executive committee of 
the German Republican Central Union. 
Prominent among them were: Dr. T. J. 
Bluthardt, George Schneider, Harry Greene- 
baum, Herman Felsenthal. George Struckman, 
and Franz Amberg. The Marquette Glee 
club opened the exercises with a stirring new 
campaign song. 

Chairman Halie introduced Gov. Fifer in a 
few well-chosen words. The Governor was 
received with great enthusiasm. Indeed. it 
was several minutes before the cheering sub- 
sided. He spoke as follows: 

Gov. Fifer’s Speech. 

Ihavé dug into this campaign far enough, I 
think, to learn that we are going to win in the 
contest. I believe Benjamin Harrison will be 
elected. I have been in all corners of our great 
State, the great Commonwealth that gave to the 
nation Lincoln and Grant, and I tell you that the 
State will be found in the Republican column in 
November. 

Four years ago I promised that the State tax of 
53 cents should be reduced. It has been reduced 
to 33 cents on the $100 assessed valuation. Prac- 
tical men look at the questions of today. Sen- 
sible men look out for the reduction of taxes, A 
Governor can do little to reduce other than the 
State taxes. In this question a Governor is 
potent. If I am elected 1 think I can promise 
that this tax will be reduced to 24 cents before 
the close of my second term. It takes hundreds 
of thousands of dollars to run State institutions 
and of all the money that has passed through Re- 
publican hands not one cent has been lost. As 
business-man I ask you, Are you satisfied? 

It has been published that I am a Ger man- 
hater. Do you ever think that to believe such a 
statement as that is a libel on your intelligence? 


Speaks of the Compulsory School Law. 


The Compulsory School law originated with 
certain friends of education in the City of Chi- 
cago. The object of the law, as represented by 
them, was to gather up the little children of 
negl&ctfal and indifferent parents, children who 
were running around the streets of the city, and 
compel them to go to a school of some kind. A 
committee was appointed of Chicagoans to draft 
the bill. This bill was sent to Springfield, and a 
committee came down for the purpose of explain- 
ing it and getting it through the Legislature. The 
object was a good one. There was no intention 
on the part of anybody connected with the move- 
ment to infringe upon the rights of the German 
Lutherans or any of the citizens of the State. 

The bill was introduced in the Lower House, 
which is composed of 153 members, and it passed 
that body with only three dissenting votes, I be- 
lieve. Democrats and Republicans alike gave it 
their hearty support. Mr. Gill, the present Dem- 
ocratic candidate for Lieutenant-Governor, was 
a member of the House and voted for the passage 
ofthe measure. After passing the Lower House 
it went to the Senate and passed that body with 
practical unanimity, no one supposing at that 
time that any political capital would be made 
out of it. It was supported by the members of 
all parties in the belief that it would improve the 
school system of our State. 

Law Was Highly Recommended. 


I did not learn of the pendency of the measure 
until after it had passed the Lower House and 
Was nearly through the Senate. In a short time 
thereafter it passed the Senate and came to my 
hands for approval. Within a short time after it 
Was brought tome a committee from Chicago 
Waited upon me and explained the object of the 


law. I was told that it was satisfactory to all the 


elements and that its object was to compel in- 
different and neglectful parents to send their 
children to school. The bill came highly recom- 
mended to me. I saw it had passed both Houses 
with practical unanimity. It had passed all the 


_ gommittees of both Houses unchallenged. 


I read over the bill, and in the lights of these 


Facts, and not discovering any objectionable feat- 


tures at the time, I signed it, and it became a law 
and went into effect July 1, 1889. Some prosecu- 
tions soon thereafter were had under the law in 
Effingham County, andI saidthen that the law 
must be amended and that these objectianable 
features must be eliminated. That has been my 
position from that time until the present hour. 
At the next.succeeding Legislature, which was 
the last, I delivered a message to that body,which 
message is required by the Constitution of the 
State. This message is given under official oath, 
and the name of the Executive is signed to the 


document. One object of the message is to recom- 
new laws and the 


message I argued in favor of compulsory educa- 
cation, but I insisted that the law should be 
amended so as to remove all just causes of com- 
plaint on the part of any of the citizens of the 
State. I said that the object of the law was not 
to deal harshly and unjustly with the private or 
Parochial schools, but rather to advance the 
cause of education by benefiting all of the schools 
in the State.

GERMAN-AMERICANS ARE ALL RIGHT. 


Richard Guenther Says They Will Vote for 
Protection Nov. 8. 

Richard Guenther began by relating how he 
had been drawn to the principles of the Re- 
publican party by Abraham Lincolr’s speech- 
es. He told how before the war Lincoln 
argued in Southern Illinois for the abolition 
of slavery and how the Bourbons hissed him. 
He then said: 

Perhaps Adlai Stevenson was among the hiss- 
ersto whom Lincoln replied: “ Hiss if you wish, 
but you cannot overthrow the walls of justice.“ 
And the leadership of this martyr of freedom 
was followed by Grant, Sherman, Sheridan. 
Hayes, Garfield, Arthur, Conkling, Logan, Blaine, 
and Harrison and the long list of other states- 
men and heroes whom tbe Republicans look 
upon with great pride. But not only 
do we refer to our leaders, but also 
to the deeds of our party; the deeds of the past 
as well as the present. Never were the interests 
of the United States toward the foreign countries 
guarded with such decision and success as under 
the administration of President Harrison. En- 
gland, Germany, Italy, Chile, and all other coun- 
tries with whom we have closed reciprocal treat- 
les attest this. The McKinley bill, which the 
Democrats vrophesied would bring ruin to the 
country. has proved itself a blessing, even in 
the short time it has been in existence. 
When two parties strive for the administration 
of the giant interests of our country, the citizen 
should, just as business-men do in private affairs, 
examine their past records and from these records 
draw inferences as to their trustworthiness-in the 
future. 

In the records written in the dark past of the 
Democratic party we find it fighting the Home- 
stead law for eight consecutive years In 1860 
when the Republicans succeeded in pass 
ing the law in Congress it was 
vetoed by the Democratic President Buchanan. 
Not until 1862, under Abraham Lincoln’s adminis- 
tratien and while in both Houses of Congress 
were majorities of Republicans, was it made pos- 
sible to pass this law; and under its beneficial in- 
fluence 1,000,000 persons have found homesteads 
upon the government lands. While the Repub- 
lican party has always stood in favor 
of liberty, the Democrats have clung to 
slavery, and in their national convention in 
1864 they declared the war a failure. 
We find that the Republican party has given the 
people in place of the Democratic wildcat banks 
the national banks, and with them the best bank- 
ing system in the world. We find that the Demo- 
cratic party nas never been reliable in its position 
on currency. It opposed redemption and backed 
every financial swindie proposed. We find that 
all the wise laws which have brought the country 
to its present state of prosperity have been passed 
by the Republican party and were opposed by 
the Democrats. 

Mr. Guenther reviewed at great length other 
deeds of the two parties and shuwed the con- 
trast as favorable to the Republicans when 
the welfare of the public was at stake. He 
ridiculed the calamity howlers ana declared 
that if free trade were reiastated we should 
enjoy what Stevenson pleases to term as the 
golden times, when workingmen were earning 
50 to 75 cents aday. Continuing, he said: 

Our export trade has increased $210,000,000 in 
1891-92 as compared with the year 188990. Un- 
der the influence of the McKinley bill the export 
trade amounted to $265,000,000 yearly more as 
compared with the ten years previous to the en- 
actment of the bill. Under the administration of 
President Harrison the public debt has been re- 
duced $300,000,000. Our national credit is the best 
in the world. 

The German Republicans will rally around the 
Republican banner in this battle for protection 
and the maintenance of the glorious success of 
the Republican party. The intelligent and pa- 
triotic German-Americans have never hesitated 
in times of danger in their adopted fatherland to 
aid the conntry with free will and they will not 
Nov. 8 omit to do their duty.

ing orders and are telegraphing their 
best customers that they are eight weeks be- 
hind in filling requisitions already in hand, 
All over the country the price of bunting has 
been on the jump for the last sixty days. The 
manager of the upholstery department of one 
of the big wholesale dry goods houses yester- 
day showed a reporter letters from jobbers in 
Boston and New York, some of them quoting 
au advance of 33 per cent over prices prevail- 
mg early in August. Bunting comes in rolls 
each forty yards in length and it sells or- 
dinarily for from $4.25 to $4.75 a roll. 

Said this manager: ‘I’ve heard of sales at 
$8 a roll. We haven't made any at that figure, 
but we’ve put our prices up, ahd, although 
we’ve managed to increase our average stock 
50 per cent, we haven’t enough by a very long 
ways to supply our wants. 

At another equally large establishment the 
manager said: We can't find any bunting 
either, and if I had a big lot for sale I could 
get a customer for it in about five minutes. 


Reasons for the Shortage. 

The manufacturers have claimed that wool, 
the raw material of bunting; has shown a 
scarcity. There have been many celebrations 
throughout the country at which bunting 
has been lavishly used. Last Fourth of July 
an uncommonly large quantity was sold. 
There seemed to be a fresh outbreak of patri- 
otism. 

** More houses and buildings in various 
sections were decorated than at any time 
since the war,“ said one jealer. ‘As for 
flags, why literally thousands were sold. The 
whole demand was unexpected and it cleaned 
up the manufactured stocks ip some estab- 
lishments.”’ 

It appears that a few men in the flag busi- 
ness remembered that this was 
campaign year, Naturally the ad- 
hérents of both parties require 
decorations and flags about their com- 
mittee-rooms and headquarters, not to speak 
of the colors they want entwined about the 
paraphernalia of marching clubs. Every city, 
town, village, and hamlet in the country must 
have bunting and flags. Then the two great- 
est cities of the new world were going to 
break out all over their surfaces in brilliant 
colors in honor of the continent’s discoverer. 
The men who saw this began quietly to buy 
bunting. They bought anywhere and every- 
where they could and any quantity. And 
they’ve bought the market bare, the trade de- 
clares, and the rumor of a corner in flags and 
bunting has grown stronger every day tor 
weeks. 

C. J. Roberts of Roberts Bros., flag manu- 
facturers, Chicago, made a frank admission 
to a reporter yesterday. I haven't cornered 
the market.“ said he, but I’ve got some 
bunting. I've been picking it up for months. 
My buyers were hustling in Minneapolis, and 
St. Louis, and St. Paul, and Milwaukee, and 
elsewhere in the Northwest weeks ago, while 
1 was telegraphing and writing jobbers and 
manufacturers in the East. I’ve bought all I 
can find and am readyto buy plenty more if 
I knew where to get it. Have you any!“ 

Mr.. Roberts said he saw how things would 
be as far back as last May. His stock was 
now a pretty good one, but he could sell 
every bit of it in a day if he wanted. 


He Can’t Buy at $6. 


%, paid 33 per cent advance for the last lot 
and had it shipped by express, he said. 
„I've offered $6 a roll for it since and can’t 
get 1. Bunting will go a good deal higher, 
too. 

Mr. Roberts says if his concern had 1,000 
flags to spare they could be sold in a jiffy. 
The trade talks about a corner in flags, he 
continued. They are scarce and going to 
be. Ordinarily there would be a stock to 
draw on for the Columbus celebrations. It 
takes time to make good flags, and hew much 
time is there to turn out the hundreds of thou- 
sands that will be needed, even if bunting 
were plentiful? Flags will be a good deal 
higher.“ , 

Mr. Roberts showed the reporter a New 
York flag manufacturer’s price-list dated 
Sept. 25. Aug. 26 a threefoot flag was 
quoted at 65 cents. Today the manufacturer 


4 asks 95 cents for it. Every size of flag on the 


list had been advanced proportionately up to 
the monster forty-foot banner, which was 
quoted $10 dearer. 

“ An advance of 50 per cent is probable be- 
fore the demand for decorations begins in this 
city,” continued Mr. Roberta. It wouldn't 
be surprising if flags are selling 100 per cent

Cook & Bro. said that they believed the con- 
tract would be completed on time. But we 
won't deny that we will have to hustle, they 
said. 

CAPTURED A CONFEDERATE FLAG, 


George Levings, an Illinois Ex-Cavaliry- 
man, Did It Last Monday, 

Wasuinetonr, D. C., Sep 24.—| Special. ]— 
The last Confederate flag captured was taken 
by George W. Levings of Company I, Elev- 
enth Illinois Cavalry, at Orange Court-House, 
Va., last Monday evening. The special train 
bearing Grand Army Post No. 1 of Rockford, 
III., was approaching the depot slowly and 
met with a warm reception from the citizens. 
The veterans were cheered by a large crowd 
and greeted with the Stars and Stripes waved 
by several children. 

As the engine stopped for water before 
reaching the depot two women appeared in 
the window of a house near by and unfurled 
two flags displaying bars and stars of the Con- 
federacy. The sight was more maddening 
than a red rag flung at a bull to the boys in 
blue. Levings is not as young as he was twenty- 
seven years ago, his beard falls nearly to his 
belt, and his legs are not as spry, but he 
. from the car like a kitten. Running 
over to the house he stepped up to the window 
and reached for the untimely emblem.

DAIRY FARMING IN GUATEMALA. 


High Prices for All Products—American 
Exports to Santa Catharina. 

Wasmxdrox, D. C., Sept. 24.— The Bureau 
of the American Republics has recently re- 
ceived an extract from a report made to the 
home government by the British Consul at 
Guatemala in which attention is.called to the 
excellent field open to the dairy farmer in 
that republic. He says that inferior butter is 
now sold there at $1 a pound and that there is 
any quantity of land to be purchased at mod- 
erate prices in the neighborhood of the large 
cities well adapted to stock-rearing and 
dairy produce. Considera>le profit might 
be realized in swine-breeding, the 
present market price of lard being 40 cents a 
pound; A statement has just been received 
from the United States Consul at Montevideo, 
showing that the declared value of articles ex- 
ported from the Consular District of Monte- 
video tothe United States during the year 
ended June 30, 1892, was $2,428,551. The bu- 
reau 18 informed that the official value of the 
merchandise imported into Santa Catharina, 
Brazil, direct from foreign countries, during 
the year 1891, amounted to $511,501, of which 
$43,940 came from the United States, $232,990 
from Germany, $171,570 from Great Britain, 
and the balance from other countries. 


RODE INTO TOWN AND ROBBED THE BANK. 


Ten Thousand Dollars Secured and Two 
Men Wounded in a Mining Town. 

Tacoma, Wash., Sept. 24,—[Special.]— 
Three men this afternoon rode into the coal 
mining town of Roslyn in the Cascade Mount- 
ains, where the fatal mine explosion occurred 
last summer, entered Ben Snipe’s bank, and 
while two covered the cashier, bookkeeper 
and two customers with revulvers, the third 
emptied the safe of $10,000 which, was placed 
ina sack.

GRINDING OUT NEW VOTERS, 


Judge Baker Follows Judge Hutchinson’s 

Example—Residences Not Asked For. 
Judges Kettelle, Baker, and Hawes issued 
naturalization papers to a large number of 
new citizens in the County Building last night. 
The corridors were crowded with applicants 
for final papers and their witnesses and it was 
with difficulty that a semblance of order was 
maintained. Among other questions Judge 
Kettelle asked each man where he lived. 
Judge Hawes asked the same question. Judge 
Baker did not ask that question. A representa- 
tive of the Republican Naturalization commit- 
tee requested Judge Baker to ask: both appli- 
cants and witnesses where they lived, but the 
Judge refused. Healso refused to allow the 
stenographer to learn from the papers where 
applicants and witnesses lived. 

Judge Kettelle was a spectator during the 
examinations made by Judge Hawes. He 
said to a reporter for Tue Tunux that he 
had thrown out every case that did nut come 
up to the requirements of the law and that so 
far as he was concerned he wanted everything 
to be proper and correct. Asked what he 
thought of the refusal of Judge Baker to ask 
the residence of applicants witnesses; also 
of his refusal to allow the stenographers to 
take down their place of residence, he said: 

As a matter of law they are not required 
to give their residence, but as a matter of 
courtesy I ask the question, If the witness is 
an honest man he would not refuse to give it. 
There is no harm of making a record of ev- 
erything. want everything straight, and 
have asked each witness tonight where he 
lives. Still that is a matter for the Judges to 
decide for themselves, and I only speak for 
myself.“ 

3 udge Hawes was asked what he thought of 
the refusal of Judge Baker to ask applicauts 
and witnesses where they lived. He replied 
that he thought the question was eminently 
proper and eould see no reason for refusal to 
put such a question. Ina great city like this 
not only the place of residence, but every- 
thing else to establish the fact that the men 
were honest in their intentions to become 
citizens should he brought out by questions 
from the Judges. The whole th.ng, though, 
appeared to him a farce, and he did not think 
Judges who were candidates should be re- 
quired to examine and pass upon the question 
of naturalization. The proper tribunal was 
the United States Courts, where the Judges 
are non-partisan; or there should be a court 
especially for such a matter, and the Judge 
should not be elective. 

Toward the end Judge Baker rushed hi 
cases through with amazing rapidity. 

After Judge Baker adjourned his court he 
was asked why he had refused to allow the 
place of residence to be made known. He 
1 that he had too many other questions 
to ask, 

One of the deputy clerks of the Criminal 
Court refused to take several Republican tick- 
ets, requesting the issue of final naturalization 
papers, notwithstanding the fees had been de- 
posited with the Chief Clerk in the afternoon.

Close Watch Must Be Kept for Fraudulent 
' Registrations in Lodging-House Dis- 
tricts—Democratic Central Committee 
Asks That Spring Be Taken Off the 
Ticket—Scheme to Keep Bogus Names 
on the Poll Lists—“The Herald's Ob- 
jection to Altgeld—Political News. 
During the last week the local leaders on 
both sides of the political dividing line have 
been busying themselves preparing for the 
campaign which is to be decided Nov, 8. 
The battle is now on. It will be waged vigor- 
ously until the close of the polls. Both sides 
claim to be confident. But each feels that it 
will take hard work and earnest work to 
win, The majorities one way or another 
in this county will not be large. Much 
depends, however, on the preliminary 
work, on the naturalizatior., and 
the registration. The Democrats are likely to 
have somewhat the best of it on the naturali- 
zation. They have a wider fleid to draw from. 
The Bohemians, Poles, and Italians who are 
being naturalized will nearly all vote the 
Democratic ticket. Three-fourths of the new- 
ly naturalized Irish will do thesame. Per- 
haps the Democrats will have slightly the 
best of it among the new German voters. 
But nearly all the Scandinavians, Canadi- 
ans, and more than 60 percent ofthe new 
Seotch and English voters will vote the Re- 
publican ticket. It is estimated that 12,000 
persons will get final papers in Cook County 
this fall. Of these about 7,000 will vote the 
Democratic ticket and 5,000 the Republican 


ticket.

“HERALD’S” OBJECTIONS TO ALTGELD 


Charges Scheming and Treachery—Wor- 
ship of the Anti-Machine Ticket, 

The leading editorial of the Chicago Herald 
Sunday, April 24, 1892, was as follows: 

One reason why Ju Altgeld should not 
be the Democratic idate for Governor is 
the fact, which, in the opinion of the Herald, 
undoubtedly exists, that he could not possibly 
secure the hearty and united support of the 
Democratic party in Chic and Cook 
County. His nomination would almost cer- 
tainly meau Democratic defeat in this county 
and therefore probable defeat in the State. 

The part which he piayed in the memorable 
municipal contest of 1889, when: he circulated 
and advocated the election of a German know- 
nothing ticket in opposition to tne regular 
Democratic ticket, is vividly remembered by 
thousands of Democrats who were crushingly 
disappointed in that campaign at the defeat 
of Michael J. Bransfield, the party nominee 
for City Clerk. The suecess of Branstield’s 
Republican opponent, Franz Amberg, has 
been repeatedly charged by many Democrats 
to the account of Judge Altgeld, and it re- 
mains to this day an unsettled score. 

In the campaign of that year for city offices 
the Democratic candidates nominated at the 
Turner Hall convention were Cregier for May- 
or. Roesing for Treasurer, Bransfield for 
Clerk, and Sugg for Attorney. The Repub- 
lican ticket, nominated at Central Music Hall 
was com posed of Roche for Mayor, Raymond 
for Treasurer, Brentano for Attorney, and 
Amberg for Clerk. It is charged that Roche 
was the tool of the Republican machine and 
that the machine was controlled by George B. 
Swift and George R. Davis. 

The “ Anti-Machine Ticket,” 


John P. Altgeld was then Judge of the Su- 
perior Court. He and others in sympathy 
with his pur prepared a ticket which they 
denominated an anti-machine ticket. They 
had thousands of these tickets printed and 
they employed an army of clerks to fold them 
and to mail one to every voter in the city. It 
has been estimated that the cost of printing 
and mailing these tickets was not less than 


The auti- machine“ tickets thus circflated 
by Judge Altgeid, or by his direction, bore 
the names of Cregier for Mayor, Roesing for 
Treasurer, Brentano for Attorney, and Am- 
berg for Clerk—two Democrats and two Ro- 
publicans, Sugg, the Democratic nominee for 
City Attorney, resided on the North Side, and 
this fact suggested the necessity for adroit 
manipulation by Altgeld and his co-workers 
in their betrayal of the Democratic party. 

In the “ anti-machine” tickets sent to the 
Twentieth, ‘Twenty-first, T'wenty-second, 
Twenty-third, ana Twenty-fourth Wards— 
there were then but twenty-four wards in the 
city—the name of Sugg was substituted for 
that of Brentano for City Attorney. Brans 
field was the only candidate nominated by the 
Democratic convention whose name was not 
— on the anti-machine ticket in any 
ward. 

The result of the election is well known. 
Cregier was elected by 12,000 majority. 
Roesing and Sugg were also successful, the 
latter winning by only 100 majority. Had his 
name not been on the “‘anti-machine ” tickets 
which were sent to the North Side wards he 
would have been defeated. Amberg was elect- 
ed over Bransfield, The latter’s defeat was 
undoubtedly caused by the circulation of the 
** anti-machine ”’ tickets. 

The Only Democrat Left. 


Branstield, the only Democrat who failed 
of election, had been regarded as the rep- 
resentative on the ticket of the Irish- 
American Democrats, just as Roesing and 
Sugg were understood to represent the 
German-American element of the party. 
His defeat, under the circumstances, was 
naturally resented by all true Democrats, 
for he was recognized as a capable and 
worthy man whose Democracy was above 
question. N 

The issue of race and religion have no 
proper place in politids. When they are 
introduced they invariably demoralize and 
often destroy a political party. The Tr. 
ocratic organization in Chicago and Cook 
County is today suffering from the evil 
effects of the race question which was 80 
unwisely precipitated by Judge Altgeld in the 
campaign of 1889, 

The Irish Democrats in. Chicago, although 
devoted members of the party, cannot forget 
Bransfield’s defeat and the man who contrib- 
uted most largely to it. The German Demo- 
crats themselves did not then and do not now, 
to any appreciable exteat, sympathize with 
the movement, making an invidious discrim- 
ination among Democrats, which was headed 
by Judge Altgeld. 

The man who is to be the Democratic can- 
didate for Governor this year should have the 
unanimous support of his 18 in Coon 
County. This is something which Judge 4“, 
geld cannot hope to secure. His assured fail- 
ure in this respect is another objection which 
the Herald makes to his nomination.

Joseph Brucker Tells the Germans Why

HUGH O'DONNELL MUST STAY IN JAIL. 


Judge Porter Decides His Offense Is Not 
Bailable—Men Are Encouraged. 

Pirrssurc, Sept. 24.—In the Criminal 
Court this morning Judge Porter handed 
down a decision in the application of Hugh 
O'Donnell, the Homestead strike leader, 
charged with complicity in the murder of J. 
W. Kline, the guard. The application was re- 
fused and O'Donnell must remain in jail 
until his trial. In his opinion 
Judge Porter held that the evidence 
against the defendant was too direct, and 
therefore he could not allow bail. All this 
testimony, said he, is liable to be contra- 
dicted, explained, or impeached on a trial, 
but in this, as in all preliminary hearings, we 
must accept the testimony offered by the 
committee as true, It indicates that the 
killmg in question was done in a riot 
by a body of men who had a common under- 
standing or agreement that they should re- 
sist all who opposed them to the extent of 
taking life, if necessary, to accomplish their 
purpose; that the ‘defendant was a party to 
this combination, and that he was present 
upon the ground with full knowledge of the 
proceedings of the rioters and giving them en- 
couragement. The decision was a surprise 
to the strikers. 

Henry George, an employé of the Home- 
stead mills, has been missing since Wednes- 
day last. He had not been well for some 
days, and it is thought he was delirious when 
he went on board the Tide that evening to 
come to Pittsburg. His family lives m A“ 
leghany and is searching for a trace ot him. 

New York, Sept. 24.—[Special.]—In refer- 
ence to the warrants which are said to nkve 
been issued at Pittsburg, Pa., Robert Pinker- 
ton, Superintendent of the agency in this 
city, said: I do not know whether there are 
any warrants awaiting us in Pittsburg or not. 
If there are any we will meet them at the 
proper time. We are not trying to evade or 
dodge them, and are as willing to have our ac- 
tion in the Homestead matter investigated as 
any of the residents of that place can be to do 
the investigating. Nothing will be done, how- 
ever, until my brother William, who is now in 
Europe, returns.“ 

Homesteap, Pa., Sept, 24.—The locked- 
out men today received their first benefits 
from the Amalgamated Association. Nearly 
$10,000 was sent to Homestead to be paid to 
the men, and it is stated that fully one-half of 
this amount was given to members 
of the mechanical departments who struck 
out of sympathy with the locked-out men. 
It is really surprising how confident 
in victory the men are growing. While this 
is pay day for the amalgamated members it 
is also pay day at the mill, and about $60,000 
is being distributed among the non-union- 
ists. This is within $20,000 of the amount 
paid before when the mill was run- 
ning in full. There are no more 
desertions reported, and several skilled steel 
workers have cotne in. Adjutant-General 
Greenland, after a conference with Gen. 
Wiley, who is in command of the troops at 
Homestead, decided today that it would be 
unwise to remove all the military at this time. 
The Sixteenth Regiment will remain on duty 
as long as there is any danger. 

Czpar Raptps, Ia., Sept, 24.—[{Special. ]— 
Chief Ramsey says he has not slightest 
doubt but the telegraphers will win their 
strike. New men who have taken the places 
of strikers continue to go out. Financial aid 
for the strikers is coming from all over the 
country. If either the Rock Island or Mil-

those lines will also be called out, The 
operators announce themselves ready to sub- 
mit the troubles to a board of arbitration. A 
committee of trainmen had a consultation 
with Grand Chief Ramsey today. The im- 
pression seems to be gaini ground that 
other railway organizations will lend aid if 
the situation should demand it.

Stone Testify—The Latter Insists Politics 
Has No Place in the Case and Believes 
McDonald Is Cornered at Last—“Lucky” 
Baldwin Speaks of Garfield Park, 

Michael C. MoDonald is etill a free man, 
but the prospects are not in his favor, as the 
grand jury is after him in all earnestness, and 
Monday will vote upon the question of return. 
ing an indictment im tne Justice Woodman 
matter. It is the general opinion that a true 
bill will be found for attempted bribery, This 
calls for no greater penalty than a fine, while 
there is a chance that a bill may be returned 
under another section of the statute, which 
provides alike for a fine and impris- 
onment. McDonald was posted as to what 
was transpiring on the North Side. and he had 
bondsmen within easy call until he learned 
shortly after noon that the grand jurors had 
postponed further inquiry into his case until 
Monday. 

There was quite a gathering around the 
grand jury room early in the morning. but it 
was not there in anticipation of the indict. 
ment of McDonald. The persons present 
were detectives, policemen, and complain. 
ants in jail cases. 

Kohlsaat the First Witness. 

Editor H. H. Kohlsaat was the first witness 
called. He told of a visit that he had from 
Melville E. Stone, the ex-editor, but now Pres. 
ident of the Globe National Bank. After 
Woodman went to Badenoch with his story 
the latter confided it to Mr. Stone. Mr, 
Stone told him that all the papers in the city 
should publish the details of what he believed 
to be an attempt to bribea city official with. 
out regard to politics. Later Woodman 
called on che witness and told the story. Mr. 
Kohlsaat said he suggested the advisability of 
the money being returned in open court—g 
course which Woodman su uently pursued, 
Mr. Kohlsaat declared that politics had noth- 
ing to do with the case. If he had believed 
politics cut any figure in it. he said he would 
have publis the facts in his own paper ex- 
clusively. 

John J. Badenoch, Chairman of the Repubii- 
can County Central committee, was the next 
witnesss His story was substantially to the 
same effect as that which appeared in his in- 
terview in Tus TRrpuns. 

Melville E. Stone was in fhe grand jury 
room quite a long time. He told all he knew, 
which was corroborative of the story already 
told by Mr. Badenoch. Mr. Stone, who is 
known as one of Mr, Cleveland’s strongest 
supporters, told the grand jury that 
he did not believe there was any ex- 
cuse for dragging politics into the 
charges which were under investigation. 

Thinks Mike Is Cornered, 
— he left the grand jury room Mr. Stone 
said: 

J can’t see where the cry about politics 
comes in. The fact is, I think they have 
Mike cornered, and he is trying to get out on 
another issue. 

Arthur Jacobs, who was visiting at Justice 
Woodman’s house on one of the nights when 
McDonald ealied there, and two police officers 
who were on guard on West Fifteenth street 
were excused until Monday, and the inquiry 
was abandoned for the day without a vote 
being taken as to whether or not a bill should 
be returned. 

State’s-Attorney Longenecker said yester- 
day that the McDonald inquiry was taken up 
by the grand jury of its own volition. He 
said: It was done without consulting any 
one in this office. I do not wish to be under 
stood as censuring the grand jury. It can do 
what it desires without consulting. me. I 
maintained that the grand jury should have 
waited until the case against McDonald was 
decided in the Justice court, The steps that 
were taken, it seems to me, put the prose cu- 
tion i a peculiar and unfair position.” ! 

-'Woodman Resting Undisturbed. a 

Justice Woodman was about the grand jury 
rooms in the morning. watching the course of 
the inquiry. He said he bore Mr. Trude no 
malice, and that it was an ea3y matter for a 
lawyer to abuse a man who could not 
strike back. He was paying no atten- 
tion to rumors flymg about cer- 
tain rties would endeavor to secure his

W. D. Wightman, Treasurer of the Garfield

BUFFALO, N. I., Sept. 24 —One of the larg- 
est political meetings ever heia in this city 
was the reception at Music Hall tonight. 
Senator Hill, Lieut.-Gov. Sheehan and John 
Temple Graves of Georgia reached this city 
at 5:10 p.m. They dined and received callers 
at the Iroquois Hotel. At 8 p. m. they were es- 
corted from the hotel to the hall by the Cleve- 
land Democracy. State Committeeman Shey 
called the meeting to order and D. N. Lock- 
wood was Permanent Chairman. Mr. Lock- 
wood dwelt briefly on the issues of the cam- 
paign and roundly denouticed the force bill 
and the McKinley tariff. He then introduced 
the principal speaker of the evening. Senator 
Hill said in part: 

Iam here tonight in the promotion of Demo- 
cratic principles and advocate the election of 
Grover Cleveland and Adlai E. Stevenson. No 
apology or explanation is needed for my course. 

or over ten years it has been my custom at, each 
annual election to appear before my fellow-citi- 
zens and contribute my share towards the dis- 
cussion of the political questions of the 
hour. You did not believe that this 
campa would prove an exception to the usual 
rule and you are not disappointed. Among hon- 
orable men the discharge of political duty out- 
weighs all minor considerations ; and in this crisis 
our country's history and in this great emergency 
our party affairs, individual disappointments, or 
even alleged personal injustice, should be sub- 
ordinated in the faithful performance of political 
obligations, not as a mere matter of expediency, 
but from a higher sense of duty. 

Permit me to suggest that we have all of us 
now a mission to fulfill. Petty jealousies must 
be dismissed, regular organiza must be re- 

1 party discipline must be enforced, dis- 
sensions must be healed, and apathy must give 
way to enthusiasm in order that the grand party 
to which we are proud to belong may triumph in 
right principles and work out the destiny which 
is su to await it. The control of this govern- 
ment for many years to come by one or the other 
of two great political parties is the prize at haz- 
ard in the pending contest which other con- 
siderations should sink into insignificance.

The Republican position is that the 
government should use its power of taxation to 
build up private industries . & placing 
tariff ra 80 h that ey will 
absolutely prohibit ore importations 
or pees any serious competition with any such 
industries. he Republicans believe that the 
question of revenue should be a minor considera- 
tion in the forming of a tariff bill and the foster- 
ing of some industries should be the primary one. 

am will to concede that the first or imme- 
diate effect of a high tariff upon a new industry 
is usually to increase prices and stimulate busi- 
ness; but this effect is generally followed by un- 
due competition occasioned by the success inci- 
dent to the favoritism shown; then overproduc: 
tion results, then a stagnation in business en- 
sues, and the end there come a reduc- 
tion of wages, a fail in_ prices, and 
bankruptcy to many industries. This is a faith- 
ful picture of the evils of protection drawn from 
the business history of this country for over 
— years. Stimulants to business through 
tariff favoritism are as unsatisfactory as the con- 
tinued and inordinate indulgence of intoxicating 
liquors by men. The first effect is pleasant 
enough but the inevitable result is disastrous 


failure and utter ruin. 


Why should the government, by the use or 
abuse of the ee pow, of the government, at- 
ild up industries where private enter- 
prise and P ivate capital are not willing to accept 
the risk? I do not believe our American manufac- 
turers require the protection which the Republican 
party seems to be so anxious to thrust upon them, 
especially if they were provided with free raw 
materials as the ocratic party proposes to do. 
We're underselling foreign manufactur- 
ers in most of the world, and if we can compete 
with them abroad, especially in their own 
markets, there would seem to be no real neces- 
sity of taxing our people longer in order to 
enable our own manufacturers to compete with 
foreign ones at our door. All that America needs 
is a free fleld and a fair fight in the race of life 
and it will prove it in nearly every department of

His Opinion of the Force Bill.

Every man at this season of a Presidential cam- 
paign begins to criticise himself, to look retro- 
spectively upon himself, and find out if he can 
What. are. as an American citizen, his functions 
and duties. We are a people of the people, for 
the people and by the people.

with it. He said that Bachinsky was a “ sus- 
picious case,“ possibly that he had cholera, 
and refused to take him to his hospital or to 
remove him anywhere else. He gave the man 
| several hypodermic injections of morphine to 
quiet his pain and left him with the cold side- 
walk fora bed, with his head resting in the 
crushed-in crown of hia brown derby hat. 

In the meantime the unfurtunate Bachin- 
sky, quieted by the morphine, lay gritting his 
teeth, moan glaring up at the “L” 
road-bed over his head. Crowds of pleasure- 
seekers were pouri into the Bowery from 
all directions, and in a short time a great 
throng of gurious people were surging about 
the prostrate man, movi here and there 
nearly trampling u = bho, The word 
„ cholera had from mouth to mouth 
as if by magic. 

After a delay of two hours the Health 
Board’s ambulance appeared and carried the 
man away. It was reported that a reason for 
the delay in the appearance of the Board of 
Health ambulance on the scene was the fact 
that it had been called to attend the case of 
another suspect at No. 332 First avenue. 


CUNARDER’S NEW OCEAN FLYERS’ 


Campania to Go inte Commission Soon— 
Adopted the American Idea. 

New Yorx, Sept. 24.—[Special. ]—Advices 
received at the offices of the Cunard Steam- 
ship company state that the new steamer 
Campania will be ready to go into commission 
in a few weeks, It was launched by the Fair- 
field Ship-Building company at Govan several 
weeks ago, and wili make the trial 
trip in a few days. The Cunard company 
expects the Campania to be one of the 
speediest vessels afloat. It has unusually 
powerful triple-expansion engines of 9,000 
horse-power—greater for its dimensions than 
the swiftest of new American cruisers. The 
steamer is of 12,500 tons displacement, 620 
feet long, with 65 feet 3 inches beam and 48 
feet depth of hold. The stem is perfect- 
ly straight and the stern is elliptical. 
with poop and foretop gallant forecast le., also 
close bulwarks fore and aft. Above the upper 
deck are two tiers of deck-houses, which in 
turn are surmounted by the shade and prom- 
enade decks. The latter are wide and roomy. 
The saloon and cabins will be the most hand- 
somely-furnished of any of the Cunard 
boats. The Campania will belong to 
the Royal naval reserve, and it has been 
fitted to serve as a swift cruiser in times of 
war. The vessel’s boilers are arranged in two 
groups, with a smoke-stack for each. The 
smoke-stacks are enormous affairs, nineteen 
feet in diameter and of steel two inches 
in thickness. The vessel is built 
upon the American idea, as advanced 
in the Dolphin, pe Yorktown, 
and Cincinnati; of a large vessel taking the 
outlines of the smaller classes, the speed 
thereby being increased without the cumber- 
some proportions of the huge English steam- 
ships. The Campania is expected to steam 
twenty-one or twenty-two knots an hour, and 
to have a sustained speed of twenty-one knots 
an hour.

Lavish Dinners at Newport and a Prince 
at New London.

They may not have the same 
solid results to show as an Englishman bas 
when he purchases.a porcelain, a picture, or a 
horse, but they part with their money for their 
own comfort and enjoyment and for th of 
their friende. It is true that in giving an en- 
tertainment they expend large sums upon 
matters of detail, but by so doing not only do 
they improve and amend the national taste, 
but they make feasts and banquets occasi 
for refined and cultivated enjoyment rather 
than for gluttony and excess, ; 

In the great world of London no originality 
whatever appears. The men are all fashioned 
upon one model, a very presentable and well- 
bred one, it is true, but at the same time 
slightly monotonous. Ihe cut of their clothes 
is identical, the color and pattern of their 
neckties extremely similar, and the stays, 
which are universally worn by men who have 
passed their first youth, produce always the 
same stiff, unbending carri and unnatural 
breadth and height of shoulders.

Steerage passengers from the cholera in- 
fected steamship Moravia have arrived and 
are domiciled in Chicago.

Madeliene Masck and L. Cech, at No. 611 West 
Twentieth street; Gustave Schmidt, at No. 85 
Plymouth place; and Anton Lililerbach, at 
No. 43 Heine street, and Christina Lund 
at No. 625 Fulton street. The last named 
came by the Wabash road with forty-one 
others. Several were from the plague-strick- 
en steamer Rugia: The rest had landed at 
Montreal and Quebec. None of the Rugia’s 

ngers remained in the city. Cech, 
hmidt, and Madeliene Masck arrived on an 
immigrant train containing sixty pas- 
sengers on the Grand Trunk yesterday morn- 
ing. Twenty-three of the number were 
from the Moravia. All of the ngers 
from that ship and the Rugia had been in 
quarantine twenty-three days. They were 
provided with bills of health and certificates 
of disinfection. Except the immigrants 
named the party was ticketed to various 
places in Kansas, Nebraska, and other West- 
ern States,

WHISKY TRUST TIPS. 


SOME POINTS FROM A WRITER 
WHO HAS SEEN FIGURES. 


Lucky He Who Does Not Reap the 
Harvest That Signs Indicate Will Be 
the Outgrowth—Some News About the 
Edison Electric That Shows Trouble in 
the Capitalistic Family, Also a Steady 
Rise in the Stock—Efforts to Spurt Chi- 
cago Gas That Have Fizzled. 

New Yorx, Sept. 24.—| Special.] Many in- 
dications have appeared this week showing an 
inclination upon the part of Chicago interests 
to get into the stock market again. For a 
long while Chicago has been holding aloof. 
Such operations as have been made on the ac- 
count of Chicago generally fell upon the 
short line. Every once in a while bulle- 
tins would pop out quoting F. D. Ar- 
mour as bullish, promising cheerful things 
for his St. Paul company; but far the 
most part Armour has been a soloist. In half 
a dozen quarters, however, the Chicago finger 
has been caught insinuating itself into the 
Wall street pie. A new dealin whisky trust 
is credited with having comforted two or 
three live Chicago traders, including Nels 
Morris. Chicago has been bullish on whis- 
ky trust, having had an opportunity to see 
het the trust has been doing, while New 
York speculators at à longer range from 
the distillery districts have been 
loaded up. newly organized 

lis credited with having lots of strong 

nauciers in it. D. O. Mills’ name is men- 

tioned as among the interested ones, with 
Stock Exchange firms like Work, Strong & 
Co. and Moore & Schley ready to come to the 
front. With such men adroit manipulation 
would be amply provided, and something in 
the way of forcing up quotations ought to be 
accomplished, in view of almost unlimited 
capital at the pool’s disposal. 

t is hard, however, to beat facts. The 
whisky trust is not making net money. 
lt is not earning dividends, It is going back- 
wards and downwards. But this is a little 
thing when a pool begins operations, and if 
the present plans are adhered to this is no 
reason why quotations should not be pulled up 
10 or 12 points without entailing much exertion. 
Snags will come after the quotations are up. 
Then, of course, it is to be hoped that the in- 
fluential insider will be safely out of his hold- 
ings and the everlasting lamb loaded down. 
I have referred in two or three of my recent 
dispatches to this whisky trust scheme. Now, 
I don’t like to be suspected of having a desire 
todo damage to anybody else’s property in- 
terests, dut in view of figures which 
I have been permitted to see the 
game which is now starting strikes me as 
about the coolest piece of financial bravado 
that has ever strutted through Wall street. 
Men who have margins and are not too fond 
of them are likely to have a chance to make 
money by buying this stuff now, but they will 
be nimbleif they do not find themselves with 
a jag of stock whose figures will not be alto- 
gether fair to look upon, 

How the Industrials Fare. 


All the industrials have been strong this 
week, whisky trust having been the liveliest. 
The dullest has been sugar refineries stock, 
which after dropping half a dozen points 
hangs restlessly around, tempting a continual 
increase in the already big short interest in 
it. The street some time ago jumped to the 
ecnelusion that sugar trust people were un- 
loading, and that they would be glad to get out 
of their holdings from 105 to 115, betweea which 
figures transactions in the stuff were exceed- 
ingly lively. Thus a good-sized short intereat 
was created and the slump which followed 
served chiefly to encourage the bear con- 
tingent and to increase short contracts. Every 
little trader in the street has had a longing to 
get rich on the short side of sugar ever since 
Henry Allen, a fortnight or so ago, dumped 
his 17,000 shares on the market one after an- 
other, smashing 10 prints off the quotations. 
Edison Genera! Electric stock has been rather 
more conspicuous than sugar this week. 
Its friends are talking 200 for it. 
Mr. Villard says he is out of it. There are 
suggestions every now and then that Thomas 
A. Edison is out also. 

One ambition of the energetic persons back 
of the General Electric company has just gone 
to pot. Adelegation of three or four influ- 
ential representatives of the big electric trust 
syndicate went abroad some time ago to try 
to capture encroaching German elec- 
tricians, more especially Siemens of 
Berlin, It has deen a matter of 

uiet talk in Wall street for some time past 

at Dr. Siemens was getting ready to come 
over here with continental capital at his 
back. He claims a lot of pateuts of more or 
less consequence and there have even been 
intimations that he might induce his old 
friend, Henry Villard, to come into the enter- 
prise, Mr. Villard parting company with his 
quondam Edison colleagues. Hence this 
visiting delegation from the United States had 
a mission of a good dea! of importance to 
their trust interests. They esired to 
gobble up everything of consequence that 
Siemens had and thus head off rivalry here. 
The delegates carried power, it is said, to 
offer to the foreigners an opportunity to come 
in here on the Edison ground floor. The 
scheme has fizzled. Siemens will not have it. 
The missionaries have got home this week 
and have nothing to show for their journey 
outside of a well-fattened expense account. 


Trouble in the Edison Crowd. 


It is probable that electric watters will 
loom up into a good deal of consequence be- 
fore long. Wall street is entertained on that 
score with a report to the effect that some- 
thing of a rather well developed family row 
has broken out on theinside of the Edison 
electric trust combine. It 1s said that there is 
wickedness among the unsophisticated Yan- 
kees who were let into the big combination 
deai because of their interest in the Thom- 
son-Houston company, which was consolidated 
with the Edison. According to this entertaining 
Wall street tale, Mr. Coffin and his cumpatri- 
ots from up in the shocmaking town of Lynn 
have been toying in an altogether unexpected:

Prevailing Winds Drive the Soot Into the 
Offices and Hotel Rooms—Testing Loco-

Engineer White reported that 
the latter found more fault with the Wisconsin 
Central engines as to their smoking habits 
than he did. The Northwestern has claimed 
that the engines of that road are less offensive 
sinokers than any others in town. 

Much of the locomotive smoke is caused by 
the flagrant carelessness of firemen and 
engineers. The Smoke Prevention Society 
recently sued the Alton. The engineer and 
fireman involved called at the society’s rooms 
and claimed that although the locomotive was 
equipped with, the device, the latter failed to 
work effectually when a heavy train was 
hauled, as was the case on the day of the offense.

A LOST ART REDISCOVERED, 


A French-Canadian Blacksmith Tempers 
Copper to the Hardness of Steel.

Qn, Sept. 18.—[New York Sun. — Some 


time ago it was briefly mentioned in 1 dis- 
patch to the Sun that a poor French-Canadian 


. blacksmith named Ferdinand Allard of Levis, 


opposite Quebec, claimed to have discovered 
the secret of the lost art of hardeningcopper 80 
that edged tools of that metal would equal the 
best steel and copper plate would turn any ball. 
The announcemen! of the discovery, though 
involving results of the greatest economic 
importance, attracted, as often happens in such 
cases, little or no local notice, but outside of 
his own zountry Allard’s invention promises 
to be eagerly seized upon. It was brought to 
the attention of Maj.-Gen. Herbert, the 
commander of the Canadian militia, and the 
cutting tools made by Allard were submitted 
to his inspection and to that of engineers 
named by him. All of the examiners ex- 
pressed their surprise at the wonderful 
and hardness that had been attained. It was 
at the General’s me made with an eye 
to the possibility of the discovery’s being util- 
ized for the armoring of British war vessels, 
that the inventor prepared a sheet of his hard- 
ened copper, 1% of a line in thickness, to be 
tested under the direction of the Lords of the 
Admiralty. Private reports from ory 
state that the experiments in the royal dock- 
yards have proved eminently successful, 
though nothing official upon the subject has 
— communicated to Allard, At a pre- 
imiuary trial of similar sheets at the Canadian 
rifle ranges, the builet, fired from a distaace 
of forty yards, was shattered into a thousand 
fragments by its first impact with the hard- 
ened copper. On the second trial, the missile, 
striking the plate more fairly, was completely 
flattened, but remained imbedded in the plate, 
which it merely dented slightly. without crack- 
ing it in any way. Allard’s friends declare 
that all the tests so far made have proved 
most satisfactory, and that the inventor, 
among other things, has made by his process 
a copper razor equal in edue and temper to 
the best article of the famous Rodgers manu- 
facture. 

The story of how Allard came to rediscover 
the art, which was known tothe ancients and 
especially to the old pyramid-builders of 
Egypt, reads like a romance. Thirty-three 

ears ago, when working at his trade in the 

nited States, he heard a comrade in the same 
shop say that the man who could reaisco 
the lost secret of tempering co 
make a fortune. Everafterward this saying 
haunted his mind, and for over thirty years he 
sought the secretin vain. He made thousands 
of 125 which ended only in failure 
and disappointment. A hundred times he 
vowed if the next trial failed he would 
abaudon the search, which was wasting his 
limited means and proving seemingly a verita- 
ble will-o’-the-wisp for him. At last he fully 
decided to make one more trial, and if that 
failed to give the whole thing up forever. A 
new combination had occurred to his mind, 
and success crowned his efforts,

DARTMOUTH’S TEAM IS WEAK, 


Only a Few Men in the Team Able to 
Keep Up Football Honors. 

HANOVER N. H., Sept. 24.— [Special. I— The fall 
term of Dartmouth College opened about a week 
ago with a smaller freshman class than usual. 
The ‘consequence is that the number of 
entering football men is small and 
the outlook for the season is not as 
bright as could be wished.

His Horse Fell in a Race at Latonia— 
Regan Injured, but Not Seriously. 

Crxctnnati, O., Sept. 24.—| Special. Today's 
sport was marred by an accident in the opening 
dash, resulting in two jockeys being badly in- 
jured.

LORILLARD’S GREAT COLT EASILY 
DEFEATS KINGSTON, 
: 


The Second Special Comes to Be a Match 
Between Them, and Both Plungers 
Flooded the Ring with Money on Their 
Horses—Mike Dwyer’s Mistake Was Cost- 
ly—Eagle Bird, Transit, Ajax, Tom Rog- 
ers, and Cynosure Were the Other 
Gravesend Race Winners, 

New Yor«, Sept. 24.—[(Special.]—The sec- 
ond Special at Gravesend was resolved 
into a match between Mike Dwyer’s old horse 
Kingston and Pierre Lorillard’s 3-year-old 
colt Lamplighter, both of them sons of 
Spendthrift, and the best of his sons at that, 
For many reasons the race was of peculiar 
interest. Dwyer and Lorillard are old ene- 
mies and the bitter feeling between the men 
is of years’ standing. Both are plungers and 
dead game. Both thought that hu candidate 
would surely win and therefore each poured a 
barrel of money into the rmg. Mike Dwyer 
was very pusitive that Kingston could not 
lose. So sure was he that he had induced the 
club to have the track rolled and specially pre- 
pared so that Kingston could establish a new 
record for the course. Then Taral was not 
permitted to ride m the preceding race, 
so that he would be fresh and strong when he 
got upon the brown whirlwind. Pierre 
Lorillard did not make all this fuss. He 
simply! sent his commissioners into the ring 
and backed Lamplighter from 7 te 5 down to 
even money, his thousands more than off- 
setting Dwyer’s plunge on Kingston, whose 
price rose from 1 to 2 to 4 to 5, The race it- 
self is easy of description. Kingston's forte 
is speed, so Lamplighter was compelled to go 
out and make the pace, the other waiting a 
couple of 93, behind for a great burst in 
the stretch he pace was slow, but this even 
did not help Kingston, as many thought it 
would, for when he finally got downto real 
racing Lamplighter held Kingston sufe at 
every stride and drawing away from him in 
the last furlong won pretty much as he 
pleased by three lengths. The winner’s time 
for the nine furlonga was 1:573¢, which is sev- 
eral seconds slower than the track record.

ART TREASURES FROM FRANCE. 


Paintings and Sculptures for the Exposi- 
tion—Gifts from the Government. 

France will send to the Exposition 500 
paintings. and 300 engravings and drawings 
chosen from among the best works in France. 
This information comes officially from M. 
Antonin Proust, Commissioner of Fine Arts 
of th: French World’s Fair Commission. M. 
Proust imparted this intelligence in a letter 
to M. Bartholomy, his representative in Chi- 
cago. Besides the pictures and engravings 
examples of the best productions of the na- 


tional art manufacturers of France—Sévres, 


lés Gobelins and Beauvais—will find plac ein 
the central portion of the Liberal Arts Build- 
ing. Sculpture and architecture will find 
place in the courts of the central pavil- 
ion of the Art Building. French architecture 
will be represented by casts, roducing 
many of the principal works in the Trocadero 
Museum. 

The French Government generously pre- 
sents outright to the Exposition reproductions 
of some of the most important casts in the 
Trocadero Museum, aggregating in value 
more than 50,000 francs, These will remain 
in Chi as the property of the Art Insti- 
tute. Among these casts may be mentioned 
the groat portal of the Cathedral of Bordeaux; 
the tympanum of the Cathedral of Notre 
Dame, Paris; the portal of the Church of No- 
tre Dame du Port, Clermont-Ferrand; the 
great gallery of the Cathedrul of Limoges, 
which is, perhaps, the finest example of the 
Renaissance.in existence; the high relief over 
the entrance of the Hotel de Rohan; and casts 
from the Cathedrals of Chartres, Amiens, 
Reims, Beauvais, Charlieu, Aix, etc.

It is predicted that the result will be dis- 
ast rous to real-estate values in that locality if 
any further buildi on this scale is not 
stopped by an extension of the fire limits as 
svon as possible. Shrewd buyers are even 
now looking suspiciously at this territory for 
this very reason, and they claim that after the 
Fair this damaging element of cheap im- 
provements will be much more of a drawback 
than it is at present.—Real Estate and Build- 
ing Journal. 


Mammoth Search Lights Coming. 

Fred W. Tischendorfer, electrician for 
Schuckertt & Co., Nuremberg, Germany, is 
expected to. arrive in Chicago Oct. 1. He 
comes to install the two largest search lights 
in the worid on the Exposition grounds, These 
lights have six-foot parabolic ground glass 
reflectors, are ten horse power, weigh two 
tonseach.

It thus 
won the Burlington cup and the undoubted 
place of bemg the best sailer among the 
smaller yachts of the harbor. | 

There were five starters when the whistle 


on the steam yacht Wilber gave the signal to 


get ready at 3:25 o’clock. The. wind was 
from the sputhwest, an off-shore summer 
breeze, and no sea was running. In crossing 


„the line all five boats were badly strung out, 


with the Growler leading and the Sea Shell 
following. The Blade was far in the rear, 
but managed to pass the line within the five 
minutes allowed for the start. 

Un the run to the intermediate crib some 
close sailing was done and the O. K. slowly 
forged ahead of her competitors and led 
around the buoy. The Sea Shell and May B. 
spread jib topsails, which added materially to 
their speed, although the May B. seemed like- 
ly to lose its topmast again from the strain. 
When the yachts rounded the buoy it was seen 
that many changes had been made in their

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WHALER SUNK AT STATE STREET 
BRIDGE BY ASAND SCOW. 


Crowded with Children When the Bows 
Are Stove In—The Current Caused by 
a Propeller Washes the Sharp Corners 
of the Tow Against the Bark—Almost 
a Panic Before the Visitors Are Re- 
moved—Will Be Raised Immediately. 
For nearly half a century the gallant whal- 
ing vessel Progress braved all the countless 
dangers of the dank, damp, and fathomless 
deep. It was buffeted by the mighty waves of 
all the seas. It came unharmed from. out of 
the awful grip of icebergs. It was through 
war and received an honorable discharge. 


Waves and bullets, rocks and icebergs it had 


shown itself proof against. And, according 
to the stories of the men who sailed on 
it, scores of big whales had fractured 
their tails trying to make an impression on 
the sturdy oaken timbers of the good ship. 
It grew proud ot its ability to keep out of 
trouble after it had visited half the ports ia 
the world, and got around the Horn a score of 
times. The Progress is now resting peace- 
fully at the bottom of the Chicago River. A 
Chicago sand scow sunk the gallant vessel 
that had laughed at danger for so many 
years. 

The whaling bark came to Chicago in July 
fitted up asa marine museum. It was tied 
up to the dock at the southend of and east of 
the State street bridge, and it has been a good 
drawing card. It was riding quietly at anchor 
at 2 o'clock yesterday when it met its fate,

The shock had broken 
the stairway leading to thedock and there was 
no way of escape from the vessel. 

The children were well behaved and leaned 
over the port bulwarks, watching the water 
gurgie in through the hole in the side of the 
boat. In the meanwhile Olsen was looking 
about for means of communication with the 
dock. The ship-was slowly dipping towards 
the port side, and some of the adult visitors 
set upa howl and started a panic. Every 


body started for the gangway opening, and 


several children tried to climb over the rails. 
Olsen ordered ali hands on to the bridge and 
to the after part of the ship, 
and restored quiet. Finally he 
threw a narrow iron-bound plank from the 
ship to the dock and mars the children 
into line. 
Men Were Panic Stricken. 

Men fought him and other members of the 
crew to get off ahead of the children, but 
Olsen, Foote, and employés held them at bay. 
The distanee between the ship and the duck 
was increasing as the ship filled, but every 
one was removed safely before the — 
settled. There was only an inch of each en 
of the plank resting on supports when the last 
person got ashore. 

„There would not have been any trouble at 
all,“ said Olsen, if the men had given the 
children a chance. They were more alarmed 
than the little folks. 

The latter showed to advantage the bene- 
fits of the panic training given in the public 
schools, suid Manager Foote.

Altbough the Progress was lymg almost in 
the draw of State street bridge the liability of 
the tug Hay for damage done by its tow is not 
doubted by marine men, and the tug will 
most likely be compelled to pay the entire 
loss, including wrecking expenses. This will 
amount to nearly as much as it is worth, but 
by marine law no more can be coll than

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| POLITICS OF EUROPE. 


HAROLD FREDERIC’S VIEW OF 
EVENTS ON THE CONTINENT, 


Interest in the French Republic Has Not 
Waned, Though Parisians Did Not Cele- 
brate the Centenary as They Did the 
June Fetes—Russia’s Bullying of Tur- 
key Attracts Attention—Marcus Mayer 
Was Able to Get a Berth on a Steamer 
When Minister Lincoln Failed. 

{SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Loxponx, Sept. 24.—Observers seem agreed 
that while the official part of the great centen- 
ary of the republic celebration at Paris was 
magnificent beyond parallel, popular en- 
thusiasm was distinctly below the standard of 
the 14th of July fétes. Some critics predis- 
posed to hostility would torture this into a 
political sign of public disaffection. The re- 
public can easily survive this misconception, 
as it has so many others. 

There is no need to hunt for reasons of 
state for a certain subdued frame of mind in 
Paris. To begin with, the Parisians laid out 
what money they had to spare this 3 ear on 
the July féte and would not easily be led to 
make additional outlay on another in Septem- 
ber. Still more important is the senseless 
cholera. scare, which diverted many 
millions of francs from the hotel 
and shop keepers of Paris this sum- 
mer, inclpding nearly almost if not half 
the accustomed American influx of visitors. 
This naturally rendered the frugal citizens of 
that capital even more than ordinarily watch- 
ful of their sou pieces, It is bald nonsense to 
attempt to trace in their economy in lanterns 
and flags any symptoms of weariness of the 
republic. There has been no timein the 
century when the republic stood quite so 
contemptuously confident of rivals 1nd secure 
against enemies as now. 

One little incident recalls in picturesque 
fashion the most impressive figure of that 
strange, blood-stained, idealistic first repub- 
he and links it with the humanity. of today.

— light appeared anywhere in the building. 


This has thrown, something of a cold 
douche on Parisian pro-Muscovite en- 
uberance, the more so, as the English 
and Italian embassies were brilliantly illumi- 
nated. With true Gallic eagerness to find im- 
mediate explanations of everything, no mat- 
ter how trivial, PaFisians have already begun 
to speculate whether this does not signify 
that the Triple Alliance isto be broken up 
and a new edition of the old Dreikaiserbund 
is about to be estanlished, with England, 
France, Italy, and the rest of Europe in oppo- 
sition. Spice eta 

Public opixion here is preparing itself rap- 
idly for inte testing developments of Russian 
foreign poliiiis on new, bold lines. I have 
already said. a good deal about. the Afghan 
imbroglio, about which it is still difficult. to 
learn exact: ‘facts, but which becomes dis- 
tinctly less pleasant the more that is learned 
about it. It seems likely to be only one of 
several channels through which those now in 
control of foreign affairs at St. Petersburg 
see their way to creating a disturbance. Ap- 
parently Giats is shelved for good; no suc- 
cessor his been formally point. 
ed, but a red hot Panslavist named Shis- 
kine is ad interim in charge. Ths man, 
who is # creature of the Ignatieffs and a 
prominent figure in the notorious Slavonic 
society, hus till recently been the actual head 
of the Asiatic department of the Russian 
Foreign Office. In this capacity he, through 
M. Hitravo, furnished the money for all the 
murder plots against Ferdinand of Bulgaria. 
It was he who, in his new post, issued an offi- 
cial dementi declaring all those incriminating 
documents which Stambouloff extorted from 
the Jewish renegade Jacobsohn were for- 
geries, a lie which nobody even in Paris pre- 
tended for a moment to believe. He 
is proceeding in his present temporary 
position as if ultra-pansiavism had been def. 
initely adopted as the policy.of the empire. 

Attempt to Bully the Sultan. 

Within the last fortnight. he has sent two 
bullying dispatches to the Sultan. In the first 
he harangued him for the offense of having 
admitted Stambouloff to an audience. In the 
other he has been summoning Turkey to at 
once pay up the arrears of its old war indem. 
nity. This has set all Pashadom trembling in 
fright. Of coarse it may turn out that when 
this is brought to the notice of the Czar he 
will put a stop to it. But on the other 
hand there is a chance he may like it, and 
then the fat would indeed be in the fire. 

There are now nineteen vacancies in the 
Sacred College, which is more than has been 

the case for many years. Delay in filling 
them is understood to be largely due to the 
fierce rivalry between two opposing par- 
ties at the Vatican, nominally called 
the Ultra-Montan and the Liberal, 
each making strenuous efforts to get its 
own favorites on the list and to exclude those 
of the other side. As the college stands the 
Italians are in a majority of eleven and have 
five candidates said to be certainly raised at 
the next consistory—Persico, Galimbenti, Di 
Petro.

Vaszary, the new Hungarian Pri- 
mate, must be given a hat, and Austria-Ger- 
many has three other candidates in the per- 
sons of the Bishop of Grosswardein, the 
Prince Bishop of Breslau, and the Archbishop 


_ of Cologne, This would raise the representa- 


tion ot the two Germanic Empires with Fo- 
land toten. Spain and Portugal together 
have six, and will have seven when the Arch- 
bishop of Seville is raised at the next con- 
sistory. Belgium’s one completes the conti- 
nental list. 

Even if all the above suggestions and rumors 
become translated into facts there still re- 
main nine vacancies. Four or five of these 
obviously go to England, Ireland, and the 
United States, so that the college may 
again become a cosmopolitan body with an 
Italian majority, it is true, but with the possi- 
bility that foreigners may be able to form a 
union with a liberal mmority of Italians and 
choose a Pope of their own kind..

Andrew D. White, our new Minister to 


Russia, left London ths morning for Paris on 
the way to his post. He will, if opportunity 
affords, represent to the Czar or to the For- 
eign Office the American impression that this 
imperial policy of chasing out scores of thou- 
sands of penniless people to be a burden to 
other countries is in violation of international 
comity. But I gather that he will do this on 
his own responsibility rather than from in- 
structions from the administration, which 
seems throughout to have been strangely con- 
ciliatory and fong-suffering in the teeth of the 
incessant injurious Russian provocation. 

More Influential than Lincoln. 

Minister Hirsch of Turkey is in London 
and sails on the City of New York the 28th 
en route for his Oregon home. Probably Rob- 
ert Lincoln will sail on the same vessel. He 
had, perforce, abandoned his intention of de- 
parting on that date owing to his inability to 
secure steamer accommodations. But the 
theatrical agent, Marcus Mayer, possessing 
Superior influence, was able to accomplish 
what our Minister near the Court of St. 
James failed to do and got a cabin which has 
been placed at the latter’s disposal. 

Edmund J. Moffat, for ten years agent of 
our Agricultural Department here, sailed to- 
day on the Manitoba, to return hume and re- 
sume the practice of law. With him is Hu- 
bert Vos, agent of the Dutch Government at 
the World’s Bair, and one of the most talented 
painters in Europe’s younger generation. Both 
have been prominent in artistic and literary 
circles here for a long time, and their going 
away leaves a void not to be filled. 

Nothing but sympathy is expressed for the 
Duke of Sutherland, who used to be such a 
splendid fellow, full of practical interest in 
new inventions, and devoted to the support of 
all sorts of needy but valuable men of talent 
and an improving landlord of the most whole- 
some type, but who of late years fell utterly 
under the malign spell of a female succubus 
and is now dead, without warning, years be- 
fore his time. His later life estranged almost 
all his friends of other times, and he died

MUDDLE IN GERMAN POLITICS. 


The Emperor Uneasy About Affairs of 
State—Two New Plays in Berlin. 
\SPECIAL CABLE} 

Brrutn, Sept. 24.—Politics is in a muddled 

state just now and there does not seem to be 
much chance of it clearing till the reas- 
sem bling of the Reichstag. 
The Emperor's trip to RominteuShas some- 
what disturbed Caprivi, who knows that dur- 
ing his journey his Majesty is likely to be in 
contact with persons well disposed towards 
Bismarck. There is no doubt the Emperor’s 
health has a geod deal to do with his Ro- 
minteu excursion. The change of air and 
mental rest which the majority is now enjoy- 
ing may set him right. The Empress is un- 
easy. There 1s talk of a visit of his Majesty 
to Count Eulenburg, the Prussian Premier, 
who is at present staying at his estate in East 
Prussia. At the request, it is supposed, of the 
Russian Government, the Minister of the Inter- 
ior is having a list of all Ruasian subjects now 
in Prussia drawn up. Many Nihilists are said 
to be in hiding in this country. If their 
whereabouts is discovered there may be more 
expulsions: ‘This betokens a return to the in- 
hospitable policy of Von Puttkamer. 

Gen. Lanza, the Italian Ambassador, is 
hastening his return to Berlin, where he will 
probably confer with the Chancellor on the 
subject of the general policy of the powers in 
the Dreibund. Foreign questions are likely 
to have a large place in the electoral address 
Sig. Giolitti is preparing. 

Meanwhile the theaters have grown interest- 
ing. A double current can be seen in the dra- 
matic world. One tends towards frivolity and 
farce; the other towards realism. The in- 
fivence which Ibsen has acquired on the Ger- 
man stage is shown both by the at- 
tacks to which he 1s subjected and by 
the diligence with which some German 
playwrights attempt toimitate him. Within 
the last week two new plays have been pro- 
duced in Berlin, both indirectly due to the 
success of the Norwegian dramatist. The first 
is trom the pen of Paul Heyse and was pro- 
duced at the Berlin Theater. It is entitled 
“A Blank Page (Ein Up beschriebenes 
Blatt). and gives us a neat though superficial 
sketch of the modern German maiden. Hilda 
von Blessig is a cross. between the Renee 
Mauperin of the De Goncourt brothers and 
the Arlette of Gyp.“ She poses asa fin de 
siécle girl, affects admiration for Tolstoi, 
and imagines it is wicked to dem- 
onstrate her scorn for Mrs. Grundy 
and conventionality. She pays a visit 
to Herr von Werderfels, a young bachelor 
whose engagement with a goody-goody girl 
called Clara has been broken off, because 
Hilda’s mother and the gentleman’s prvs- 
pective mother-in-law have discovered that 
the bridegroom-elect has had an jntrigue with 
a dancer. In the third act Hilda’s real sim- 
plicity is proved. Von Werderfels has just 
read her a lecture on her folly, when the ar- 
rival of Frau von Blessig and her son compels 
Hilda to hide herself. Her presence is betrayed 
by an umbrella, which she has forgotten 
in the confusion, Tableaux and repentance, 
In the fourth act she is cured of fastness and 
becomes betrothed to Von Werderfels. The 
play is fairly well received. The other piece 
is athree-act comedy by Arthur Zapp, a com- 
paratively unknown playwright, called 
„Mila.“ It attempts to demolish Ibsen’s the- 
ories on woman’s rights and duties by pusb- 
ing them ad absuruum.

The stage was a parterre of 
flowers and the costumes were bright apd 
pretty. Grundy’s cynicism, the abundant ex- 
ample of satiric humor afforded by the Puri- 
tans, who strike for “eight hours’ moan, eight 
hours’ sigh, eight hours’ groan, and eight 
hours’ pay,”’ made the opera a success before 
the end of the first act, Sullivan being at his 
best and the music full of incidental charac- 
ter. 

Carte invented something altogether new in 
a stage thunderstorm and Sullivan in a new 
orchestration accompaniment. This was the 
feature during the second elopement, when 
forked lightning played throughout the 
scene; thence a sudden transition into the 
most brilliant ballroom scene ever produced. 
The Puritans provide the fun of the 
opera, this part being a hit at the radicals and 
social purity faddists, All the artists acquitted 
themselves well, Rutland Barrington as Rest- 
ive Disgusted Roundhead being fitted to 
life, and Lucile Hill as Dorothy Vernon 
being very effective.

In the 
third act of the Prodigal Daughter there 
is given a most realistic presentment of a race 
course. This course is as far as possible an 
exact reproduction of the one at Liverpool, 
over which the Grand National Steeplechase is 
run.

National in 1884. Whatever the merits of the 
Prodigal Daughter as a play may be, the 
people are anxious to see the splendid 
spectacle presented, and, consequently, 
money is being coined by the management.

Severe on Langtry’s Play. 

The onsiaught of the critics upon Mrs. 
Langtry’s new play, The Queen of Manoa,” 
now being played at the Haymarket ater, 
has had no effect upon the bookings. The 
houses are filled every night and the desire to 
see the play has justified Mrs. Langtry in au- 
nouncing a matinée. It would seem from 
this that the adverse critical notices have fallen 
flat upon the public. Should. misfortune yet 
overtake Mrs. Langtry in this venture she has 
two more plays in reserve. One is a drama, 
written by Edward Roe, and the other Sydney 
Grundy’s adaptation of Sardou’s ‘“‘ Maison 
Neuve.” 

“Quida bas contributed an article on the 
subject of why novelists do not write plays. 
She says thatthe French style allows a wide 
latitude in situations, A French audience ap- 
preciates an intellectual character and esprit 
of the play which an English audience finds 
unintelligible and tiresome, ‘“‘Ouida’’ adds 
that if Racine and Molière were alive, they 
would write plays for Mounet-Sully and the 
Coquelins; were Shakspeare and Sheridan 
alive they would certainly write poems and 
novels, An audience capable of accepting 
Mary Anderson as a tragic actress is incapable 
of knowing good from bad. English audiences 
are uncultured. With few exceptions English 
actors and actresses act ill. They never merge 
themselves into the character they represent. 
These, according to Ouida ure the reasons 
that have kept writers of eminence off the 
English stage since the days of Lytton. 

, Used to Be a Playwright, 

It may not be uninteresting to note that 
Mr. Herbert Gardner, the present Minister of 
Agriculture, was at one time 4 playwright. In 
1874, under the nom de guerre of C. C. Her- 
bert, he produced the one-act play, Our Bit- 
terest Foe,” in which so many amateurs have 
made their first bow. His other plays were 
Second Thoughts, Time Will Tell.“ and 
Cousin Jack.“ In 1885 he adapted the li- 
bretto of a musical play, A Night in Wales.“ 
In that year he was elected to Parliament, and 
since that time has devoted himself to watch- 
ing the tragedy, comedy, and farce in the 
House of Commons. Now he appears in a 
leading part in the drama of government, and 
it is to be hoped that he will appear as well as 
an actor as he did as an author. 

Considerable excitement has been caused in 
Liverpool by the production of a play called 
“A Fool’s Paradise,” owing to the fact that 
the plot has a striking resemblance to inci- 
dents in the case of Mrs. Maybrick.

OBJECT TO THE BILL, 


GERMAN STATES DO NOT APPROVE 
OF THE MILITARY MEASURE, 


Herr Maltzahn Finds the Bavarians Will 
Not Listen to His Plan for the Finan- 
cial Arrangements, Though They Agree 
to the Increase of the Contingent—Ber- 
liners Are Not Scared by the Danger 
of the Cholera- Hamburg Has Increased 
Its Quarantine on the Rivers.

Bxntax, Sept. 24.—Before placing — — 
army bill, on which hangs the fate of the gov- 
ernment, before the Bundesrath, the Emperor 
has sent State Secretary Maltzahn to confer 
with the Fmance Ministers of Bavaria, Sax- 
ony, and Wurtemburg. Herr Maltzahn first 
went to Stuttgart and thence to Carisruhe. 
Today he is ut Munich. Upon the reduction to 
two years military service concurrent upon 
raising the annual contingent by 95,000 men 
he found the governments of the Federal 
States ready to give their assent, but on the 
financial projects for meeting the extra 
budget there was extreme diversity of opin- 
ion. 

One important feature of the bill, propos- 
ing to unify military legislation in accordance 
with the Prussian law, met with tne liveliest 
opposition of the Federal States. The Ba- 
varian Government brusquely declined to 
discuss the proposal. The present state of 
the negotiations leaves the period of the in- 
troduction of the bill uncertain. In official 
circles it is believed that the government will 
wait the result of the Landtag’s vote on taxa- 
tion reforms before asking the Reichstag for 
the increased imperial taxation arising from 
the Army bill. , 

Berlin People Take All Quietly. 

The peopie of Berlin accept the chance of 
cholera becoming epidemic quietly. A care- 
ful watch is kept upon the water supply. The 
unceasing vigilance of the sanitary authori- 
ties gives the public confidence that the out- 
break will not attain serious proportions. It 
has been clearly traced that those stricken 
with the disease here, apart from the imported 
cases, owe their illness to the extremely filthy 
water of the Spree. The announcement that 
the river is infected with the cholera 
bacilli has set the people of Berlin on their 
guard. 

The inhabitants of the city now filter and 
boil all the water they use for drinkmg. The 
Sanitary committee has stationed sentinels 
along the banks of the Elbe, Oder, Spree, and 
Havel to keep watch upon the barges, which 
are now recognized as carrying the infection. 
Along the banks of the Havel, in front of the 
mertle palace at Potsdam, patrol guards have 
been placed to prevent boatmen from landing. 

The Hamburg Board of Trade today issued 
a notice of the establishment of two central 
sanitary stations on the Upper and Lower 
Elbe, where all passing river craft will be sub- 
jected to inspection and where certifi- 
cates of health are given. The 
of cargo rafts and boats on the upper Elbe is 
prohibited between 8 p. m. and 7 a. m. River 
boats intending to leave for the lower Elbe 
during the night must report themselves for 
medical inspection before 3 o’clock the same 
afternoon on the boundary between Hamburg 
and Altona. The examination commenced 
today of merchandise passing between the 
towns, and also of all vehicles except tram 
cars. No restrictions are placed upon the pas- 
senger traffic, but visitors remaining in Altona 
for twelve hours must report themselves to 
the authorities. Even residents of Altona 
working in Hamburg are obliged to provide 
themselves with passes. These details show 
the extraordinary care now taken to limit the 
cholera area. 

The Emperor Hunting Near Russia's Line. 

The Emperor started yesterday for Romin- 
ten ona boar and deer hunt. The members 
of the courts profess anxiety about his 
Majesty going there to hunt. The lodge lies 
in the middle of dense woods, four mules 
from the Russian frontier, and is far distant 
from any railway. His Majesty has few at- 
tendants and no German troops are near him. 
Numerous bands of Cossacks are scattered 
along the frontier near which the hunting pre- 
serve lies and it ia argued that in the event of 
a sudden difficulty with Russia some reck- 
less Cossacks might swoop down on 
the lodge and carry off the Emperor to Rus- 
sia. He will return to Berlin at the end of the 
week and will go to meet Emperor Francis 
Joseph at Vienna Oct. 9. On the way to Vi- 
enna he will atop to attend the golden wed- 
ding of the Grand Duke at Saxe-Weimar. 
will stay in Vienna long enough to greet the 
German officers finishing the long-distance 
ride from Berlin. One huadred and forty of- 


ficers have entered for this competition, in- 


cluding Prince Frederick Leopold and Duke 
Gunther, the brother of the Empress. One 
hundred Aastrian officers will start at the same 
time from Vienna to Berlin. 

Before the Emperor started on his hunting 
expedition he received Lieut. Ward and Capt. 
Bingham, the retiring naval and military at- 
tachés of the American Legation here, and 
also Lieuts. Sargent and Evans, their succes- 
sors. Lieut. Ward has gone to St. Petersburg 
to make his congé to the Czar, and Lieut. 
Sargent has started for Switzerland. Capt. 
Bingham, whose soldierly qualities have made 
him popular here, has left for Rome, where 
he will assume the post of military attaché of 
the American Legation. 

Maintain Restrictions on Sunday Closing. 

Despite the declared discontent on every 
side against the new law restricting Sunday 
trading, the government has decided to main- 
tain it, but will authorize communal author- 
ities to retax its provisions where they really 
interfere with the personal comfort of the ia- 
habitants. The Emperor, speaking toa mem- 
ber of the Berlin corporation, said that the 
working people would soon learn the dis- 
tinctive value of Sunday repose, and once 
tasting it they would never desire to relin- 
quish it. 

Tne Foreign Office has notified Mr. William 
Walter Phelps, the American Minister here, 
that the government will take measures to 
have Germany represented at the various con- 
gresses to be held in Chicago next year. 

A committee of the German Union of 
Bankers has approved the participation of 
Germany in the international ‘monetary con- 
ference. 

The banks eagerly watch the movement of 
silver and gold, and are now specially inter- 
ested in the Austro-Hungarian convention 
toward a gold currency. Tho gold received 
by the Austro-Hungarian Bank within the 
last six weeks amounted to 35,000,000 florins, 
including 3,500,000 florins of American eagies. 
The minting of the new gold coins is about to 
commence. The Austrian Finance Minister 
will issue a gold loan of 10,000,000 florins for 
minting purposes. The Hungarian Finance 
Minister announces that that government is 
so fully provided with gold for the mint that 


it will not ask a loan. It has 10,000,000 florins 


in gola, with the prospect of receiving 30,000,- 
000 from the surplus on the financial year.

No one claims 
or has suggested that he u to be put on a 
level with Lord Roberts, who went through 
the Indian mutiny, fought the Abyssinian 
campaign, and carried out the celebrated 
march to Candahar. Nor is it to be supposed 
a man of 32 can have had as much experience 
as a man of 60. 

At one time I fully shared the popular im- 
pression to which I have referred, but it hap- 
pened that I was called upon to serve on a 
select Parliamentary committee which was 
inquiring into the condition of the army and 
kindred questions. Fortwo days we had the 
Duke of Cambridge before us asa wit- 
ness, He was at first looked upon 
with great suspicion by the Radical 
members of the committee, who er- 
pected to see him bowled over by the 
first few questions. It soon became evident 
that there was no detail connected with the 
army, from the cost of private soldiers’ boots 
to the actual strength of the entire British 
forces, which he had not at his finger-ends. 
He knew his business thoroughly and answered 
every question without any hesitation. He 
was found to be absolutely right on all the 
facts and proved beyond doubt that he took 
the deepest interest in the welfare of the rank 
and file. He wanted to see them treated more 
liberally in many respects, but has no power 
in the matter. 

“If you want a good army,” he said, “you 
must pay for it. And the House of Commons 
is alwayscrying out foreconomy. You can’t 
get a first-rate article at a low price.“ 

Some one asked him why it was necessary 
to have such showy uniforms for most of our 
soldiers, 

Because, he said, “the showy uniforms 
attract many a nurse-maid, and that makes 
Tommy Atkins join the army. Put them in 
ordinary street dress and the women would 
not look at them.

RULING ON TAMMANY PRINCIPLES. 


The London “Times” Thinks Gladstone 
Would Apply Them to Ireland. 

Lonpon, Sept. 24.—The Times had the full 
text of Mr. Gladstone’s vindication’ of home 
rule, which was to appear in the North Ameri- 
can Review today, cabled to it from New York 
last night. This article is written in reply to 
one by the Duke of Argyll, published in the 
same magazine last month. This morning’s 
issue of the Times contains, besides Mr. Glad- 
stone’s article in full, a long leader in which it 
attacks his premises. and deductions. 
It says that the keen interest which the Duke 
of Argyll has always taken in American 
affairs, his sympathy constantly displayed for 
American ideals, the promptitude and 
earnestness. with which he championed the 
Federal cause at a time when Mr. Gladstone 
was informing the civilized world that the 
rebel President had made a nation, naturally 
won for him the grateful respect of patriotic 
American citizens. Mr. Gladstone evidently 
feared that the effect of statements made 
on the authority of one so well enti- 
tled to the confidence of American citi- 
zens might exercise them. He endeavored 
to counteract their effects by promptly issu- 
ing a characteristic reply. The fundamental 
propositions the Duke of Argyll lays down 
are not the kind to be affected by slight inac- 
curacies or disposed of by passionate rhetoric. 
Mr. Gladstone seeks to palm off as an argu- 
ment that Americans, from their domestic 
experiences, have slight aifficulty in deciding 
whether, as a rule, Irish organizations, man- 
aged by Irish partisans, are distinguished for 
intelligence or integrity. 

The Times adds: 

We have heard of Tammany events on this side 
of the ocean and the arts by which the domination 
of Tammany Hall was secured. Mr. Gladstone’s 
ideal is Ireland ruled on Tammany principles, un- 
restrained by any effectual legal limits save those 
of his own making. Wesee nothing in the dis- 
jointed extracts and miscellaneous documents he 
advances with so much unnecessary pomp to 
weaken the description his opponent has given. 
His efforts at historical inquiry all are permeated 
with that tone of fable which invariably marks 
his description of Irish events. 

Sir Cecil Smith Almost Drowned. 


A special dispatch from Singapore says that 
while Sir Cecil Smith, Governor of the Straits 
Settlement, was returning from Perak his 
launch struck a snag in the Kinta River. A 
large hole was ade in the bottom of the 
launchand it quickly foundered. The Gov- 
ernor could not swim and he sank twice be- 
fore he was rescued. Two natives were 
drc wned. 

Will Cause the Fiench Cabinet Trouble. 

The Times’ Paris correspondent says: 

The only question likely to give the French 
Cabinet trouble with the ratification of the com- 
mercial treaty with Switzerland is the conces- 
sions which are granted on sentimental and 
friendly grounds, and which will be vigorously 
opposed by the protectionist majority. The 
strongest argument against that treaty is that by 
virtue of the treaty of Frankfort it will benefit 
Germany in a much larger degree than SwitZer- 
land. It will. however, save the Cabinet defeat, 
because the Chamber will never consent that the 
government shall fall in defense of the treaty of 
Frankfort. Evidence that the treaty with Switz- 
erland is regarded as a relaxation of the Meline 
policy is shown in a weighty utterance from 
Rouen, where a meeting of Norman protection- 
ists, including prominent Senators and Deputies, 
resolved to appeal to the Chamberto veto any 
convention interfering with the Meline tariff. 

Mother of Pearl Industry Not Affected. 

The Vienna correspondent of the Times 
says: , a 

Recent statistics have dispelled the. fears that 
were entertained that the new American tariff 
would kill the mother of peari :industry in this 
country. Besides the fact that there are no per- 
sons out of employment at the present time who 
earn their livelihood by this industry, many 
Bohemian workers who emigrated to America 
and found matters connected with their calling 
in an unsatisfactory condition in that country 
have returned, and are again working at their 
trade in Bohemia. 

An Old Battle Ship to Be Preserved. 

It having been announced some time ago 
that the old line-of-battle ship, the Foudroy- 
ant, which the English captured from the 
French, and which subsequently became the 
flagship of Admiral Nelson, was to be sold to 
be broken up, many indignant protests have 
been written against the historic warship be- 
ing condeinned to such a fate. So strong has 
the patriotic feeling against the vessel being 
broken up become and so many were the sug- 
gestions made that the people buy the Fou- 
droyant that Lord Mayor Evans gave his con- 
sent yesterday to open a Mansion House fund 
for the purchase of the ship, The vessel has 
been laid up in ordinary for many years. 

Against the Abandonment of Uganda. 

The Post in an editorial this morning pro- 
tests against what it says is the. apparent in- 
tention of Lord Rosebery, Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, to abandon Uganda. The 
Times, commenting on the same matter, says 
that the failure of the East Africa company 
will be a disgrace to England, and that to 
avert it the government is responsible, At 
the same time the government can choose its 
own course of procedure without regard to the 
company’s peculiar interests. Therefore the 
Times advises the company to strain every 
nerve to save the Cabinet the nécessity of ar- 
riving at any decision in the matter.

Here is another motive. Germany is in- 
creasing the strength of its effective army and 
its war budget. The Kaiser goes to Vienna to 
ask Austria to augment its armies on the 
frontier and to give as a pretext for this piece 
of folly the Franco Russian entente. He will 
argue that the armies of the Triple Alliance 
ought to be increased. As Italy can do no 
more, having arrived at the limit of its 
finances, the burden must be laid upon Ger- 
many and Austria. We would like to know 
how Austria will accept these German proposi- 
tions. It is possible that the German party in 
Austria will advise their acceptance and that 
more millions will be spent. But the Czechs, 
Hungarians, and Poles will refuse, 

The Austrian Emperor is a very peaceful 
man. He has had trouble enough in his time 
and he wants to end his reign in peace. Will 
he yield to his young and turbulent allies and 
throw the whole of Europe into a ferment? 
Will he throw millions of francs into the 
melting-pot and throw away thousands of 
lives? Nobody knows, not even Francis Jo- 
seph, what reasons his ally, whom he is ex- 
pecting, will give for his demand for fresh 
sacrifices. Should the Austrian Emperor re- 
fuse a political coolness between the two sov- 
ereigns and the two governments is certain. 
Should he refuse there will be a new burden 
weighing upon Europe, Then we shall soon 
see the moment when this military nightmare 
shall pass away and those formidable standing 
armies shall have disappeared—only after 
war.

AUSTRALIAN ARBITRATION, 


Quasi-Compulsory—Either Side Can De- 
mand and Have It Before a State Board 
of Conciliation. 

The Australian colony of New South Wales 
has recently been considering the labor prob- 
lem in a way which may be of some advan- 
tage to the rest of the world. Not 
many months ago the colony was the 
scene of one of the most extensive strikes 
ever known. Beginning with the Sheep 
Shearers’ Union, the strike became a sym- 
pathetic” one, and involved nearly all 
branches of trade in which the trades unions 
were active. The strikers were completely 
defeated, but so enormous was the damage 
to the interests of the colony that a govern- 
ment commission was appointed to consider 
what measures might be taken to avert the 
recurrence of such disastrous troubles. 

The report of the commission is described 
as a most important contribution to the liter- 
ature of the industrial problem. The com- 
mission was composed, in equal proportion, 
of representatives of the employing and 
working classes, with the Hon. Andrew Gar- 
ran as Chairman. The recommendations of 
the commission were drawn up by the Chair- 
man, and so satisfactory were they that they 
were unanimously approved, without the 
change of a single word. 

Stated in brief it was recommended that a 
board of conciliation and arbitration be es- 
tablished. For the purposes of conciliation 
there was to be added to a nucleus of perma- 
nent membership a number of persons se- 
lected with special reference to the subject 
under consideration. Should efforts at con- 
ciliation fail then the board would be 
ready to assume its function of arbitra- 
tion, for which purpose it would con- 
sist of its permanent members only. 
Arbitration was not to be forced upon 
disputing parties should there be no call for 
it; but if requested by either party, although 
not desired by the other, it was to become 
compulsory. Acceptance of the decision, 
however, was not to be made compulsory, for 
it was recognized that there was no prac- 
ticable way to enforce such acceptance, An 
employer could not be required to carry on 
his business under conditions which he might 
hold would make it unprofitable: neither 
could a workingman be forced to keep at work 
on terms which did not suit him. For the 
manufacturer could close his establishment if 
he chose and the employé could give up his 

lace. The power of public sentiment would, 
however, in most cases bring about conform- 
ity with the decisions of the board, which, 
given under such circumstances, would be re- 
garded as fair and equitable. The recommen- 
dations of the com missiot have been embodied 
in the laws of the colony. 

The new and notable features of this Aus- 
tralian system are, first, the distinction drawn 
between the functions of conciliation and ar- 
bitration, and a corresponding difference in 
the makeup of the board for the respective 
purposes; and, second, the requirement for 
compulsory arbitration when requested by 
either of the disputing parties. Had tnis lat- 
ter principle been incorporated in our own 
laws on the subject in this country 
the head of a great corporation, 
created by a neighboring State to per- 
form an essentially public service, would not 
have made the haughty reply to that State’s 
own officials when offering their services to 
effect a peaceable settlement: There is 
nothing to arbitrate!“ thereby placing that 
board in the humiliatmg attitude of vainly 
looking about for a job. When arbitration 
is requested by one of the parties to 
a dispute that involves, to a greater 
or less extent, the prosperity of an 
entire community, it is for 
properly and legaily constituted authorities to 
find out whether or no there 1s “ anything to 
arbitrate,” and in Australia this fact has very 
wisely been recognized by both employers and 
employed. With the vision making the 
acceptance of the decision optional on either 
side, compulsory arbitration merely compels 
both parties to state their case to a presum- 
ably equitable tribunal, and gives the public 
the benefit of that tribunal's fadgiment on the 
matter.—Boston Herald.

We endure from _ city officials wrongs the citi- 
zens of a German Empire or an English Kingdom 
would never submit to. Forty millions have been 
paid into the Treasury of Paris within the last 
ten years by gas companies of that city alone, 
while Chicago has received comparatively noth- 
ing. The stoek-yards are operated by the city for 
the benefit of its citizens, and not by British capi- 
talists and huge trusts and monopolies, as in Chi- 


cago. 

he first London Council possessed as high an 
average of ability and distinction as the House 
of Commons’ after the formation of the new 
Council. As stated hy Albert Shaw, there are no 
saloonkeepers or ward bosses in the London 
Council over which Lord Rosebery presides as 
Chairman, while the scientist statesman, Sir John 
Lubbock, serves as Vice-Chairman, and the re- 
former, Mr. Firth, as Deputy Chairman. Still 
the workingmen are represented by John Burns 
in this Council, and two ladies were elected, Lady 
Somerset and Miss Jane Cobden. Women who 
are householders are entitled to vote and hold 
office in that city. 

Neither London, Berlin, nor Paris would per- 
mit foreign capitalists to obtain franchises for 
little or nothing and rip up streets for their own 
profit and carry out high-handed schemes of mo- 
nopoly and general plunder, as New York and 
Philadelphia capitalists have been doing in Chi- 
cago with impunity. 

Government of ‘Cities in the United States, 


Since the scandal concerning the Broadway 
railroad in New York it is now the law that all 
charters shall be sold at public auction. Such a 
sale should be, in fact, a lease for a term of years 
not exceeding twenty. The new rapid transit bill 
for New York happily illustrates this point. It 
may be too late to remedy the evil as to fran- 
chises already granted, but it is not too late to 
change the policy of our cities for the future.

Mr. Low says: The heads of departments 
and, if they wish it, their deputies might reason- 
ably change with the change of Mayor; but 
changes carried below that point are certain to do 
harm unless they are 2 for cause.

Not only clerks but 
ce boys—all places that carry salaries—are

In all cities the Mayor is elected as in Chicago, 
but the Legislature consists of two chambers in 
many large cities, the upper of which generally 
bears the name of the Board of Aldermen, the 
lower that of the Common Council. In some 
cities the Councilmen are elected by wards. aud 
the Upper House by districts, or on what is called 
a general ticket—that is, a vote over the whole 
city. Baltimore pays members of both Councils 
$1,000 a year, and Boston, with its population of 
$62,839 in 1880, paid its Mayor $10,000 a year. Chi- 
cago pays its Mayor $7,000 and has a population 
of 1,200,000, while its Councilmen get $150. 

In Boston the School committee is distinct frem 
the rest of the city government, being elected on 
a general ticket over the whole city and serving 
for three years, eight of the twenty-four retiring 
annually. The — — department is also distinct, 
which has by a statute of the State of 15% been in- 
trusted to a Board of Police appointed by the 
Governor and Council of three citizens of Bos- 
ton, with power to appoint, establish. organ- 
ize the police. and to license, regulate, and re-

the carpenters work probably 150 feet above the 
ground, they are paid 40 cents an hour. Masons 
are now receiving 50 cents an hour for eight 
hours’, work, this being the agreement entered 
into at t beginning of the year. Indi- 
viduals in some instances receive five cents an 
hour or forty cents a day more, this — for 
only the best men. This rate also prev to 
some extent in the outlying districts, where it is 
bard to get men to work. they being desirous of 
finding employment right in the city. nearer their 
homes. Ironworkers, in some instances, have 
been advanced owing to the recent strike, where 
the continuation of operation was extremely 


urgent. 


Demand for Ironworkers. 


In this line the demand seems to be greater 
proportionately than in the increased demand for 
workmen in other lines, there being an increase 
in this class of constraction in Chicago. A new 
feature has also been developed between some 
contractors and their men on big works. such as 
the Art Institute ou Michigan avenue, where the 
contractors, Jonathan Clark & Sons, are under 
heavy bonds to complete the work by a spocified 
time. In the masonry the men aregiven a pre- 
mium for steady wurk, which will probably great- 
ly shorten the time of construction. 

Contractors recognize a great advance in build- 
ing material, which, compared with prices of a 

ear or even six months ago, is considerable. 
hey claim that, notwithstanding the great in- 
crease in the cost of construction, they are not 
deriving any advantages from it owing to the 
brisk competition in securing contracts. This is 
the material dealers’ harvest. The advances in 
the cost of lumber, especially for the lower 
rades, during the last season have 
mn remarkable. Within sixty days lum- 
ber has increased probably $1 a thou- 
sand for white pine. finishing advancing 
even much more than this, but these advances 
were only in keeping with the steady demand 
since the outset of the season. when tbe dealers 
started in with low stocks. Meeting an unprece- 
dented demand from all sections they have been 
unable to keep their stocks * To Kansas. where 
for a number of years there had been little or 
nothing doing in this line, heavy shipments are 
constantly being made. This is not the only sec- 
tion in which this condition of affairs prevails 
but it is universal. It is impossible to get orders 
filled for immediate shipment, some only taking 
orders for two or three months’ delivery. One 
Wisconsin mill man. in town during the week, 
offered to take orders, fiowever, to be filled in 
thirty days. As there seems to no let up, it is 
getting to be a question where the spring stocks 
are to come from. 


Never Easier to Get Orders. 


One of the heaviest firms states that it was 
never easier to get orders, and that it is no longer 
a matter of prices, but a question of 8 ship- 
ments off. No advance is noticeable in yellow 
pine. In hardwoods the prices are well up, es- 
pecially for red oak, which during the last year 
or two has grown into strong favor. It has ad- 
vanced $2 a thousand this season, although it 
was considered high last year. 

Leading brick manufacturers state that brick 
are delivered at the work for $7.50 a thou- 
sand, ponsible contractors, however, state 
that they cannot be got for less than $8 and say 
that the deliveries at $7.50 must be where con- 


tracts were taken some time ago. 4 ver 
great demand has been experienced a 
through the season, it being probably the 


best known in the brick industry. The 
present prices present a strong contrast 
with the provailing  firures of a year ago. 
Then brick were selling at $5.25 delivered. But 
this is accounted for by the attempt of the Ander- 
son Common Brick company to revolu- 
tionize the business by improved methods of 
manufacture. This company, it will be remem- 
bered, made an assignment soon after the opening 
of the season, As there are about 100,000 to 125,- 
000 brick in an ordinary three-story building. the 
dimensions of the figure which it cuts in the tota. 
cost will be obvious. 

For pressed brick prices are firm at last year’s 
figures, with pretty brisk competition. As in 
other lines the demand is heavy, and the Hydrau- 
lie Pressed Brick Company will begin within a 
few days to run its machines both night and day. 

Stone, in keeping with the other lines, shows a 

neral advance. Limestone, which is used for 

uilding. carbing, and sidewalking, was advanced 
a cord on the 15th, now being $11 a cord, a 
previous advance of $1 having been made in July. 

Inu the smaller articles which go to make up a 
building lime is now selling for 70 cents a barrel, 
where two or three months ago it was selling at 
55 cents. Sand is worth 25 cents a load more. 
Architects, however, state that they are letting 
contracts for plastering at spring figures. Iron- 
workers state that there is no advance in their 
line. If anytning, they are figuring lower. Some 
architects are looking for a shortage in painters 
late this fall and early in the spring owing to the 
large number required to complete this work on 
the World's Fair buildings.— Economist.

was under bond to be tried for attempting to 
kill Robert Payne, whom he had savagely 
slashed a few weeks before in a quarrel. 
Later details only bring out the bolder the 
fellow’s brutality and devilishness in the

murder of the poor girl who had the mis- 
fortun’ to become the object of his passions. 

She was quite conscious almost to the mo- 
ment she died and was able to repeat the con- 
versation that occurred before he delivered 
the fatal blow.

OVERCHARGES ON MEAT. 


The Packers Bring Suits Against Half a 
Dozen Eastern Roads, Declaring That 
Excessive Tariffs Were Levied on 40,- 
000,000 Pounds of Goods—Who Some 
ot the Offenders Are Said to Be—An In- 
janction Granted in Connection with 
the Spiegel Failure—The Record. 


Armour & Co., the packers, are after the 
Eastern railroad lines again. When the big 
packing firm began suit against half a dozen 
railroads some months ago to recover large 
amounts for alleged excessive charges on beef 
‘shipments, the railroads said the move was a 
bluff. - Yesterday the company filed half a 
dozen bulky bills in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court. setting forth each particular item 
of excessive charges made. The meat sent 
East, on which it is charged illegal and dis- 
criminating ratea were charged, amounted to 
over 40,000,000 pounds. 
a Philadelphia and Reading railroad 
company, supposed to be a partner in the 
coal trust, is said. to be the greatest offender. 
This line is alleged to have charged excessive 
rates on 1,109 cars of meat shipped by Ar- 
mour & Co., or 27,201,261 pounds. The rates 
charged were between 40 and 70 cents per 
100 pounds, whereas they should not have 
ranged higher than 45 cents. The overcharges 
amounted to $49,996. 
The Delaware, Lackawanna and Western is 
alleged to have charged similar rates on 494 
cars. the overcharges in which were $10,742. 
To ¢ the Fitchburg railway company the plaint- 
says it overchar, amounting to 
$10,743 on 494 carloads. Baltimore and 
_Ohio’s alleged illegal @xactions on 369 cars 
were $17,225. The West Shore is said to have 
secured $9,617 in excess charges on 257 cars.

INSURANCE NEWS. 


A recent number of L’ Argus of Paris con- 
tains’ the statistics of the operations of the 
mutual societies that insure owners against loss 
by death of live stock. There are fifteen such so- 
cieties or companies in France, and iu 1891 they 
insured 20,456 persons against such loss. The 
value of the Ive stock insured amounted to 
$7,752,000, and the premiums received footed up 
$258,657. There were 3,106 losses paid, which ag 
gregated $166.150. it is stated that the official 
statistics of 1890 show that in that year there 
were 46,208, horses, cows, mules, sheep, hogs, 
and goats in that count one that the value of 
the horses mules was $657,152,000, of the cows 
$722,852.000, of the sheep $181,931,000, of the hogs 
$148,768,000, and of the goats $9,031, 000. The — 
tistics show how small a portion of this 
stock was insured. In this country live stock os 
surance companies appear to be like piecrust— 
only made to be pull to pieces. They are or- 
ganized, do business a year or two, and then wind 
up, leaving their policy-holders to wonder what 
in the name of good sense they were began for. 


The Review suggests that the members of 
the Individual Underwriters ask of the man who 
holds their power of attorney to act in cases 
of taking premiums and paying losses the follow- 
ing questions: What is the total face amount of 
my proportion of the policies in force in our or- 
ganization? What does the pro rata unearned 
part of the premiums received for the same now 
amount to? What unadjusted losses have you on 
hand for settlement? hat losses are adjusted 
but yet unpaid? Have you issued any policies at 
less than tariff rates required by regular com- 
panies? In your statements to me, in which you 
used the terms profits, surplus, gains, or words of 
like significance, had these been calculated with- 
out reference to my unearned premium liability?

GREED OF LIVERYMEN EXCITES 
"POPULAR INDIGNATION. 


Their Proposed Charge of $1.25 a Mile for 
Carriages During the World’s Fair Ded- 
ication Strongly Denounced—A Rate of 
$15 a Day Deemed Sufficient—Need of 
the City Council Taking Decisive Ac- 
tion Against the Combine—Exposition 
Officials Complaining Bitterly. 

The proposition of Chicago liverymen to 
charge at the tate of $1.25a mile for the use 
of their vehicles during the dedicatory serv- 
ices of the Fair has been received with disgust 
— all persons who have any sense of right 

and fairness, or any appreciation of the 
gracious virtue of hospitality. More unkind 
things have been said since this proposition 
became public than were ever before said 
about Chicago. Extortion is what the 
action of the’ liverymen is called by 
all fair-minded citizens, while prospective 
visitors are in a state of alarm. 

It.is eight miles to the Fair grounds and 
eight miles from thereto the center of the 
city, or sixteen miles in all. Isn't $1.25 a 
mile a trifle luxurious even for a liveryman, 
whose prices, as other prices go, leave a large 
margin of profit to him at all times and un- 
der ordinary circumstances? The proposition 
simply means that Chicago liverymen desire 
to attempt to out-Shylock Shylock. The 
figures they fix are not only unusual but exor- 
bitant. 

Treason to the City. 

Fleecing of strangers, though an old trick 
of greed, savors of dishonesty, and honesty is 
much the better policy. It is treason to the 
city and the Fair, for the welfare of which 
Chien o has labored so well and faithfully. 

ile the ioformation of the contem- 
3 extortion of the liverymen will, 
doubtless, deter many from coming 
to attend the pe seas exercises, 
there will be many who will come and 
will refuse to give up the pound of flesh. Chi-

World's Fair Officials Indignant. 

Exposition officials do not intend to be 
squeezed by the liverymen. The more they 
thought yesterday about the outrageous price 
demanded for carriages the greater becam3 
their determination not to submit to extor- 
tion. Instead of $20 or $22 a day for carriages 
they will pay but $15, and they have reduced 
the number which they proposed employing 
from 500 to 250. 

Commissioner George V. Massey of the 
Council of Administration proposed a solution 
yesterday for the difficulty, and one which 
would limit the charges which hackmen or 
liverymen could make. 

think,“ said he, for the honor and dig- 
nity of Chicago, shu rtly to become the host of 
nations and individuals from every land, that 
the City Council should act. I believe it has 
the authority to fix finally carriage-hire 
charges. I only offer this as a suggestion. If 
the City Council would repeal its ordinances 


on this subject and pass new ones it could de- 


feat combines’ or extortioners’ -prices. Why 
not let the present schedule stand so far as it 
relates to the price per hour or hours, and 
make a provision that the charges for a single 
day should not exceed $15. That is a fair 
limit.

he did not get enough. He even knocked 
off something over $100 on his bill, which, as 
J remember it, was about $2,200. We shall 
not pay more than $15 aday next month, and 
we will get ali the carriages we need at that 
price. The liverymen are going to get fooled 
on what they think will be the general de- 
mand. 

Serious Injury to Chicago, 

But the worst feature about the whole 
business is that Chicago will be greatly in- 
jured if such prices as demanded were paid. 
The Vienna Exposition some years ago was a 
financial failure from causes similar to this. 
Vienna merchants, hackmen, hotelkeepers, 
and so on started out to make money on the 
jump. They simply fleeced every visitor who 
entered the city. As a result when their ex- 
tortionate methods became known the at- 
tendance fell away, and the show was a fail- 
ure. 

“We can’t afford to have any such stories 
emanate from Chicago. If people begin to 
believe the town is full of pirates and robbers 
in the guise of liverymen, hotelkeepers, bar- 
bers, etc., untold injury will be done to both 
the city and the World's Fair. Chicago has 
too many enemies who are ready to substi- 
tute falsehoods for truth on the slightest prov- 
ocation. No opportunity should be given for 
furthering their malice. It is time for the 
fair-minded citizens of Chicago to act and 
make odious any person or class of persons 
who seek to damage the reputation uf the 
city for the sake of a little gain.”

The British Always Opposed to the Amer- 
icans Doing Their Own Manufacturing— 
A Valuable Contribution to the Protec- 
tion and Free Trade Questions by Col. 
Jacobson, a Scandinavian,

Lane, whose father was once well known in 
the Island of Barbados, where he was at one 
time Speaker of the House of Assembly. 
From early girlhood Mrs. Clifford wrote sto 
ries and verses which easily found a place in 
magazines and newspapers. She also wrote a 
novel in these early days, which, after she be- 
came à widow in , she partly rewrote and 
enlarged and published anonymously under 
the name of The Dmgy House at Kensi 

ton. In 1875 she married Mr, W. K. Clif- 


ford, F. R. S., but in less than four years sae 
was left a widow with two little girls.

TORPEDO BOAT NO. 2 NEARLY COMPLETED 


How the Naval Craft Has Been Bullt in an 
Inland City. 

Dusvausg, Ia., Sept. 24.— Special.] — Tor- 
pedo Boat No. 2 for the United States navy 
will be finished by November. The plans and 
specifications have been furnished by the 
United States Government, though many of 
the minor details are by the lowa iron works. 
This is the plan: Hull 150 feet long, 15-foot 
beam, 11 feet deep, made of steel angles and 
plates, the outside to de of galvanized steel 
one-eighth of an inch thick. The steel in the 
deck is made specially fron goverument 
specifications. On the deck is placed a con- 
ning tower, a conical box, about six feet in 
diameter and seven feet high. From this 
tower the vessel is steered and haudled, the 
power which regulates the discharge of the 
torpedo originating here. In the bow, two 
feet above the water line, is the torpedo tube, 
twelve inches in diameter,ten or twelve feet in 
length. There is also a space on deck from 
which a torpedo may be fired. The boat is 
furnished with quadruple expansion engines 
with twin screws; the boilers are of the 
Thornycroft pattern—the best made; it is an 
English patent. Included in the machinery 
are eight cylinders, made from the most 
i 0 cast-iron, having heads of cast-steel, 
polished to a painful brightneas, 

The only wood used is the mast in the cen- 
ter. One hundred and twenty tons of metal 
have been used of will be used in its con- 
structiop, though the machinery, boiler, and 
water will weigh but fifty-one t quar- 
ter tons. motive power will develo 
a force equal to 2,000 pounds horse-power — 
a speet of twenty-four knots an hour. A knot 
is one and one-eighth mile. The work has 
been under the constant supervision uf Will- 
iam A. Windsor, Chief Engineer in the United 
States navy, and Lloyd Bankson, who super- 
intends the making of the hull. When fin- 
ished it will be launched in the Mississippi a 
few yards from its present position, floated 
down to the Gulf of Mexico, and ‘thence to the 
United States naval station at Pensacola, 
Fia. The price to be paid is $113,500, with an 
added bonus should the s prove greater

ANALYTICAL LABORS WARP HIS 
CREATIVE FACULTIES. 


In “Squire Kate” There Is a Straining for 
Effect Which Leads to Extravagance, 
and He Mistakes This for Power—Play- 
ers All superior to Their Parte A 
Temperance Town” Enjoyable, but 
in Its Argumentative Character Hope- 
lessly Silly—Miss Marlowe's Success. 


Mr. Robert Buchanan’s analytical labors as 
a critic seem to have warped his creative 
faculty, because his later works, both in verse 
and drama, do not realize the promise of his 
youth. Particularly in his plays there is a 
straining for effect which results in extrava- 
gance, and he mistakes that for power. Why 
he should have attempted a pastoral idyl of 
Sussex one is at a loss 20 explain, as he must 
have been familiar with Thomas Hardy's 
novel, Far from the madding Crowd, 
and Pinero’s kindred play, The 
Squire. The author of “The Squire” 
declares his play was written coin- 
cident with the romance, and although 
such a coincidence is nearly miraculous, the 
literary world generally accepts’ Mr. Pinero’s 
explanation. While Mr, Buchanan has not 
appropriated ‘any muterial from his prede- 
cessors in the same field, it is obvious that 
„Squire Kate would never have been under- 
taken if not suggested by the works men- 
tioned. This would not have militated 
against the play had it been an improvement 
on existing works instead ot a marked de- 
terioration. To seg Squire Kate’ enacted, 
even by so brilliant a company as that of Mr. 
Daniel Frohman, is much as if one were to 
find a beautiful etching destroyed and a vio- 
lent chromo on the same theme substituted in 


its stead. 

“‘Chromo-like’’ expresses the tone and feel- 
ing of this latest imported pastoral from En- 
gland. It racks the feelings of an audience 
without either soothing or elevating them. 
The character of Kate, which was powerfully 
treated by Miss Cayvan, was not 
cousistent; this, however, would not 
have been unpardonable in a female 
character if it had been also sympathetic. It 
is improbable that a woman brought up like 
Kate, accustomed to eelf-constraint and 
wrapped up in the tenderest Affection for her 
delicate sister, could, in a spasm of jealousy, 
rush like a tigress on thas sister, and then 
grovel, face downward, in convulsions of re- 
morse. Miss Cayvan would have ‘touched 
greatness in this scene if the conditions had 
warranted the passion portrayed. 

* * 

The audience at this 2 though shocked 
by the climax of Act II., is interested in the 
heart story of the two sisters. Instead of 
continuing the thread of his plot the author 
takes his grotesque villain into the gloomy 
mountains to purchase ison from an im- 
possible and melodramatic shepherd. This di 
gression is of no interest to the spectators; 
neither are the machinations of the veuerable 
rascal that are next depicted, and the whole 
act is as superfluous to the action of Sq ire 
Kate as it would be to Hamlet or The 
Silver King.” , 

A graphic characterization which stands 
out in the performance was old miser of 
Mr. William J. Le Mone. Strange that an 
actor can give so powerful and so polished an 
impersonation, and the author undermine his 
work by leaving the character a mass of evi- 
dent contradictions, That such a man should 
first poison a woman and a few moments 
later would weakly confess to the hero 
is an impossibility. The miser confesses be- 
cause it suits the purpose of Mr. Buchanan 
not because nature is the prompter. Let it 
be said, however, that in portraying the char- 
acter Mr. Le Moyne drew generously on his 
own resources as an artist and delighted the 
taste of those whose judgment condemned 
the author’s conception. There were instants 
when Mr. Le Moyne made a picture of which 
the proscenium arch was the frame. Such as 
when he huddled against the wagonload of 
hay in Act II.—a moment which would be in- 
spirational to a painter, 

If there was one thing more labored than 
Mr. Buchanan’s passion it was his humor. 
There was something fatuous in his idea of 
imitating Shakspeare’s loutish shepherds in 
As You Like It,“ putting them modern 
guise. Shakspeare drew Audrey as the ex- 
tremest contrast to Rosalind and Celia, but 
what could Mr. Buchanan mean his unbeara- 
ble pair of clods to represent? Near- 
ly all the Lyceum actors were superior 
to their parts, but it is hard to forgive 
Mr. Urmonde for the poreine guttural cachin- 
nation which even in memory rasps all one’s 
sensibilities. 

Thursday night The Wife” was substi- 
tuted for Squire Kate at Hooley’s, and it 
is not rash to assume that actors as well as 
the auditors were heartily glad of the change. 


* 

A new farce by Charles Hoyt is an event of 
note, for he is writing the most original work 
for the stage now being done in this 
country—work which will grow in sig- 


nificance as time passes, It is only 
to repeat impressions already recurded 
tu say that A Temperance Town is highly 
enjoyable as a farce, but in its argumentative 
character is hopelessly silly and uncalled for. 
Rich humor is shown in the mattet of charac- 
terization, but the sentiment is excruciatingly 
sad. Mr. Hoyt is the personification of that 
exceedingly uncommon thing called common 
sense, and how he could allow himself to present 
a pathetic salvuonkeeper to his auditors, and ex- 
pect it to be accepted as a type of the publican 
class can be explained only on the hypothesis 
that his own sense of the ridiculous is through 
excessive practice becoming calloused. The 
good things in A Temperence Town have 
evidently overbalanced the blemishes, for 
during the week the Grand has been filicd 
with well-pleased crowds.

Miss Marlowe appeared at McVicker’s in a 
wide repertory of characters so lovely that 
they should never be permitted to remain 
long absent from our boards. It is gratifying, 
therefore, to state that the engagement was 
financially satisfactory, being in this respect 
an advance upon all former visits. She has 
sensibly i:nproved as an actress in technical 
matters. In spiritual development, which is 
the thing she most needs, one could not per- 
ceive signs of a blossoming. It seems 
hard to say it, but it is a 
truth that certain artistic natures must be 
crushed like flowers to give out the essence of 
fragrance. There is this to be said in Miss 
Marlowe’s favor, she is yet only a girl, and so 
far she plays woman just as might any sweet 
and facile miss. Thus she is at her best in 
characters of an artificial kind like Parthenia, 
Galatea, Julia (in earlier as ); she pleases 
too in maidens of Shakespeare like 
Viola, Rosalind (partiy), and Juliet 
(of the first and second 
fails where the depths 
woman’s nature are to be sounded; when 
Juliet turns from the joy of love to look into 
the eyes of death, when Beatrice’s proud 
spirit soars, or when Imogen tastes the bitter- 
ness of the uttermost humiliation.

I have waved almost everything else in my 
time. but I have never been a diplomatist.

don't refer to such as are palpably burlesque, but 
to such as have at least a semblance of human 
nature, The difficulty was to find a character 
among our legislators that would not seem like 
an imitation of The Senator.“ If we had sought 
it iu age lt we could hardly have escaped the 
charge of plagiarism. So we looked abroad and 
the idea came to us that American dipfomaay in 
foreign lands was a good subject for 
mirth, whether philosophical or other. 
wise. Such Ministers as had met 
were dignified and sometimes pompous individ- 
uals, who spent most of théir time in practic 
cant ceremonies, and the rest in —— SS 
the American colony.

id residents of Rome told us remarkable yarns 
about the former personnel of the legation, and 
we soon discovered that the unusual things 
our American Minister was to do would be 
nowhere so probable as in Rome. If you 
have read of the disorganization into which all the 
European embassies in Paris were thrown when 
Mr. Washburne, our Minister, held the fort alone 
at the inning of the siege, you can appreciate 
the disorders that used to chronic in our lega- 
tion at Rome, and will unders that it is no 
stretch of imagination which a young 
woman in charge of the cipher code and leaves a 
youth of 21 in command of a situation that might 
end in war between Italy and the United States.

RECENTLY-FOUND WORK BY LISZT. 


It Will Soon Be Issued to the Music World 
in Germany. 

A recently discovered manuscript of Franz 
Liszt is now in the hands of Schott’s Sons, the 
publishers of Mainz, and will soon be issued 
to the music world. It will occupy a place 
entirely apart from any of the great pianist’s 
other compositions, by reason of its being a 
trio—a form of composition in which it was 
suppored he had never written. The newly- 
found work is a transcription of the Carne- 
val de Pesth for piano. violin, 5 cello. 

although the fact of its being only a tran- 
ret on — at first seem to detract from the 
importance of its discovery, the statements 
made by those who have examined the manu- 
script cause tne belief that important changes 
and additions made by Liszt when transcrib- 

the original work lend the trio an indi- 
viduality sufficiently marked to entitle it toa 
distinct place among his compositions. 

The manuscript consists of some twenty- 
two pages, and both title and author's name 
are lacking. The writing as well as the con- 
tents proves the work to be Liszt’s, however. 
Fritz Volbach, who has edited the work, 
writes of it as follows in the Allgemeine Musik 
Zeitung: 

At first glance one believes it to be merely a 
sketch. Expression and dynamic signs are en- 
tirely wanting. In supplying these I have felt

Of Wilhelm Jahn, the director of the Vienna 
Royal Opera, who recently celebrated the for- 
tieth anniversary of his entrance upon a mu- 
sical career, the Vienna Fremdenblatt gives 
the foliowing sketch, and speaks these words 
of praise: “ But 17 years of age was the fair- 
haired lad, when in Temsvar, under the di- 
rection of Strampfer, he vegan his career as 
a musician.

Plain Talk to the Former Adventurer and 
Present Mugwump-Democrat—Always a 
Snarling Fault-Finder. 

Cleveland Leader: My attention has been di- 
rected by Maj. E. S. Bullis of Cleveland to a 
letter written by President Lincoln to Carl 
Schurz. Maj. Bullis says it ought to be 
published.“ I think so myself. Lincoln’s 
estimate of this pretentious reformer will be 
„mighty interesting reading at this time, as 
Greeley was wont to put it. 

Schurz was in Spain when the War of the 
Rebellion began, where he had been sent by 
Lincoln to represent this government. He 
came home ostensibly to Sant, but a musket 
wasn’t the weapon he wanted, He sought to 
cut and slash, and a sword was put in his 
hand and he was seut to the front. 

It is well known to all, — that he be- 
came only a commonplace soldier hardly 
that, in fact. However, he had an idea that 
he could put down the war if given the chance. 
Instead of fighting, for which he was hired 
ana paid, he stroked his beard and invented 
policies. At 20 he considered himself wise 
enough to give Germany a new constitution 
and to pick out a suitable man for King. At 
83, as a Brigadier-General in the Federal 
army, he considered Lincoln a failure, and 
sought to give him advice and to iustruct him. 
He wrote Lincoln a letter directly after the 
autumn election in 1862, and got an answer 
straightway. The answer is the letter to 
which Maj. Bullis called my attention. Some 
parts of it are exceedingly breezy and frank, 
and I quote them with considerable satisfac- 
tion. 

I have just received and read your letter 
of the 20th” (November), wrote Lincoln. 
“The purport of it is that we lost the late 
elections, and the administration is fail ing be- 
cause the war is unsuccessful, and that I must 
not flatter myself that I am not justly to 
blame for it.’ 

The impudence of Schurz—and it was surely 
monumental—to presume to write a letter of 
this descripttion to the Presiden: of the Unit- 
ed States when he himself was a stick in the 
field and a positive failure, is quite enough to 
take one’s breath away even now. 

“I certainly know,“ continued Lincoln, 

‘that if the war fails the administration fails, 

and that I will be blamed for it whether I de- 
serve it or not. And I ought to be blamed if I 
could do better. You think I could do better; 
therefore you blame me already. I think 1 
could uot do better; therefore I blame you for 
blaming me. I understand you now to be will- 
ing to accept the help of men who are not 
Republicans, provided they have ‘heart in 
it.’ Agreed. I want no others. But who is 
to be judge of hearts or of the ‘heart in it’? 
If I must discard my own judgment and take 
yours, I also must take that of others, and by 
the time I should reject ali I should be ad- 
vised to reject I should have none left, Repub- 
licans or others—not even yourself. To be 
assured, my dear sir —and here Lincoln took 
out his knife and cut deep— there are men 
who have ‘ heart in it’ that think you are per- 
forming your part as poorly as you think I am 
performing mine. 

Continuing, Lincoln said: ‘In answer to 
your question, ‘Has it not been publicly stated 
in the newspapers, and apparently proved as a 
fact, that from the commencement of the war 
the enemy was continually supplied with in- 
formation by sonie of confidential subor- 
dinates of as important an officer as Adjutant- 
General Thomas?’ I must say ‘no,’ so far as 
my knowledge extends. And I add that if you 
can give any tangible evidence upon the sub- 
— 1 will thank you to come to this city and 

o 80. 

But Schurz didn't come to this city and do 
80. That wasn’t his intention. His purpose 
was to stab men in the back, to give advice, to 
criticise his betters, and to do as little tighting 
with his hands as possible. 

[Since Schurz joined the Democrats he seems 
happy and contented. He has no fault to 
find with his Tammany Hall boodle and biack- 
guard political associates, though they have 
done nothing for him. The Republicans 
heaped honors and emoluments upon him, 
but he never was satisfied— never pleased, but 
always snarling at or abusing some leader of 
the party. Lincoln sized him up 30 years 
ago.] 


PROTECTION AND THE SOUTH. 
— 


What the Policy of the Republican Party 
Has Done for That Section, 

New York Advertiser (Ind.): Editor Frank 
A. Heywood of the Southern Progress, pub- 
lished in Norfolk, Va., told the reporters yes- 
terday what protection had done for the South, 
and discussed the political situation. 

“The Northern Republicans, as well as 
those who are supposed to represent. the Re- 
publican party in the South, seem to fail to 
take into consideration that unti] within the 
last four years there was no particular reason 
why the Southerner should vote the Repub- 
lican ticket, said Mr. Heywood. ‘ Until 
within tne last four years our interests were 

urely agricultural, and we had no manu- 

actories of any kind. If we wanted to buy a 

coat we naturally wanted to get it at the 
cheapest place, consequently we were all ad- 
vocates of free trade. 

But since the adoption of the McKinley 
law we have erected 6,454 manufactories. We 
have not any rich manufacturers in that sec- 
tion, for the Northern manufacturers, who 
are making money, have no reason to come to 
us. Our manufacturers are all men who were 
unable to stand the great competition in the 
Norther States or they were managers, fore- 
menor superintendents who wish to enter 
upon enterprises of their own and came South, 
where the chances were greatest. These 6,454 
manufacturing enterprises have given em- 
ployment to thousands of people who never 
worked before, and these people thoroughly 
understand that their interests are entirely de- 
pendent upon the protective tariff. 

For instance, we have 150 mills sawing 
North Carolina pine, The mills employ 
15.000 men. If lumoer was put on the free 
list North Carolina wauld lose its New En- 
gland market, and necessarily these mills 
would have to close. We have no home 
market. | 

In the first six months of this year we 
opened 182 mines, every one dependent upon 
the protective tariff. If coal was put on the 
free list Nova Scotia coal would keepus out 
of our New England trade. This would also 
destroy the values of the properties of the 
Norfolk and Western, Virginia and Dan- 
ville, and Central and Pittsburg railroads. 
Since the tariff has been adopted, and coal 
has borne 75 per cent of the entire toanage, 
it has increased from 11,000 tons to 824,000, 
The Elk Garden district is mining 12,000 tons 
daily. Coketon has four mines, and the out- 
put is 1,500 tons daily. At Douglass, 50,000 
tons were taken out last year, and it is esti- 
mated that tnere are 50,000,000 tons concealed 
undoubtedly in the Roaring Creek region. 
These figures are being presented to the 
people in our district in a manner which ad- 
mits no question. ä 

Four knitting mills have been erected in 
Norfolk since the McKinley bill was adopted. 
They ei ~~ 800 people who never had work 
before. Every one who knows anything about 
the knitting businuss knows that there would 
be no knitting mill in the South or anywhere 
else but for the McKinley tariff. There are a 
hundred knitting mills in the ten Southern 
States. They give employment to 200.000 
people, and you may, depend upon it that 
these 200,000 2 are very much impressed 
with the value of the McKinley tariff law. 

The Republican subsidy bill gave New- 
port News a shipyard which employs 2,000 
men. There would be no shipyard in New 
port News but for the subsidy bill. 

It has been asked if we expect to carry 
any of the Southern States for Harrison. 
That is a subject about which there may be 
some question, but we certainly will have 
more Kepublicans in the Fifty-third Congress 
than we have sent in the entire twenty-five 


years since the war.

THE PUBLIC SCHOOL QUESTION. 


No Sect Should Be Exempt from Taxes for 
Support of Public Schools. 

Cad, Sept. 17.— [Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—The pastoral letter of Archbishop Feehan 
and Bishops Spaldimg, Ryan, and Janssen 
says: “It is not right that we Catholics 
should have to contribute to the support of 
both the public and parochial schools.” My 
children were sent to an Episcopal parochial 
school. The Lutherans have their parochial 
schools. I have friends thatsend their chil- 
dren to denominational and private schools. 
Am I to infer that only we Catholics” are 
to be exempt from the burden of taxation for 
the support of public schools? 

Let us suppose that the pastoral letter 
means just what it says, then must laws be 
framed in the interests of Catholies only? 
and assessors discriminate upon tlie line of 
religious convictions? Or if a broader ground 
is assumed and all persons that support other 
than the public schools are to be exempt from 
school taxation, would not inextricable con- 
fusion in the assessment of taxes follow? 
Private schools and parochial schools might 
embrace every degree of latitude, and all 
manner of evasions follow by the vicious, the 
miserly, the ignorant, and by any enemies of 
the public school system. This must be con-

FOSTER’S ROARING FARCE.

The 
only importance of the farce enacted in Fos- 
ter’s so-called court is this: that it shows the 
control the boss has of the Democratic 
party.

Judging from his con- 
duct night before last, however, he is ignorant 
of the fact that he is a judicial officer, and 
farcies that he is still Chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic Central committee. When he occu- 
pied the last-named position he felt it to be 
his duty so to act as to swell the number of 
Democratic voters, regardless of other con- 
siderations. A Judge should not be influenced 
by such a motive. It is his duty to ascertain 
whether an applicant for naturalization is 
honest in his statements, and he should wel- 
come all assistance from whatever ‘source it 
may come. 

An arrangement was made between several 
of the Republican and Democratic Judges a 
few days ago thata record should be kept of 
the residences of applicants for naturalization 
and of their witnesses, and that instead of the 
perfunctory methods of the past there should 
be an honest examination of applicante and 
of witnesses as to the legal right of the alien 
to naturalization. The record of residences 
is of value because it makes it easier to ascer- 
tain if lying has been done by perjured wit- 
nesses.- If American citizenship ig of any 
value, and if it should be bestowed only upon 
those who are lawfully entitled to it, these 
precautions will commend themselves to every 
honest mind. 

The above agreement, however, which has 
been observed by other Democratic Judges, 
was violated by the ex-Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic Central committee Friday evening. 
According to the report of the proceedings : 

Judge Jonas Hutchinson made citizens of 
the United States out of 200 foreigners in the 
County Commissioners’ rooms last night. Attor- 
ney W. H. Johnson, representing the Republican 
Executive committee, was in the room with a 
stenographer to take down the names of the men 
naturalized and of the witnesses, and just before 
Judge Hutchinson began the labors of the even- 
ing Mr. Johnson asked that the addresses of all 
be asked, so that in case of any question arising 


in future regarding the truth of the statements 
made the principals and witnesses could be looked 


Judge Hutchinson not only refased to ask for 
the addresses, but would not even read the names. 
He would pick up the application for naturaliza- 
tion and would say to the applicant, “ Is this 
your name on here?’ Then the same question to 
the witness. In this way the names of neither 
would. be pronounced. and after oath had been 
made would pass the applicant on to the Clerk 
for certification. 

Judge Hutchinson became wroth at the re- 
quests of Attorney Johnson, and threatened to 
bave bim put out of the room. 

This is not the conduct of an upright Judge, 
but of a partisan, pot-house politician. Mr. 
Hutchinson was for two years a pupil of 
Cregier, and he has not forgotten the instruc- 
tion he received from that eminent Democrat. 
He acts as if imbued with the idea that loy- 
alty to party outranks loyalty to the law, and 
that he should regulate his conduct on the 
bench, not by the principles of equity or the

But, Mr, Hutchinson’s bad training is no 
reason why the Republicans should be de- 
prived of their rights, or the naturalization 
laws should be laxly administered. Mr. 
Hutchinson’s Democratic colleagues should 
take him in hand and point out to him the 
gross impropriety of his conduct. That may 
not affect him, but he may be influenced by 
their representations of the inexpediency and 
impropriety of his procedure. When the voters 
see a candidate making voters for himself by 
the hundred and disregarding the precautions 
which all other Judges deem it right to take, 
they will say he is not the man to whom they 
wish to intrust their lives, their liberty, and 
their property, and they will cast their ballots 
against him. And in doing so they may not 
discriminate nicely, and let the weight of their 
disapproval fall on all the candidates of a 
party which selects such a man for Judge. 


TRYING TO ESTABLISH A GAMBLING DEN 
BY INJUNCTION. 

During the recent cholera excitement in 
New York one of the Supreme Court Justices 
granted an ex parte injunction forbidding the 
Governor of the State and the Health Officer 
of the Port to land on Fire Island the cabin 
passengers of the Normannia. The injunction 
was invalid, because the law provides that a 
State officer shall not be enjoined excopt at 
general term, that is, when three 
Justices are sitting together. But the 
fact that a Judge attempted to tie 
the hands of officials at such atime, when 
they were doing their best to keep out cholera, 
and also to take care of the non-infected pas- 
sengers on the infected ships, has caused sev- 
eral of the New York papers to comment on 
the free and easy way in which injunctions are 
granted, especially where private individuals 
and corporatiors are concerned, and the ex- 
pense and ruin which have often ensued. 

That same tendency to grant ex parte in- 
junctions is observable in Illinois. As a gen- 
eral thing any person can go into court, swear 
to any assertion he pleases, and get a tempo- 
rary injunction. Before the matter can be 
argued and both sides heard irremediable 
mischief may be done. It is a question 
whether these injunctions do not do more 
harm than they do good. Unusual 
recklessness was displayed, however, by 
the New York Judge when he sought to 
interfere at a critical moment with the execu- 
tive branch of the government. Nothing of 
that kind has been done here as yet, and if the 
Illinois Judges pursue a wise and conservative 
policy they will be careful to avoid any act 
which may trench on the rights ofa codr- 
dinate branch of the government, especially 
when the latter is engaged in the suppression 
of crime. 

Application has been made to Judge Bren- 
tano by the people who run the betting shop 
at Garfield Park to enjoin the city authorities 
from interfering with them, although they are 
trying to run without a license, in violation of 
the city ordinance. He decliged most prop- 
erly to grant the temporary Wees, which 
the gamblers would have been glad to pro- 
cure to enable them to get a few days“ racing, 
and raise some money to pay their lawyers’ 
bills. Instead of that he referred the matter 
to a Master in Chancery to take evidence and 
report to him. 

The report which a Master may make is not 
binding on a Judge, though what the former 
recommends is generally done, Since in 
this case both Master and Judge are taking 
their time and giving the subject mature de- 
liberation, the probabilities are that both will 
agree that judicial interference is not called 
for. The evidence presented by the city 
and most of that presented by the pe- 
titioners for an injunction will show that ‘the 
latter, under the pretense of improving the 
breed and speed of horses, are endeavoring to 
foster the spirit of gambling, and to rope in 
suckers and fleece them, while the authorities 
are not merely endeavoring to enforce the 
city ordinances but are working for the pub- 
lic morals and the public welfare. 

Judges should be careful about enjoining 
city executive officers, unless the latter are 
clearly and unquestionably in the wrong, nor 
should they be so led astray by technicalities 

as to disregard equity. There are no obscuri- 
ties or uncertainties in the pending case, how- 
ever. The authorities are altogether in the 
right and the gamblers altogether in the 
wrong, and the writ of injunction should not 
be used to set up a gambling shop to corrupt 
the morals of Chicagoans.

THE COLUMBUS FEATURES. 

The authorities have decided that the Co- 
lumbus whose features are to appear on the 
souvenir half-dollars shall be the one por- 
trayed in the recently discovered picture 
which is believed to be by Lorenzo Lotto, a 
painter whose name is not a very familiar 
one, but whose portrait work 1s hardly second 
to that of Titian. While it is not proved that 
this picture is the counterfeit presentment of 
Columbus, it is asserted that more can be 
said for it in support of its genuineness than 
any one of the other thirty odd alleged por- 
traits. 

It is supposed that this picture was painted 
for Domenico Malipiero, a Venetian Senator 
and historian, at the instance of the Secretary 
of the Venetian Ambassador to Spain, who 
was in intimate communication with Colum- 
bus at Grenada in 1501, and that it 
passed through various hands until it was 
bought in 1891 by Capt. Frank H. Mason, 
United States Consul at Frankfort, for the 
World’s Fair. 

The belief in the authenticity of the picture 
rests rather on what the picture shows than on 
the imperfect records of its successive owner- 
ships.

In the address recently issued by the Ger. 
man-American Democrats the subject of the 


tariff is dealt with in a gingerly feshiop, in 
respect to the protection sentiments of Mr, 
Hesing. The writers, knqwing: the protection 
proclivities of most of the Germans, aid not 
venture to indorse unadulterated free trade, 
as laid down in their platform. They attempt, 
however, to insinuate that protection is of no 
value to the workingman. They day it in this 
way: 

The Democratic party denies emphatically that 
a republican government has the right, in the 
manner of despots, to tax the masses in order to 
enrich its favorites. The contention that high 
tariff is solely for the benefit of the laborer it 
stamps as untrue, as it has shown that the wages 
in unprotected industries are at least as high as 
they are in protected ones; and that the capital- 
ists will never of their own free volition divide 
the profits of protection with the laborer. The 
protection of the workingman consists solely * 
the organization of labor. 

The innuendo is that as the wages in bo- 
tected industries are about the same as in the 
protected ones therefore protection has not 
raised the wages of those engaged in the last- 
named class of industries, ! 

The answer is that the raising of the wages 
of one set of workmen by protection sym- 
pathetically raises the Wages of the other set. 
The effect of protectiv® duties is to enable 
those who are engaged in competitive in- 
dustries to pay wages which are much 
higher than those paid in Europe 
and yet manufacture at a reasonable profit. 
When the men who labor in the mills and the 
factories receive higher pay the workmen in 
all other vocations demand and succeed in se- 
curing similar high wages for themselves, 
even though they are employed in aon-pro- 
tected trades. And they are the more easily 
enabled to do it because such a mass of 
labor is drawu off into the protected indus- 
tries. But for that fact.the most thorough or- 
ganization would be ineffectual, 

It is singular that the writers and signers of 
that address could not perceive the far-reach- 
ing effect of protection. It did not escape the 
keen vision of an older Democrat and free 
trader—John C. Calhoun, a man who was 
hopelessly in the wrong, bué who was not as 
illogical as many of his successors. Said he: 

The object of the protective tariff system is, 
while obtaining revenue. to raise the wages of 
labor and to protect manufacturing enterprises 
from being cut to pieces by the cheap-labor Eu- 
ropean competitor—which. from the nature of 
things, cannot be done without raising corre- 
spondingly the wages of all workmen as well as 
those not protected [and thus enable the unpro- 

tected employer to pay higher wages]. 

His colleague, Col. Hayne, also a free 
trader, was equally honest. Said he: 

Farmers in the neighborhood who supply the 
operatives with food, mechanics who construct 
the buildings and machinery, clergymen, physi- 
cians, lawyers, and others who make up a manu- 
facturing village, all come in fora share of the 
gaiu, and constitute in fact the protected class 
who enjoy the benefit of the system. 

These German Dewocrats should read the 
admissions of the honest free traders of 1833, 
who said frankly that they wanted to get rid 
of protection so as to force down the reward 
of labor of Northern workirigmen to about 12 
cents a day, or what it coat them to feed and 
clothe one of their slaves. .. 

If the protected industries were struck down 
and the wages of those who work in them out 
50 per cent there would speedily be an equal 
fall in the compensation of those laboring 
in the non-protected industries. The ques- 
tion tor the workingm@ny the -German- 
American ones included, is whether the 
wages of the two classes shall be on the same 
high level or the same low one. If they pre- 
fer the latter, then let them vote for Cleveland 
and Altgeld. The probability is that the Ger- 
man Democrats who signed the address did 
not one of them read it before appending 
their names thereto, but trusted the two or 
three free trade politicians who got it up.

The London Daily News, the organ of the 
Gladstonians—that is to say, of the most pro- 
gressive element of England—in its issue of 
Sept. 12 inst. has a column editorial article of 
kindly and indeed eulogistic reference to it. 
Commenting on the announcement that the 
heir to the Austrian throne is going to make 
the grand tour of the world, and that he will 
visit the Chicago Exhibition, the News re- 
marks: The main interest of the announce- 
ment lies in this last part of it.“ Further on, 
alluding to the Columbus festivities at Genoa, 
recently, the News says that they may be re- 
garded as introductory to the great Chicago 


celebration. It adds: 

Genoa has of course every richt to honor Co- 
lumbus on its own account, butits exhibition, 
graced though it has been by the presence of the 
King and Queen of Italy, is but a first act of the 
great drama which is to be played in the city of 
the West. Chicago and Genoa have the same ob- 
ject in view. Both celebrate the four hundredth 
anniversary of the discovery of America. In sun 
a celebration the Americans are naturally deter- 
mined that no one shall take the chief part out of 
their hands. 

They cannot be ‘fully ready till 1893, but Co- 
lumbus first saw American land, though not the 
mainland, in 1492. He sailed on the 3d of August, 
and on the 12th October he went ashote on the 
Island of Guanahani, one of the Bahamas. On 
that date accordingly, and even on the day be- 
fore it, there will be a ceremonial for the “ dedi- 
cation” of the Exhibition which the President 
will attend. The buildings will then be pushed 
forward with feverish energy, and in the spring 
of next year the doors will be thrown open to 
the whole world. 

The News is also appreciative of the great 
part that Chicago among American cities is 
taking in this great work in commemoration 
of the discovery of the American continent. 
It has ite own notions, however, as to the mo- 
tives of what Ald. O'Neill calls the Imperial 
City of Chicago,” and speaks of them in this 


Way: 

Chicago, to tell the truth about it, celebrates 
itself as well as Columbus and the continent in 
this colossal fete. Its object is to sample the 
power and glory of America by exhibiting its own 
grandeur. It has grown weary of the honor 
which it won in getting itself burned down and 
built up again in the shortest time on record 
some few years ago. It represents the great West, 
or it hkes to think so, though it 1s still very much 
on the eastern side of the line of American domin- 
ion. At any rate it is quite determined that it 
will stand no nonsense from New York, and it has 
emphasized this determination by winning the 
right to represent the Union on this solemn occa- 
sion. New York competed for the exhibition, and 
it was beaten.

SOWING THE TARES AMONG THE WHEAT. 

Thus saith the parable: 

The Kingdom of Heaven is likened unto a man 
which sowed, good seed in his field; but while 
men slept his enemy came and sowed tares among 
the wheat and went his way. 

Mr. Cleveland sowed free trade seed when 
he wrote in his message of 1887: 

Those who buy imports pay the duty charged 
thereon into the public Treasury, but the great 
majority of our citizens who bdy domestic arti- 
cles of the same class pay a sum at least approx- 
imately equal to this duty to the home manufact- 
urer. 

And the seed bore fruit in the form of a 
Democratic tariff plank which reads: We 
declare it to be a fundamental principle of 
the Deinocratig party that the Federal Govern- 
meat has no constitutional power to impose 
and collect tariff duties except for the purpose 
of revenue only.“ 

But while Cleveland was sleeping, or fish- 
ing, or answering some letter asking his in- 
tercession for a murderer in Tennessee, or 
was sending dispatches to Alabama Jones, 
who was elected by ballot-box stuffing, Sena- 
tor Hill came along and sowed in the field 
protection tares like these: 

We favor a tariff for revenue only, limited to 
the neeeassities of the government economically 

administered, and go adjusted in its application, 
so far as practicable, as to prevent unequal bur- 
dens, encourage productive industries at home, 
and afford just comipensation to labor, but not to

The tariff imposed on all manufactured articles 
(other than those which for good reasons are 
placed on the free list) should equal the differ- 
ence between the ratie of wages paidin this and 
foreign countries, so far as labor enters into the 
cost of their production. 

The tariff will be far many years to come amply 
sufficient to afford in¢identally all the protection 
which the most ardeht advocate of the system 
can reasonably ask. .. . The indirect benefit 
cannot well be avoided, and we do not seek to 
prevent it, but desire to facilitate it, and render 
it effectual by the exercise of a proper discrimi- 
nation. .°. . We would discriminate in favor 
of American labor and American industries. 
The tariff on manufactured articles should, as a 
general rule, be larger where similar articles are 
manufactured in this country than where they are 
not. 

The parable continuing says: 

When the blade was sprung up and brought 
forth fruit then appeared the tares also, so the 
servants of the householder came and said unto 
him: Sir, didst not thou sow good seed in thy 
field? From whence then hath it tares? He said 
unto them: An enemy hath done this. The 
servants said unto him: Wilt thou then that we 
go and gatherthem up? But he said nay, lest 
while ye pull up the tares, ye root up also the 
wheat with them. 

It Mr. Cleveland had not slept but had

The Other Makes No Defense. 

HannIisvILL. Mich., Sept. 24.— [Special.] — 
As a result of a tragedy that occurred during 
the night in a lonely cabin in the woods about 
twelve miles northwest of Harrisville, Walter 
Carr is dead and Charles Whiteman, a self. 
confessed murderer, is behind the bars in this 
village. The two lived together and carried 
on farming and lumbering in partnership. 
Carr was married and had four children, 
while Whiteman was single, but it transpires 
has for a lung time been in love with his 
partner’s wife. Yesterday Whiteman and 
Carr’s wife went to Mud Lake Junction. Carr 
was supposed to have gone on a journey, but 
ins followed them and charged them with 
playing double. The men asa result had a 
pitched battle and the guilty partner was 
severely pounded. Whiteman and Mrs. Carr 
then drove home followed by the husband. 

Late in the evening Whiteman met him in 
the yard and referring to the fight just pre- 
vious said: Well, if I cannot fix you in one 
way I can in another.“ He then ran to the 
barn secured a rifle, while Carr rushed 
into the house and secured his gun. 
Each. man rushed toward the other, firing 
twice each as they ran. The shots went vide, 
and by this time the men were within striking 
distance and their guns crossed. Carr again 
pulled the trigger, but the cartridge failed to 
explode. Whiteman worked his weapon with 
better results, and Carr fell to his knees with 
hattered 
arm. _ Whiteman took him by the throat and, 
throwing his victim’s gun away, pushed him 
on his back on the ground. 

Carr wriggled from his grasp, and, grabb 
his gun, again pulled the hammer back 
rele it. e weapon again failed him, 
when Whiteman placed his gun to the wounded 
man’s right shoulder and fired, the ball pass- 
ing through Carr’s body, being so deflected 
downward that it passed out well down in the 
back. Carr died instantly. Carr's 13-year- 
old daughter carried the news to the neighbors 
several miles away, and, at an early hour this 
morning, a large party of farmers armed 
with guns and revolvers appeared at the house. 
Whiteman made no resistance, and willingly 
came to Harrisville with his captors, He ex- 
peeaed no regret for his deed and makes no 


Standing Up for Kansas. 
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Michigan Men Disagree and One Is Dead— 
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DEMAND FOR PROPERTY POR In- 
MEDIATE USE THE FEATURE. 
Developing Transportation Facilities One 
of the Most Important Elements in the 
Situation—Continued Tendency South- 
ward of the Business Center ~ High 
Prices on Michigan Avenue—Many New 
Appartment Houses — Electric Street- 

Car Lines in Outlying Districts. 

A characteristic feature of the real estate 
‘market is the demand for intended 
for needed use, and the absolute lack of de- 
mand for speculativé property. Not in the 
memory of the average real estate agent has 
the speculative market been duller. There is 
simply nothing at all doing in fields which 
two years ago were whirlwinds of activity. 
But there is a far more solid basis to the mar- 
ket than that, and this dying out of specula- 
tive trading has by no means left brokers idle. 
There is a demand probably beyond all prece- 
dent for property needed for actual and im- 
mediate use. It is the same old story of Chi- 
cago’s marvelous growth, of people coming 
here in astounding numbe All ot them 
must be sheltered, many of must en- 
gage in business, and the demand\for homes, 
offices, and stores is everything that the most 
enthusiastic boomer could wish. 

The residence demand is m ost conspicuous 
on the South Side and directly in the line of 
improved transportation facilities. The 
holders of North Side property are loud in 
bemoaning the fate which leaves property 
vastly superior in its natural advantages to 
anything else about the city entirely out of 
the line of improvement. There are many 
people who are confident that the finest resi- 
dence district of Chicago will ultimately be 
found along the north shore, Nowhere else 
can be found property which can compare 
with this in natural advan it is said. 
But these natural advantages go for little so 
long as people are not able to get to the prop- 
erty. 

It is to be seen now with more and more 
clearness the marked changes in the real- 
estate situation which improved and increased 
transportation facilities are to make. A great 
number of transactions have followed in the 
wake and gone in advance of the construction 
of the South Side elevated road, and the indi- 
cations are that those are but the forerunner 
of a vastly greater business. The possibili- 
ties of a West Side elevated road have now 
reached the point of positive assurance, There 
can be no doubt that the West Chicago Metro- 
politan Elevated will be constructed, and it 
seems likely, too, that the Lake Street road 
will also be in operation before a great while. 

A plan which transpired during the week 
through the incorporation of the Chicago Ter- 
minal railway company comprehends the con- 
struction ofa belt road in the down-town 
quarter which will serve as the terminal for 
the three elevated lines now being constructed 
and for any others that may be built in the 
future. There is some doubt as to how solid 
the backing of the enterprise is at present, 
but the plan itself is received with decided 
favor, and the opinion is quite generally ex- 
pressed that the problem of terminals for the 
elevated lines will be worked out after this 
plan. If it is it would then be easily possible 
toadd a North Side road to those already 
under way, and then perhaps the dream which 
the owners of north shofe property have long 
been cherishing will begin to be fulfilled. 

Growth of Electric Lines, 

Of quite as much importance as the devel- 
opment in elevated railroad quarters is the 
tendency toward the construction of outlying 
electric surface roads. Chicago is now sur- 
rounded on every hand with cities that have 
street-car facilities vast 4 2 and ner 
ated much more chea henever a Chi- 
cago man goes a from home and is 
whisked about with the rapidity and the free- 
dom from breakdowns and accidents which 
characterizes the electrie rogds almost every- 
where that they are in we, is pretty certain 
to come home and electric street- 
car lines. Slow horse cars become painfuily 
slow in the presence of a memory of an elec- 
tric motor. ‘ 

The large companies bre béginning to make 
a move in the direction of udopting electricity 
for the outlying lines. The City railway has 
now definitely decided to equip Thirty-ninth, 
Forty-seventh, Sixty-firat, and Sixty-third 
streets with electric lines. It wiil be the pol- 
icy of the company, officials say, to put elec- 
tric motors upon all other horse-car lines just 
as rapidiy as the people: are ready for them. 
There will be no attemp; to push the introduc- 
tion of electricity, but if the people ask for its 
adoption the company ready to displace 
the horse cars and put in electrical equipment. 
The North Side road already has a short elec- 
tric line in operation, and it is one that is 
particularly interesting from the fact that 
it does away with the overhead trolley. the 
one point against electric roads to which 
serious objection 18 made, and operates the 

cars by an underground conductor reached 
* a slot similar to that used in the cable 
lines. It seems probable that this or some 
other system as geoa will bo generally intro- 
duced on the * lines of both the North 
Side and West Side railways before long. 
There has been a sudden awakening too to the 
chances for profitable investment in inde- 
pendent outside lines. The Calumet Electric 
company has already considerable road in 
operation, and proposes to build more. The 
Cicero and Provise-road has been in operation 
even longer, and further extensions are prom- 
ised in that quarter. A number of other inde- 
pendent companies have been organized and 
are in various stages of development. Some 
valuable franchises have n granted, and 
there seems no doubt what use will be made 
of them. Other compatiies are waiting for 
franchises. As soon as the people have got a 
taste of what rapid transit really means and 


have seen what has been accomplished by the 


introduct.on of electric motors it seems likely 
there will be little opposition to the wide ex- 
tension of such roads throughout the outlying 
districts. 

This development in overhead transit and 
the equally important improvement in sur- 
face roads means marked changes in the real - 
estate fleld. It will bring a vast deal of prop. 
erty into the market for immediate use. and 
it is property adapted for immediate use which 
is wanted today. 

Building Activity Is Undiminished. 

One of the most notable features of the sit- 
vation and one that would be looked for asa 
natural accompanimentof-the present charac- 
ter of the demand in the real-estate market is 
the enormous peed Fn. the building field. 
Vast as have been Chicago’s building opera- 
tion at other times, it is dou btful if there was 
ever before greater activity than that shown 
now in the construction of ‘houses, flats, and 
buildings of moderate cost. The normal 
activity of two years at least is being 
condensed into our nt operations. 
No one with any intention of building thinks 
of putting it off until next year. Structures 
that would naturally have been started next 
spring have been-hurried along and will be 
finished at least six months ahead 
of the natural 
be used 
Fair crowd. Every one who has had any 
thought of building has had the impulse 
quickened by the thought of the crowds that 
will be here next year, and their building 
operations nate been hastened. 
It is probable that 1893 may be a year of dull- 
ness in the building trade, but there is actjvity 
enough now in that line to largely compen- 
sate for any chances of depression which the 
future holds : 

The question that is asked more often than 
all others in the real estate market is, what is 
to be the situation after the Fair? When the 
Fair was first located in Chicago it was gener- 
ally accepted that it would bring much activ- 
ity to the real estate market, and probably a 
boom in prices, and an accompanying reac- 
tion after the gates closed. That theory was 
so generally believed that there are today a 
vast humber of people, prospective pur- 
chasers of real estate, who are keeping out of 
the market with the idea that they may be 
able to pick up some baryains after the 
World’s Fair visitors. have gone home. The 
number of people with this impression has 
grown to be so great that there is grave doubt 
if their anticipations are realized. Next year 
and the year after there will undoubtedly 
come into the market a great number of pur- 
chasers who have been holding off all through 
this year with this idea in view of getting

The single transaction of first magnitude 
which the week offered was the completion of 
negotiations long pending for a ninety-nine- 
year lease of the corner of State and Van 
Buren streets.

5 The following, taken from Santo Crimp, is a 
more detailed description of the works at Brad- 
ford and the results: 

The Town of Bradford has a population of 
200.000 inhabitants (1885); the whole of the efflu- 
ent is discharged into a small stream called the 
Beck of Bradford, a tributary to the River Aire. 
The daily sewage flow is about 8,450,000 gallons, 
the whole of which is r ö 
puriflcation works, which the engineer for the 
works, Mr. Alsing,. calculates to be capable of 
treating a daily flow of 12,000,000 gallons. 

In addition to the sewage from 4,000 water- 
closets the waste from a large number of manu- 
factories is allowed to enter sewers. The 
greater part of this waste comes from dye works, 
wool-combing works, tanneries, and breweries. 


Quantity of Lime Needed. 


“The quantity of lime employ 2d for the ptrifica- 
tion of the sewage varies according to its strength ; 
it is much weaker than usual at night and on 
Sunday. and it is also much less in strength dur- 
ing wet weather. According to Mr. Alsing, the 
proportion recommended at Leeds is une ton per 
1.000, 000 gallons. This proportion is reduced Sun- 
days to 10 cwt. ; it is also reduced every night up 
to midnight, after which lime is not employed. 
Two rows of tanks. independent of one another 
are placed along the whole length of tho front of 
the buildings at the works, The precipitating 
tanks, where the water is allowed to rest during 
the time necessary to allow the suspended matters 
to precipitate, are at a higher lev 

Below these are the filtering tanks in equal 
numbers, in which the effluent water from the 
tanks flows through a filtering medium and there 
deposits the lighter matters, which are still held 
in suspension. The sewage, instead of flowing 
through ail the tanks in succession, with a con- 
tinuous movement as at Leeds, flows into one pre- 
cipita tank, and after sufficient rest passes 
from there into the adjacent filtering tank. 


Use Thirty-four Tanks. 


“The precipitating tanks are thirty-four in 
number, — 2 — fest in length. twenty-two 


feet in width, and six feet in depth. Each of 
these is capable of holding 18,000. gallons, and is 
tilled sixteen times in the twenty-four hours, The 
duration of the complete operation, comprising 
the tilling of the s, the precipitation of sus- 
pended matters, the drawing off of the olarified 
water, and th moval of the sludge is, therefore, 
1% hours on the average, At this rate the thirty- 
-four tanks are capable of purifying 10.000,000 ga 
lons per day.

GREAT NAVAL VALUE OF KEY WEST. 


Why Has It Not Been Fortified ? - Would 
Make a Gibraltar. 

In the program of coast defense the needs 
of Key West should receive attention. It has 
well been said that if England owned that 
place, she would make a second Gibraltar of 
it. Our own country may perhaps one day 
establish there a naval station with a dry 
dock, protected by powerful guns, mortars, 
and mines. 

The strategic importance of Key West is 
evident at a glance. As the most southerly 
of the Florida keys, it is situated one-third 

the way from the mainland of the penin- 
sila to the coast of Cuba, which latter is 
less than a hundred miles distant from it. 

the numerous reefs and the shallow- 
ness of the channels between the peninsula 
and Key West close navigation over that long 
stretch for any but very light draft vessels, 
while the prevailing winds and the direction 
of the gulf stream usually induce ships bound 
from the West Indies or Central or South 
America to North Atlantic ports or to 2 
to take the route between Cuba and Florida, 
since there they get the benefit of a rapid cur- 
rent and are less impeded by the sou rly 
trade winds. Vessels entering the gulf from 


‘the north and from Europe find an advan 
As the 


in keeping well in toward Key West. 
Fortifications Board said, in 1885, this port 
is in the direct route of gulf commerce, so 
that if properly fortified it would be not only 
8 41 of refuge for American merchant ves- 
sels but a base of supplies and of aggressive 
operations against an enemy’s gulf commerce, 
The proximity of Key West both to Havana 
and Nassau is another element of importance. 
A foreign naval power at war with the United 
States would at once understand the value of 
wee es port that could shelter its own fleet 
and might otherwise be a safe haven for 
the American merchant ships in the West In- 
dies on which it intended to prey. Key West 
is not only an excellent, well-sheltered an- 
chorage, but it will admit the deepest draft 
armorciads of our navy with several feet to 
spare. The distance is long to any other ade- 
quate port where large war vessels can resort 
for a basis of supplies. Yet in ite present 
condition Key West would fail a victim within 
two days to even a moderate fleet from the 
Bahamas; and such a stroke might imperil 
many American ships and cargoes and change 
the face of naval operations in that region. 
Nearly forty years ago the planning of Fort 
Jefferson for the Dry Tortugus, as one of the 
largest forts in the United States next to 
Fortress Monroe, and its erection at a cost 
said to be $5,000,000, showed the 1 1 
of that site, just as the erection of Fort Tay- 
lor, commanding the entrance to Key West, 
testified to the value of the latter harbor. 
Fort Jefferson, it is said, originally mounted 
several hundred guns, but now both forts are 
in the charge of Sergeants, the last garrisons 
having been withdrawn in 1870 gr 1871. The 
8 troops in Florida are a single battery 
D. Fourth Artillery—at Fort Barrancas. 
During the Civil War the importance of 
Key West caused the beginning of two mar- 
tello towers there, but they were never fin- 
ished. In later years two water batteries 


were completed, and provided with 15-inch 


smooth-bore guns, the heaviest then to be had 
in the United States. But the new plans pro- 
pose for it two 15-inch breechloading rifles, 
each 8 five and a half times as much 
as the old 15-inch smooth-bores; ten 12-inch 
rifles in barbette batteries; thirty-two 12-inch 
mortars; half a dozen torpedo boats; and a 
number of submarine mines. All these could 
be supplied, with their emplacements, inciud- 
ing a turret for the two 110-ton guns, at an 
estimated cost of $3,406,500. Key West was 
put twelfth among the twenty-seven ports 
recommended for earliest defense by the For- 
tifications Board, and might have been higher

The name Sequoia, as applied to this 
giant vegetable of the continents, first appeared 
in the works of Stephan Ladislaus Endlicher.

Gray, derived the word from sequi or sequor, 
signifying the followers or remnants of colos- 
sal species now extinct. On the other hand, 
certain botanists like Meehan and Engleman, 
believe- these monsters were called after 
Sequoyah, a Cherokee half. breed who in 1826 
had the distinction of inventing a syllabic 
alphabet for his tribe. However the name 
originated, it is undoubtedly a unique and 
fitting term for these marvels of the vegetable 
kingdom.

So impenetrable to sun rays 
is the lofty ceilmg woven — these 
b „ doughs that the ro looks 
not unlike a tunnel stretching on ahead 
through the well-closed ranks of the 
trees. In this gloomy underworld there is 
perpetudl twilight and a stillness strangely 
impressive even at noonday.

Underfoot the 
russet leaf needles are palely lighted by faded 
oxalis, over which enormous slugs weave a net- 
work of shining trails. 

Occasionally the stage strikes up a rattli 
pace through the drier road of some work 
out track on the beautiful Albion River 
where the choicest timber has been cut away. 
All these coast streams are of incalculable 
service to millmen, who fill the dry beds with 
logs during the summer and at high water 
float them down to the mills. There were 
also camps on the Albion and the north fork 
of Big River, where the tanbark hunters were 
commencing their summer’s work of peeling 
the bark from the chestnut oaks. These

to all the other trees in California. It may 
be so soft in texture as to make it invaluable 
for decorative purposes, or hard and durable 
to a degree unequaled by almost any other 
wood. There areseveral instances where a 
stalwart redwood divides its roots and grows 
up astride a fallen brother, the latter being 
singularly enough nearly as free from decay 
as its flourishing successor. In some logs the 
grain is remarkably straight, whereas in oth- 
ers there are the beautiful wavy lines so much 
admired in mahogany and rosewood. The 
prevailmg color of the redwood is a bright 
madder red, but frequent specimens 
are as light in shade as Spanish 
cedar or as dark as black walnut; while, oddly 
enough, those growmg back of Crescent City 
have a wood as white as the pine. Generally 
speaking, redwood lumber is little liable to 
shrinking and warping, but lumbermen assure 
one there are some trees that lose two-thirds 
of their weight in the drying. 

Unlike all the other cedars the redwood, if 
cut down, will send up numerous shoots 
which, if left undisturbed, will in time rival 
in noble proportions the previous growth. 

Indeed, this species shows an invincible deter- 
mination to multiply itself by suckers rather 
than by seed, for in places where a redwood 
has been removed within a century or two 
there is a circle of trees indicating where the 


parent once stood in the midst.

the first saw mill is seen at Mendocino 
City, near the mouth of Big River. Nosmoke 
issued from the tall brick chimney, and the 
naked logs in the boom were whitening from 
long exposure to sun and wind. The market- 
able timber along the river has been cut off 
for a dozen miles back from the bay, and 
until logging railways are built to virgin for- 
ests the lumber interests of the place must re- 
main at a standstill. 

Mendocino City is the oldest and most ro- 
mantically situated of all the Northern coast 
towns. Its pleasant homes face a glorious 
ocean view from a rolling headland backed by 
a pine-feathered ridge on the east. It was 
here the first sawmili was built north of 
Bodega. This was forty years ago, when Big

The people in England are 
gradually overcoming their prejudice against 
new woods, and have accepted redwood as a 
elaimant to recognition.

As a consequence, 
in the last two years deer have multiplied 
throughout these ranges, and can be seen 
almost any morning peacefully grazing on 
upland slopes. Elk are no longer found here, 
though they once roamed in large herds over 
the country. They were killed off during the 
early days of coast lumbering, as the camps 
mostly depended upon the fruits of the chase 
for their supplies of meat. 

There is little farming done about Mendo- 
cino City. Owing to the almost indestructi- 
bility of the redwood roots the clearing of a 
logged out” tract for agricuitural purposes 
is a difficult undertaking. Where the stum 
are reasonably far apart the cultivating of the 
soil is done to some extent, though one of the 
farmers declared it was a good deal like 
„ plowing round a house.“ The orchards 
grown among these monster blocks are cer- 
tainly thrifty and prolific bearers, the fruit 
being of exceptional fineness and flavor. The 
horticultural resources, however, are not suf- 
ficient to support the present population, and 
the prosperity of the people is almost wholly 
dependent upon the lumber industry. 

he Mendocino sea wall is steep and pictur- 
esquely rugged. with an outlying border of 
rocks which often proves dangerous to the 
mariner, Every bight or cove has its stream 
and sawmill, but a good many of the latter 
have fallen into disuse, as the timber next the 
ocean is cut off to the average depth of eight 
miles. Those lumber companies that have 
the capital to build logging railways back to 
the vast untouched forests are doing a fairly 
good business in the redwood trade. 

In the locations where the mills are idle 
there are still enormous quantities of railroad 
ties made and floated down flumes from six 
to ten miles in length. The men get 12 to 15 
cents for each tie, and board themselves. A 
redwood tie is good for a dozen years’ wear, 
whereas one made of pine hardly lasts a 
third of that time, and even an oak tie is 
usually worthless after six years. 

The amount of redwood timber now stand- 
ing is estimated to be all the way from 25,- 

„000, to 100.000, 000, 000 feet board meas- 
ure. In some sections the land will not yield 
more than 15,000 feet an acre, and ain a 
single acre has been known to furnis 
000 feet. 

Where harbor tacilities are poor, and ves- 
sels cannot be loaded directly from the

wharves, chutes are utilized which cost all the® 


way from $2,000 to $6,000 each. The wire 
chute is given precedence, because by means 
of it a vessel can be loaded when the sea is 
running high quite as easily as under more 
favorable circumstances. A three-inch flexible 
steel wire is used which passes around a drum 
operated by a donkey epgine, and thence out 
between the vessel’s masts, from which it is 
supported by guys runaoing up to the spars. 
The main wire extends some distance beyond 
the vessel, where it is securely anchored, The 
part of the chute known asthe “traveler” 
carries the load up and down the wire by a 
series of wheels. 

The liveliest lumber sea 
ka is Fort Bragg, which occupies an open 
plateau up from Soldiers’ Harbor. In 1857 it 
was a military post, but now there is no trace 
of barracks or esplanade in the present smart 
commercial town. The majority of the build- 
ings have a brand new aspect and are more or 
less suggestive of the one industry of the peo- 
ple. The great, buzzing sawmull with a capa- 
cious eating-house near by for the employés, 
the extensive yards piled with fragrant 
boards, the long lines of flat-cars drag- 
ging their burly loads through a back 
street, and the vessels loading on lumber 
alongside the wharf, all give the visitor some 
idea of the principal export of the place. The 
larger number of the men — — in the 
mill and logging camps are Russian Finns, 
Swedes, Norwegians, and Danes, their over- 
seers being usually Americans. These for- 
eigners have a monopoly of the lumber busi- 
ness in California. They are considered re- 
liable workers, and are powerfully muscled 
and able to stand a surprising amount of hard 
work and exposure. Common hands are paid 
$30 a month, but married men who board 
themselves get 40. Every lumber company 
has its general supply store and eating house, 
which the men universally patronize. 

Just now there is much dissatisfaction 
among the lumber employés of Mendocino. 
They are compelled to work twelve hours out 
of the twenty-four, and are allowed but a half 
hour’s nooning. ir pay comes quarterly, 
and then in drafts on n Francisco banks, 
which take time and money to cash. These 
and other minor grievances caused the men 
to unite for mutual benefit. They have sent

ife in a logging camp has its picturesque 
phases which are well worth the ady of an 
artist.

An expert makes a lay out,“ 
or, in other words, carefully fills in hollows 
and removes obstructing trees and logs, so 
when the monster comes down from the 
clouds its bed is as smooth and soft as need 
be. An ill-planned lay out will often oc- 
casion the loss of hundreds of dollars’ worth 
cf timber, for the brittle quality of the red- 
wood causes it to split from root tu crown if it 
etrikes hard. 

Before the sawyers divide the trunk into 
marketable lengths a fire is run over the 
ground to burn off the underbrush. Owing to 
the great thickness of its bark and the absence 
of pitch and resin in the redwood it is not 
easily injured by fire. When the barkers have 
stripped the tree of its blackened wrapper the 
snipers fall to and trim one end of every log 
into the rude semblance of a sled runner. 
This is to 22 the log from dligging into 
the ground when it is being snaked to the 
landing or dump. All this is dreadfully 
sooty work and the men are as black as if in a 
coal mine, 

As the logs are often high up on aridge 
they must be rolled to the skid road either by 
means of a steam logging machine or by the 
jackscrewers. The latter are more commonly 
used, In fact, were it not for that simple ma- 
chine, the jackscrew, the handling of red- 
wood would be impossible. 

No small degree of judgment is exercised 
in making up the train for the oxen, and the 
chain-tender’s position is one of exceptional 
responsibility. The largest logs are put on 
ahead and joined together by chains 
and dog-hooks. A train of § seven 
or eight: logs will sometimes scale 
collectively more than 22,000 feet of 
merchantable lumber. It requires no ordi- 
nary ability on the part of the teamster to 
manage eight or ten yoke of bulls struggling 
to bring a bumping line of logs down 
steep. incline. of the akid r This is the 
most exciting scene in the redwoods.

The teamster meanwhile runs back 
and forth, shouting and yelling and making 
use of a whole vocabulary of oaths. while be- 
laboring the straining brutes. These are 
cyclopean creatures, solid and slow asa rule, 
but wonderfully astute and quick to detect 
anything amiss in the chasing logs. Not in- 
frequently an abrupt descent is a matter of 
life and death, and then, at a signal from the 
driver, the whole twenty head break into a 
wild run with ten to fifteen great logs 
thundering at their heels. Should an animal 
lag or stumble it might mean destruction to 
half the team, with probably the chaintender 
and swamper included. When the logs are at 
last dumped on the landing they are either 
rolled upon flat-cars of into the river by aid 
of the jackscrews, 

The machinery used in redwood milling 
must of necessity differ widely from that em- 
ployed m other countries. The successful 
handling of redwood was, in fact, a knotty 
problem to more than one inventive ma- 
chinist. One cannot watch the long saws slice 
up a seventeen-foot bole without an enthu- 
siastic realization that the most serious diffi- 
culties have already been surmounted. The 
band saw has supplanted the circular in all 
first-class mills on the coast, and the latest 
improvements in edgers, trimmers, and 
planers have also been adopted. The entire 
lumber product is ship by water, both 
steam and sailing vessels making regular 
* to and from the various ports. 

The Fort Bragg Lumber company recently 
built an experimental “cigar”? raft which 
aroused a good deal of interest among Cali-

tournament, held at Néw Haven the first week 


| in October, is the only meeting of importance 


yet remaiving, and it seldom happens that the 
result of this event. really changes the stand- 
ing of the experts in any important particular. 
‘The tournaments have been played, the sever- 
al championships won, and the task only re- 
mains of attempting to rank the many con- 
testants in the order of their respective 
merits. 

Never in the history of the game of lawn 
tennis in this country has this task been as 
difficult and puzzling asitis this year. To 


the uninitiated the mere classification of the 


men is apparently the easiest possible thing 
to do, but when it is discovered that A has 
beaten B, that B has beaten O, 
and that C in turn has defeated A, 
the would-be classifier finds him- 
self in a maze of uncertainties, and he gives 


up the tangle. In England the official rank- 


ing is done by the gentleman who acts as 
referee at most of the large tourneys of the 
United Kingdom, N. L. Jackson; but in this 
country such ranking is usually the work of 
those gentlemen of the press who follow the 
various tournaments closely during the season, 
aided by the opinions of the experts them- 
selves, ) 

In making out this classification, the public 
performances only of the players have in 
every case been considered, except in a very 
few instances where certain men have ap- 
peared but once or twice during the 
season. In this latter case the per- 
of the writer is given 
with his reasons for so deciding. Thus the 
tournament appearances of W. P. Knapp, M. 
D. Smith, and R. P. Huntington Jr. have been 
limited to two performances each, hardly 
enough to give a thorough estimate of their 
respective abilities. More importance is, of 
course, given toa victory late in the season 
than to one at its beginning, and the winning 
of a tourney or championship is always to be 
estimated with the strength of its contestants. 

Gradual Advance of Younger Players. 

A careful study of the following list of ex- 
perta will reveal distinctly the zradual 
advance of younger players, such as 
E. L. Hall, W. A. Larned, mi 
Wrenn, and Malcolm Chace, with the 
consequent retrograding of the veterans. 
This is one of the most encouraging evidences 
of the substantial popularity of the game, but 
it is not without a tinge of sentimental regret 
that we see a player now ranking seventeenth 
who but two years ago was the second expert 
in the country. 

By general acquiescence and custom the 
man who wins the national singles champion- 
ship at Newport is to be considered the 
premier expert of America, and it will not be 
disputed that Oliver S. Campbell 
should therefore stand at the head 
of the list. The champion’s ouly appearance 
on an American court this year was 
at Newport, where he lost just one set to F. 
H. Hovey, the challenger for the national 
supremacy. Campbell’s play on 5 Sy 
courts will certainly entitle him to a’ranking 
among the British players, and Americans 
will watch with interest to see where the En- 
glishinen will class him. 

By general consent also and tradition, the 
winner of the all comers is entitled to sec- 
ond place, and Frederick H. Hovey of Harvard 
consequently takes that position, Hovey’s 
defeats this year, besides that by band 
were at Saratoga, where W. P. Knapp bested 
him after a mort sensational — and at 
Nahant, where Clarence Hobart, E. L. Hall, 
and Malcolm Chace each scored victories over 
him. But this latter event hardly affords 
much of a criterion, as Hovey was ill during 
this tourney, being obliged to default hs 
| match with.Chace aftef the latter had won the 
tirst set. Hovey had previously beaten Hall 
at Longwood in a five-set match, and had 
also defeated Chace at four different times in 
various New England tournaments.

Larned at Newport. This would rather put 
Larned out and make the Cecision between 
Knapp and Hobart. Knapp beat Stevens 
and Hovey at Saratoga and Malcolm Chace at 
Newport, yielding to Wrenn in the latter 
event. Hobart was beaten by M. D. Smith at 
Wissahickon, by E. L. Hall and Malcolm Chace 
at Nahant, and by Hall at Newport.

THE DUKE OF ARGYLL. 


He Is More Calm and Collected than Was 
His Adversary in the Irish Discussion, 
but There Is Pepper in His Well-Turned 
Sentences — The Hopelessness of the 
Duke’s Attempt to Convert America 
Away from the Emerald Isle’s Cause 
and His Inconsistency Set Forth. 

New York, Sept. 22.—[Special Correspond- 
ence. ]—Only a few weeks ago, you will re- 
member, the Duke of Argyll gave the readers 
of the North American Review the benefit of 
his opinion on the subject of home rule in 
general and Mr. Gladstone in particular. 
The Duke was very positive in his statements 
and very severe in his strictures upon the 
course of Mr. Gladstone. If he wore nota 
Duke and a gentleman I should say that he 
“pitched into the grand old man rather 
roughly. In the forthcoming number of the 
Review Mr. Gladstone replies. He is as calm 
and collected as the Duke was excited; and 
he takes up the charges brought against him 
and the cause he espouses one by one and 
knocks them over as easily as the now histotic 


American public you will recall that he strove 
to show a close analogy, if not an absolute 
identity in principle, between the gigantic ef- 
fort of the American people in 1861-’65, first to 
limit the area of negro slavery and then to 
abolish it altogether, and the present struggie 
in which he is engaged to rivet upon the peo- 
ple of Ireland a form of government to which 
they have never constitutionally assented, 
which they were only compelled to obey by an 
armed force, in their small island, of more 
than 130,00) men, which, adds Mr. Glad- 
stone, the Duke himself knows they dislike 
orabbor, and which they declare to be totally 
unsuitable for the supply of their practical 
wants in legislation. They support these alle- 
gations by returning five-sixths or four-fifths 
of their Parliamentary representatives to up- 
hold them. We acknowledge their compe- 
tency as citizens by allowing to them the 
widest household suffrage, with the protection 
of a most carefully constructed system of se- 


cret voting. 
A Thankless Task. 

Mr. Gladstone seems to think that the Duke 
took a thankless task upon himself when he 
made this analogy: 

The task the Duke took in hand was to convert 
the American people to the opinion that to 
liberate a race is the same thing as, if not to en- 
slave them, yet to deny them all the rights of 
communities, historically national and inde 
pendent, over their own destinies. The execu- 
tion of this task, not easy in itself, was grievous- 
ly hampered bythe indisputable fact that the 
sentiments passed by the Duke across the water 
were in the act of being constitutionally repudiated 
by his own countrymen, who, before his article 
could appear, were to choose a Parliament with 
a majority in direct opposition to his views.

birth as a Cabinet Minister from forty years back,

CATTLE KILLED~ ACCORDING TO 
THE RABBINICAL LAW. : 


. : ‘ — — 

Five Thousand Hebrews Eat the Fore 
Quarters of 120 Animals Each Week 
Schochetts with Keen-Edged Blades 
Inflict Painless Death Upon the 
Bullocks and Inspect Their Flesh and 
Viscera to Discover Traces of Disease— 
Mr. Armour’s Unique Scheme. 

Perhaps most persons would not believe 


that in so intensely a modern enterprise as 


the Chicago Stock-Yards there are today 
practiced set rules laid down in the Old Testa- 
ment for the slaughtering of cattle. Yet such 
is the case. But while the religious prescrip- 
tions are carried out to the letter there is a 
practical side to the arrangement, else it 
would not be in operation. There are dollars 
and cents in it, as there are in about every 
branch of industry in this wonder city of the 
world. It is a special department of Mr. Ar- 
mour’s business, and is carried on for the 
orthodox Jews whose demands for meats that 
have been biblically prepared is large and 
profitable, 

Protestants are about the only peopie in the 
world whose religion allows them to eat any 
kind of flesh they like every day in the week 
and every week in the year. The meat diet of 
the Mobammedan is greatly limited by the 
Koran. The teachings of Gautama, as elab- 
orated into a code by his successors, specify 
what flesh the Buddhists may eat and whas 
they may. not eat. Papal church 
prohibits the eating of meat on Friday and 
during the Lenten season. |The Talmud, the 
Rabbinical laws, and the Of Testament pre- 
scribe what kinds of flesh may be eaten and 
how it shall be prepared. Even the pagan 
superstitions of the man-eating barbarians 
prevent them from eating many kinds of 
flesb which are found on our tables, 

A large proportion of the orthodox Jews 
still adhere rigidly tothe laws of their re- 
ligion, and when they are unable to get meat 
selected and prepared for cooking in the pre- 
scribed manner they do without it, 

Special Department Established. 

Mr. Armour had heard that the Jews ate the 
fore quarters of beef when butchered accord- 
ing to the requirements of their religion, but 
never the hind quarters. He knew m ex- 
“on sia that it was much easier to dispose of 
hind quarters at a high price then it was to 
— id of the fore quarters at a low price. 

mbining these two facts in his regsoning, 
Mr. Armour evolved the idea of establishing a 
special department for the slaughtering of 
cattle for the orthodox Jews. He employed a 
stirring young Hebrew to take charge of the 
enterprise arrange matters with the heads 
of the local synagogues. hetts, who are 
especially trained by the rabbi to slaughter 
bullocks according to the Jewish method 
and to detect traces of disease in the animal 
by a post-mortem examination of its viscera 
and flesh, were detailed by the rabbi to con- 
duct the killing in the Jewish department at 
the packiny-house. These schochetts are put 
through a very thorough course of training. 
r Nr become familiar with the auatomy 
of ox and be able to discover the slightest 
traces of disease. They must be thoroughiy 
versed in the rabbinical laws pertaining to the 
slaughter of cattle for food. It is no easy 
mutter to become a schochett. He must be 
at once an expert butcher and a veterinarian. 
He must have much of the learning of a rabbi 
and at the sams time be able to give his knife 
an edge as keen and faultless as can be pro- 
duced by the most skillful barber. After 


, completing his course the would-be schochett 


is subjected by the rabbi to a critical exam- 
ination. If he shows himself to be qualified 


in every particular the rabbi gives him a com- 


mission or diploma, delegating him the 
sacred authority to conduct slaughter and 
pre meat for the Lord’s chosen people. 

schochetts first select from the killing 
pen such bullocks as appear to be perfectly 


sound. These are separated from the others 


and driven to the special killing pen. They 
are dropped into opening into the room 
where schochetts operate, and are held 
there in readiness for slaughter. 
How the Animal Is Killed. | 
In the other departments the bullock is first 
knocked down and stunned by a sledge ham- 


mer blow on the head, after which the throat 
of the animal is cut. The stunning of — 


in killing is prohibited, however, by 
Hebraic laws, and it is necessary to get 
down and expuse his neck tothe schochett’s 
knife without inflicting pain. This is accom- 
plished by means of a windlass connected 
with the machinery of the establishment.

THE PROBABLE AGE OF THE WORLD. 


A Fascinating Study That Is Slowly 
Elucidating a Great Mystery. 

San Francisco Call- At the recent meet- 
ing of the British Association a discourse 
was delivered by the new President, Sir 
Archibald Gerkie, on one of the most 
interesting problems in modern science 
the age ofthe world. Over a century has 
elapsed since James Hutton wrote his The- 
ory of the Earth, which was the first at- 
tempt to formulate a chronology of creation 
in accordance with the discoveries of science; 
since then knowledge has made vast strides, 
acd his followers have access to a mass of in- 
formation which he did not possess. Playfair 
and Kelvin improved upon his work, and now 
Gerkie and the school to which he belongs 
have gone beyond them. Geologists have as- 
certained that the rate at which erosion takes 
place can be measured: by applying their 
scale to the sedimentary rocks they have 
formed a hypothesis as to the time which 
has elapsed since erosion began. To put the 
proposition in simpler language, the surface 
of the globe is constantly wearing away un- 
der the influence of water and wind. The 
portions which are worn off are carried down 
to the sea or into hollows, where they are de- 
posited and form sedimentary rocks. If we 
can ascertùin how long it takes to form a sedi- 
mentary rock we can figure out when the prog- 
ress of wearing away and redepositing be- 


gan. 

Sir Archibald states that on a reasonable 
computation the stratified rocks attain an 
average thickness of 100,000 feet. ma- 
terial of which they consist was all washed 
down from high planes, deposited and left to 
stratify. By the inspection of river banks 
it is found that in places the surface of the 
land which has been carried down as sedi- 
ment in rivers has been reduced at the rate 
of a foot in 730 years, while in other places, 
where the land was more stubborn or less 
flexib'e, it has taken 6,800 years to lower the 
surface one foot. The deposit must be equal 
to the denudation, Thus we find that while 
some of the sedimentary rocks have grown a 
foot in 730 years, others have taken 6,800 
years to rise that height. Thus the period of 
time that was required to build up 100,000 feet 
of sedimentary rock has varied according to 
locality from 73,000,000 years to 680,000,000 
years. It follows that the active work of 
creation lasted fora cycle intermediate be- 
tween these two figures. The cycle varied 
with endiess succession of periods of disturb- 
ance by volcanic force and glacial action, 
and, the frequent submersion of dry land, al- 
ternating with the emering of continents out 
of the seas. These may have retarded the 
growth of sedimentary rocks, but tLey cannot 
have accelerated it. 

A study of fossils teaches the steady uni- 
formity with which the work of creation pro- 

Since man began to observe there 
has been no change in the forms of animal 
and vegetable life. A few species have disap- 
* ; not one new species has been evolved. 

ot only do we find the fauna and flora of 
ancient Egypt as depicted on monuments 
which are probably 8,000 or 10,000 years old 
identical with those which are found in that 
country today, but shells which inhabited our 
seas before the ice age and grewin an ocean 
whose bed overlay the Rocky Mountains are 
precisely the same species that are found in 
the Bay of Monterey and the waters of the 
Chesapeake. It is evident that there has been 
no essential change in the conditions of life 
since these animals and these vegatables were 
first created, yet how vast the shortest period 
which we can assign to the gap that divides us 
from that remote epoch. 

Littie by little the geologist is lifting the 
veil which covers the prehistoric record of 
our planet. Theera which preceded the age 
of civilized man, with ite vast rivers carrying 
down diluvial floods to the ocean, and the 
bursting forth of mountain ranges from con- 
tractions of the earth’s crust, has been painted 
to the life. But no one has exercised his pen- 
cil on that preceding age, when the forests 
made way for clumps. of stunted birch and 
willow, incessant snowfalls covered tne plains, 
glaciers crept down from the north, and grad- 
ually a vast sheet of ice half a mile thick 
drove mankind, with the mammoth and the 
reindeer, to those fortunate regions which, 
like California, escaped the agony of the last 
ice age. Nor mave we any distinct perception 
of that subseqtiént age when the ice melted or 
receded to the pole, or dense 2 jungle 
grew up in morasses it had left, swamps 
steaming with tropical heat swarmed with un- 
couth butrachian and reptile life, trees of 
monstrous growth shed their shade over shiny 
pools and black ooze, and in the distance long 
mountain ran whose fontanelle had not yet 
closed, poured a never-ceasing flood of lava 
dowa their sides. This is a pave of history 
which is yet to be written, but the materials 
are accumulating, and the historian will not 


be long wanting.

crepit. the soil was excavated under it 
and its roots lowered, but either the workmen 
made a mess of the job or the idea itself was 
impracticable, for the noble shaft slowly 
withered and died.

Another stately tree, ‘an elm, commanding 
much attention near the House entrance of the 
Capitol, a little to the south, is the Cameron 
tree, so called from the fact that Senator Si- 
mon Cameron in 1878, while a member of the 
Senate Committee on Public Buildings and 
Grounds, intervened powerfully in its behalf 
and prevented its destruction during the re- 
grading process by saying: 

Woodman, spare that tree! 

It haa sheltered him on many a hot summer 

afternoon when he lived across the street on 


the site now occupied by the Butler Building, 
and, although it obstructed and still obstructs 
the principal pathway leading to the House 
near the south terrace, it has been permitted 
to live and be admired. Up to 1851 there 
stood close by it a fine hickory planted by 
President Andrew Jackson, but it was cut 
down to make room for the cornerstone of the 
House extension, laid in that year. 
Magnificent Plane Tree, 

A superb specimen of the oriental platane 
or plane tree, planted in 1862 by Thaddeus 
Stevens, Pennsylvania’s great commoner dur- 
ing the war, forms the central arboreal attrac- 
tion of Lincoln Park on Capitol H'll, It is 
fully ninety feet high, ana its lower branches 
sweep the ground. It was first planted in the 
botanic garden inclosure, but being threatened 
with destruction by the overflow of the Poto- 
mac in 1870 it was removed bodily to Lincoln 
Park, fifteen blocks distant. 

Supt. Smith has been in charge of the 
botanic garden since Millard Fillmore’s ad- 
ministration, and probably possesses a more 
thorough and intimate knowledge of trees, 
practically and experimentally, than anybody 
else in America. A born lover of trees Lim- 
self, he thinks all others should love them too, 
and a favorite fad of his for years back has 
been to invite public men visiting the garden 
to plant memorial trees. 

thin the inclosure is a collection uu- 
equaled in interest and historical associa- 
tion. At the east end of the garden is a great 
overcup oak, planted in 1862 by Senator John 
G. Crittenden, the great Kentucky pacificator. 
On the south side are two little Lebanon ce- 
dars, planted from the seed in 1889 and 1890, 
respectively, by Senator Hoar of Massachu- 
setts and ex-Senator Evarts of New York.

“Amid the grandeur of the mountains,“ 
exclaimed a guest at the Auditorium an evening 
or two ago, “one is apt to forget the common- 
places of every-day existence; and all is so new 
and strange, 60 fresh and vigorous, so full of 
nature and so empty of conventionalism, that a 
feeling of comical dismay verging on disgust is 
caused by the discovery amid the rocks and snow- 
crowned hills, tne lovely flower, and the dashing 
waterfalls of the Sierra Nevada Mountains, of a 
little, mean, horribly-familiar-looking hut, from 
above the door of which a signboard swings to the 
breeze bearing the inccngruous inscription: 
„Hong Sing—Washing and Ironing.” Truly this 
is a crowning insult. Has not the usurping Mon- 
golian satiated his lust of conquest by 
absorbing our cigar and slipper factories, 
our laundries, and m of our do- 
mestic service?’ continued the Californian. 
“Are not the exasperations he has inflicted 
upon the Democratic party sufficient to appease 
his innate cruelty of spirit? Has he not already 
obtained enough of distinction, not to say noto- 
riety, by making of himself a national bone of con- 
tention without robbing us of the poetry of the 
Sierras by outraging nature with his abominable 
saponaceous signboard?

In the spring of 1861.“ remarked an Ore- 
gonian at the Leland last evening. I was one of 
a party of ten who gave a dinner to Gen. Isaac 
Ingals Stevens upon his return to Oregon from 
Washington, during which he gave expression to 
a criticism upon Gen. Robert E. Lee, and which, 
while perfectly illustrating his own self-eonfi- 
dence, appears, in the light of subsequent eveuts. 
almost prophetic, at ledst as to Lee. The dinner 
had been discussed, cigars had been puffed, and 
we were all on our feet, and Stevens,“ pacing up 
and down the room hurriedly, and doubtiess 
musing on the distinction which he had deter- 
mined to win, exclaimed: I know Lee well. 
He is slow, bat as certain as mathematics. Give 
him time to prepare and mature his plans and no 
man on the contineut can whip him except by ex- 
hausting him.’ Then, stopping short and sud- 
denly looking up, he added: But I can whip 
him—I would Lot give him time to get ready.’ 
Stevens very shortly afterwards was assigned to 
duty in the Army of the Potomac, where he rose 
to the rank of Major-General, and met his death 
at Chantilly in September, 1862.”

Maj. Ben Truman said to a reporter for Tan 
Täter: The genius of the Central Pacific rail- 
road builders is unknown, even to those who bave 
been on the most intimate terms with the so- 
called Big Four—Stanford, Crocker, Huntiittgton, 
and Hopkins. His name was Judah. He was a 
civil engineer, and had bailt a piece of road from 
Sacramento to Folsom. This road was controlled 
by Pioche and Robinson. both dead. Judah 
begged these men to raise money by subsidies and 
bonds and continue the road over the mountains. 
They called him a foo), and he quit their employ. 
He went to San Francisco and saw a number of the 
capitalists there. all of whom laughed at what they 
termed his visionary scheme. He returned to Sac- 
ramento and rented arvom near that of the Free 
Soil Caucus.’ Then he went out over the mount- 
ains and made a rapid preliminary survey of the 
route over which the Central Pacific now takes 
its majestic way. One night Mark Hopkins, Col- 
lis P. Huntington, Charles Crocker, and Leland 
Stanford had gathered together at the Free 
Soil Caucus’ to talk politics and railroads. It 
was astormy night and the streets were muddy 
and poorly lighted. No oneelse came. Charlie 
Crocker calied the meeting to order, and the four 
Republicans first talked politics and then rai}- 
roads. All were merchants at that time, and 
worth from $100,000 to $200,000 each, except Sena- 
tor Stanford, who had not made much up to that 
time, and spent or gave away what he obtained. 
Crocker made a red-hot speech against Demo- 
cratic ideas and Chinese immigration. 
Then they all talked about a Pa- 
cific railroad. While they were talking 
Judah went up stairs, entered his sanctum, and 
struck a match. ‘Do you know, my friends,’ 
said Hopkins, ‘there is a young man in the room 
adjoining who has more knowledge about this 
matter than any other person living?’ ‘Suppose 
we invite ourselves into his room,’ responded 
Huntington, with that twinkle for which he is 
noted. Crocker adjourned the meeting with that 
roaring laugh that characterizea him in early 
days, and in ten minutes afterward that wonder- 
ful quartet was gazing at the exquisite red and 
blue traceries that delineated an iron thorough 
fare over the Sierra Nevadas. These men, after 
spending an hour with the man in the room ad- 
joining,’ went home and dreamed of a Pacific 
railroad. They met with Judah the fol- 
lowing evening. examined his plans care- 
fully, and not only approved of them, 
but organized as a company right 
then and there. The next day these men fur- 
nished Judah with means to go to Washington. 
where his own merits were sufficient tosecure him 
the position of Clerk of the House Committee on 
Railroads. There he was armed at every point, 
thoroughly posted and efficient. and in a short 
time, through Judah more than all others, that 
quartet received the valuable grants of land and 
other munificent aids that have made those com- 
posing it so rich and successful. Judah died long 
before .the completion of the great work. Hop- 
kins died in 1878 worth $36,000,000. Crocker 
passed away in 1888, leaving an estate valued at 
$44,000,000. Neither of them left a dollartoa 
church, school, park, or for a library or statue.“

Modern literary style, a seeming fad at first, 


has grown far beyond that frivolous condi- 
tion, and is now a distinct school. It is not 
realistic, itis not romantic; it presents a ju- 
dicious ictermingling of both elements with 
most happy effect. The epithet which de- 
scribes it best is perhaps unconventional, tor 
the school has thrown off the trammels of the 
old-fashioned style, and is most informal, 
often to abruptness, sometimes to too bald a 


. simplicity, frequently to affectation. Its ad- 


mirers, sycophants, and real students have al- 
ready leavened the lump of literature per- 
ceptibly; and although they have their pecul- 
iarities, and some of these are thoroughly 
disagreeable, the school, take it aitogether, 
gives its diploma to truth alone, and its gradu- 
ating essential is sincerity. 

The modern analytical is tiresome, because 
of its painful exactitude about unimportant 
things. To exalt an impulse, born of nothing, 
into action with a motive, is false,  yalpa- 
bly so, after all, and the ennui of it wi. kill it 
in time. So one need not fear much: lasting 
injury from the Howellses and Jemeses, The 
modern roalistic is disgusting, as . the shirt 
and pocket-handkerchief episodes of Tolstoi 
and Zola, and they will defeat their own ends 
in time. A combination of the realistic and 
the romantic, as in J. M. Barrie, Pierre Toti, 
and the author of The House by the Medlar 


Tree,“ is fascinating; and the most delicious 


of all is the modern romantic, pure and sim- 
ple. There is nothing more beautiful, for 
it avoids the exaggerated pomposity of 
the Frederika Bremers and Miss 
Burneys, and loses nothing of old- 
fashioned heroism, while addmg to its 
pathos by significant trifies, which are not 
trifles after all if they are really signiticant. 
This class of the new school leaves little to be 


desired in the matter of delight in reading; 


and, after all, it is not wrong to be delighted, 
is it? We have sermons, we have troubles, 
we have dear friends tc tell us of our faults 
for our own good“; do let us still have a 
few moments away from sermons and trou- 
bles and those dear friends, out cf the grimness 
of prosaic, everyday life. 
Barry Pain’s Short Stories. 

Barry Pain has brought the modern short 
story, and the modern story is a short one, to 

rfection, according to one mind, at least. 

e has published a book called Stories and 
Iuterludes, a volume of rare charm and in- 
terest. Mystery, sorrow, loving, he depicts 
touchingly with tearful tenderness, A 
fine probe of satire he uses too, like the deli- 
cate needle of a surgeon, thrust gently into

Are Worse than Pagans. 

How little, after all, we know of that t 
class of expensively-rea good-for-nothing, 
heipless, marrying lot girls in England. 
They are far worse off than the pagans in dis- 
tant lands; for darkness in the midst of light 
is blacker than a universa' darkness, to which 
every eye is trained. Dismal, dreary, hope- 
less story, and yet so true, so true. The poor 
girl complains bitterly when she expresses her 
wish to learn real, important things, that 
all the talk one hears in society is gossip and 
rot. Mrs. Browning's Cry of the -Chil- 
dren may well be paraphrased to suit this 
case: 

Do you hear the young girls crying, 
O, my brothers, 
Ere the sorsow comes with years? 

„Nothing but gossip and rot.“ What shail 
be done with these? 

Some of the expressions in the book are 
singularly Jamesy, as for instance: “ He 
wondered why he had seen so much of the 
Celt in her, and such @ far-fetched nervous 
tineness. And here: As to Miss Flodden, 
she represented to him in rather a rubbed-out 
way the problem of upper class want of edu- 
cation and moral earnestness. ”’ 

But the gem is the last story, The Legend 
of Mme. Krasinska.’’ In this the analyst 
drope\his analyzing, the synthesist his synthe- 
sizing, and the writer, a man at last, tells the 
pathetic story of a human act, followed by its 
consequences. Mme. Krasinska, bored and 
beautiful, wears to a fancy bali the fantastic 
rags of a poor old woman, who went mad on 
account of the death of her two soldier sons. 
The dress was unmistakable, and the figure 
and/face were made to correspond. “A lum- 
bering, hideous figure, with reddish, vacant 
faee, sur.k in an immense tarnished satin bon- 
net, and draggled, faded, lilac skirts spread 
over a vast dislocated crinoline. The feet 
dabbed along in the broken prunella 
boots; the mangy rabbit-skin muff, 
bobbed _ loosely, with the shambling 
gait; and then, under the big chandelier, there 
came a sudden pause, and the thing Woked 
slowly round, a gaping, mooning, biear-eyed 
stare. The Sora Lena, dre as she h 
been to go to meet her boys, who never came, 
and who was a perfectly known figure in the 
town. The next day the real Sora Lena com- 
mitted suicide, and then the retribution be- 
gan. Mie. Krasinska went slowly and by 
alinost imperceptible degrees mad; and at 
last she went to the Sora Lena’srooms to 
hang herself, as the poor old madwoman had 
done. But she was watched and anticipated 
and her reason came back. And afterward 
she joined the Little Sisters of the Poor and 
spent her life in doing good. It is a sweet 
story, exquisitely told. 

Nym Crinkle’s New Book. 

There is a new book of Nym Crinkle’s 
called the Primrose Paths of Dalliance, 
which has reached an enormous sale, one is 
told, and it was perhaps natural to contrast 
one of Vernon Lee’s stories, the second of the 
series, the story of the Socialist and the 
mock-éveill6é young Englishman, with it, 
for the sake of antithesis. $Nym 
Crinkle’s book is supposed to show 
the corruptness of the modern stage; but it 
serves far more usefully to show the crudity 
and roughness of Nym Crinkle, He handles 
the subject with a sledge-hammer and pounds 
in his moral with the same delicate weapon. 
And the style and lenge? are awful. Vernon 
Lee’s peopie are wretchedly immoral, and one 
or two of the scenes are shudderingly so; but 
this one’s are not only bad but hopelessly 
low and common. Col. Featherstone, the 
gentleman, who owns a country-house and 
is supposed to live like an aristocrat, asks 
guests to dine, and the rovélist takes the 
trouble to state that it was a course-dinner.“ 
What other sort uf dinner is there possible to 

entiemen, pray? And the heroine, aban- 

doned as she was, bewitched a scholarly 
oung man, and yet used expressions such as 
7. Tou know how odd she acts.’ There is a 
refinement in crime, and if a writer expects 
refined persons to sit through his book, he 
must at least make his would-be ladies tal 
like one of the species to which they aspire to 
belong. The Primrose Paths of Dalliance 
should be called the Hollyhock Paths of Vice, 
for nothing in the career of the lady who fig- 
ures as the heroine can be thought to suggest 
a primrosé or any modest blossom whatever. 
There is nothing in the story to raise it above 
the low level of the many disgusting novels, 
ut forth for ostensible morality, but 
or lucre. “Mr. Barnes of New Tork is 
classic in form.and style compared to it. 
These stories of Barry Pain’s and such writers 
as he—Kipling, in a way. included—are very 
analogous to the music of Mascagni. They 
are tragic, although many of them end in the 
tragedy of living: and their language. is much 
like the M. the “Cavalleria Rusticana, 
sad and sweet and fuli of the ecstasy of pain. 
Kipling is only to be included when in his 
best vein, as in his story of the man who died

The account of the bargain- 
ing, if it might be called such, is very enter- 
taining. When the horse first spoke Mr. Pul- 
vertoft, the kind of name invariably given to 
men who are to make themselves ridiculous 
in fiction, said that he wes “rooted to the 
saddle, a sensation which with him was suff 
ciently rare. And when he appeared in such 
haste to purchase the horse he thought there 
must be something un-businesslike, 
and wnpractical in such precipitation, 
especially as combined with his appearance 
at the time. All which is very like the quiet 
absurdities of the Tinted Venus and the rest 
of Anstey’s curious cranks. 

Amusing and Ingenious Inventions. 

It is a great relief from the saddening ques- 
tions of the seriousstories of the day to skim 
the froth from airy improbabilities. . But the 
fun thickens when Mr. Pulvertoft’s horse de- 
velops fancies for particular horses m the 
park, and, as master has no control over 
him, puts him into most embarrassing situa- 
tions by trottimg beside young women whom 
Pulvertoft by no means delights to honor, and 
trotting away from the one he was specially 
$n xious to invite toshare his joys and sorrows, 
as the fit seized him. There are other ingenious 
inventions in the book—a very good little girl 
who corrects her family and is rewarded by 
an old fairy with a gift for which she has 
longed—namely: the power to drop pre- 
cious stones from her lips whenever she utters 
words of warning to her mother, father, 
brothers, sisters, cousins, and other relatives, 
all of whom she feels it her duty to recon- 
struct. gems are discovered to 
be imitation by sordid aunt, 
who invites the girl to 
visit her so asto profit by her pertness, and 
the fairy at last explains to the child that her 
precepts were Brummagem, ao the jewels had 
to match. It us rather a pretty little story, 
and, although axusing in the telling, has a 
decided moral, a new departure fur the jocose 
Anstey. 

This is the accepted time and appointed 
hour for the short story. How lasting its in- 
fluence will be or how long its reign no man 
can tell. Edgar Poe used to say a poem 
which was too short was not a poem, and 
there may be many who will refuse a perma- 
nent place in literature to the short story. It 
‘is having a strong effect just now, even if it 
proves to be temporary. 


THE “SUN'S” “ GLORIOUS SUNRISE.”

“That was the most successful counterfeit of 
our issue ever floated, said Mr. Rice. Lots 
of merchants here in New York were stuck on 
it..

The early 
copies of this publication have almost 1 
disappeared. No complete file can be found, 
and the Tribune has secured a part of a num- 
ber dated June 11, 1857, through the kindness 
of F. T. Adams, a grandson of the original J.

The first thing that strikes the eye on the 
first page of this number is a list of the lat- 
est counterfeits. There are fourteen of them, 
on as many different banks—a fair-sized crop 
for one week. The last one is described as 
follows: 58 on the Railroad Bank, Lowell, 
Mass. Vignette, train of cars in lower half of 
note, 5and five strips of lathe work on the 
right.” As that does not tally at all with 
the description of the $5 note of a later date 
on the same bank in the Tribune collection, it 
is probable that the bank chan its 
plate to get rid of the counterfeit.

ORIGIN OF ASIATIC CHOLERA. 


The History and the Home of the Disease— 
Lecture on the Plague. 

San Francisco Chronicle: “ Asiatic Cholera, 
Its History and Its Geographical Home, was 
the subject of a lecture delivered by Dr. W. F. 
McNutt before the Geographical Society of 
the Pacific and its invited guests in Union 
Square Hall last ‘night. In his introductory 
remarks the lecturer said that Asiatic cholera 
was a very grave subject; at least many thou- 
sands hud found itso. It was also a very an- 
cient disease, and he proceeded to trace its 
history from 400 B. C. down to the present 
epidemic in Europe and Asia. The symp- 
toms of the vestilence, as described at the 
earlier period, were undoubtedly those of 
Asiatic cholera. There were unquestionable 
proofs that the disease existed at Constantino- 
ple at the time of Mohammed II. In fact, 
neary every known writer up to 1500 describes 
sporadic cholera. 

Dr. McNutt reviewed the history of cholera 
in detail, some of the more prominent points 
being as follows: In 1500 the cholera was at 
Calcutta and all along the coast of India. In 
1548 there was a terrible epidemic, carrying off 
young and old alike. Scarcely 10 per cent of 
those attacked survived. In 1616 and 1672 the 

lague caused thousands of deaths in London. 

doctor continued to follow the course of 
this dread disease—which the authorities held 
was caused by bad air, bad water, and bad 
fruit—dowr to 1817. Its history since that 
date has shown it to be the most terrible of 
all diseases, excepting, perhaps, the black 
plague. It was justone year covering the 
whole of India, an area of 66,000 square 
leagues. Its de vastations usually follow the 
lines of travel. 

It first reached St. Petersburg June 25, 
1821. It continued its course across the con- 
tinent to London, where of 116,000 attacked 
40,000 died. 

In 1832 the cholera reached America by 4 
sailing vessel and crossed into the United 
States from Canada and killed tens of 
thousands during that summer. There was a 
second epidemic in December, 1848, vessels 
having the dread disease 2 board reaching 
Staten Island and New Orleans almost 
simultaneously. Before the end of December 
there were 400deathsin New Orleans, in Janu- 
ary there were 600, and before the epidemic 
ceased there had been 1,600 deaths. In New 
York there were about 1,000 deaths before the 
severe frosts killed the germs of the disease. 

From New Orleans the cholera reached 
Sacramento, where fully one-tenth of the in- 
habitants were carried off. It was much less 
virulent in San Francisco, but why this was 
so the doctor said he had never been able to 
find out. 

There have been 24,000 deathsin Russia 
alone during the presentepidemic. — 

By the aid of the stereopticon examples of 
the bacillus of cholera as seen under the mi- 
croscope were thrown upon a screen. The 
micro-organisms, when single, were like a 
comma, but when double they took the form of 
a letter 8. These were taken from mucus that 
had passed from the bo vels. 

Examples of bicillus as carried in the cloth- 
ing were also shown on tho screen. With 
sufficient moisture and but little heat these 
may be carried in garments for several 
months. 

Tubercle bacilli were next shown, the 
lecturer calling attention to their doadliness 
by stating that one-tenth of the population of 
the eartn die from tubercular diseases. The 
comma bacilli display great activity, some 
authorities even claiming that they have 
powers of locomotion. They are destroyed 
at a high temperature, say 150 degrees, and at 
a very low temperature, and as well by a 
healthy acid gastric juice. 

The home of cholera—Calcutta and the 
delta of the G was pointed out on a 
map. Thisisa low, moist, warm country, 
covered with rank vegetation. The people 
are ignorant and filthy and violate all the 
laws of health. They wash their cholera- 
infected clothing in the tanks containi 
their drinking water and throw their — 
into the river. 

Dr. McNutt advised his hearers that in com- 
bating the disease an ounce of prevention was 
worth many pounds of cure. In order to pro- 
tect ourselves a national quarantine should be 
established. A bureau or board of health 
should be organized. This bureau should 
consist of men thoroughly conversant witn 
the history of cholera, familiar with the use of 
eee aie the destroying of polluted 
clothing. 

The —— held that cremation was the 
only safe disposition of the bodies of those 
dying from this dread disease. As precaution- 
ary measures he said that all drinking-water 
should be boiled, all food well cooked, and 
all excesses avoided. 

During his entertaining lecture Dr. McNutt 
graphically described the ravages of the dis- 
ease among armies of soldiers, and the sud- 
den attacks of the plague upon men while at 
work, as a policeman on his beat, and, in fact, 
those of all stations and degrees in life. 

A vote of thanks was given the doctor at the 
conclusion of his lecture, which was lightened 
up by illustrations from life in India, the 
cradle of the cholera.

By J. M. Lion there is a marine, a 
calm sea with a number of fishing boats, and a 
cottage doorway with a child playing by a bench 
is by Tony Offermans. 

Other artists whose work is to be foundin the 
collecuon are J. H. Wissenbruck, Nuyhaus, 
Gabriel, Henri, Stacquet, and Busboom. The 
last named is no longer living, and his works are 
much sought after. His favorite subjects were 
church interiors. One in this collection, differing 
widely from the work of the other artists in color 
and treatment, shows the interior of a vast cathe- 
dral with figures in the seventeenth century cos- 
tume.

In an article entitled Munich as an Art 
Center in the October Cosmopolitan. Mr. Charles 
De Kay gives some of the causes assigned for the 
decay of the arts in that city, chief of which is 
the fact that they are not native, but such as 
have been f by monarchs and prelates 
from childhood in the hands of con- 
ventional teachers, who have instructed them to 
’ admire foreign things or that element in the art 
of the past which is superficial and ill-adapted 
tothe people. Ideas belonging to other races 
and climates have been set up for imitation by the 
Bavarians. The lesson he draws from the exam- 
ple of Munich is one for Americans ambitious to 
establish art centers: 

It teaches them,“ he says, to set- their faces 
against the idea that a style must be good be- 
cause it 1s foreign. Much more likely is a style 
to be bad for Americans because it is for- 
eign, since our land, climate, race mixt- 
ure, institutions, and ideals are our own. 
Let them look about for the erchitecture, sculpt- 
ure, painting, furniture, wood engraving, stained 
glass, and so forth, which already exist, because 
unconscious fitness to our needs has started them 
into life. Having found what they are, let them 
set the native artists to work embellishing and 
evolving them.“ 

Mr. De Kay’s criticism of the manner in which 
Americans patronize art is so truly merited by 
collectors that it may well be reprinted here: 

“In art matters the American able to buy has 
shown himself singularly poor-spirited and timid, 
as if afraid to incur ridicule through following 
his natural taste. There has been too much run 
ning after European artists. who are not without. 
_ uncommon technical cleverness, but do not rep- 
resent that world in which Americans live. More- 
over, the collector who séeks native work is prone 
-to buy one or more specimens from a great variety 
of artists instead of keoping to those he really 
loves most. There is a dearth of collectors who 

buy because they really delight in and love the 
work of men.“

The large decorations which Arthur Feudel 
has executed for the new Schiller Theater in this 
city were placed in position last week. They are 
sixteen feet canvases, upon one of which is repre- 
sented the meeting of Queen Elizabeth and Mary 
Queen of Scots, from Schiller’s play of Marie 
Stuart,” and on the other the churchyard scene 
from Goethe's Faust.“ The former is the more 
interesting of the works, possibly because in this 
the artist was allowed to give greater scope to his 
own ideas. The arrangement is simple, the ac- 
tion dramatic, and the color is harmonious. 

The meeting js shown in a park with a castle in 
the distance, Elizabeth surrounded by à number 
of gayly attired courtiers, and Mary accompa- 
nied by a woman dressed like herself in severe 
black. The colors in the landscape and the cos- 
tumes harmonize well with those employed in the 
other decoration of the interior of the theater. 

In the scene from Faust a crowd of peopie 
are shown in the public piace before the church, 
Faust and Marguerite prominent in the fore- 
ground and Mephisto at a little distance. The 
architecture is composed from that existing in 
Nuremburg. It is perhaps a little obtrusive and 
detracts from the principal figures, which might 
also appear to better advantage if there were 
fewer unimportant figures filling up the scene.
